'“wnuntin'* 
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by  John  Iddings 

Some  mighty  big  names  are  showing 
up  in  plastic  lately. 

The  Dexter  specimen  of  the  1804  silver 
dollar  has  been  graded  and  encapsulated 
by  the  Professional  Coin  Grading  Service. 

Recently,  PCGS  announced — with  con¬ 
siderable  fanfare — that  it  had  just  slabbed 
the  entire  20th-century  U.S.  gold  coin 
collection  of  Dr.  Steve  Duckor  of  Southern 
California.  Among  the  117  coins  was  a 
rare  1927-D  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle 
in  Mint  State-65,  which  some  say  could  be 
worth  as  much  as  $1  million. 

Other  PCGS-graded  coins  now  include: 
—The  Augustus  Humbert  1852/1  $20 
territorial  gold  piece,  which  at  $1.35  mil¬ 
lion  was  said  to  be  the  first  U.S.  coin  to  sell 
for  a  seven-digit  price; 

The  Stanley  R.  Elrod  collection  of 
Charlotte  Mint  gold  coins,  one  of  the 
finest  such  collections  known; 

The  six-coin  1872  Amazonian  gold 
trial  set  designed  by  William  Barber; 

Two  of  the  most  famous  Canadian 
rarities,  a  1 9 1 1  George  V  silver  dollar  and 
a  1921  George  V  half  dollar;  and 
The  King  of  Siam  proof  set. 

Wait  a  minute ...  the  King  of  Siam  proof 
set? 

That’s  right,  one  of  the  most  famous 
items  in  U.S.  numismatic  history — the 
King  of  Siam  proof  set  has  had  its  coins 
removed  from  that  distinctive  presentation 
box  to  be  separately  graded,  certified  and 
encapsulated. 

A  question  immediately  springs  into  the 
minds  of  collectors  everywhere:  Is  it  really 
necessary  to  slab  coins  whose  rarity  and

historical  significance  are  already  beyond 
doubt? 

Attempting  to  answer  that  question  has 
led  to  considerable  debate.  Some  say  that 
slabbing  world-famous  coins  is  the  ulti¬ 
mate  absurdity,  proof  that  the  rare  coin 
investment  community  has  truly  lost  its 
collective  mind. 

Nonsense,  say  advocates  of  third-party 
grading,  who  point  out  that  slabbed  coins 
are  simply  what  the  current  coin  market 
demands.  And  what  the  market  demands, 
the  market  gets — that’s  the  American  way. 

And  somewhere  between  or  beyond  the 
debate  is  you,  the  typical  collector.  You’ve 
been  at  it  for  a  few  years  now.  Unlike  the 
pure  investor,  who  concentrates  only  on 
top-condition  coins,  your  collection  spans 
a  wide  range  of  grade,  value  and  scarcity. 

Still,  there  are  a  few  coins  in  your 
collection  that  might  be  considered  invest¬ 
ment  items.  They  are  coins  that  are  valued 
at  $100  or  more,  high-grade  coins  whose 
scarcity  makes  them  highly  desirable. 

Should  you  have  them  slabbed? 

Unfortunately,  the  answer  to  both  the 


debate  and  the  personal  question  is  the 
same:  Maybe. 

Maybe  modern  market  conditions  re¬ 
quire  third-party  certification  for  even  the 
most  famous  coins.  Maybe  this  is  proof 
that  the  rare  coin  market  has  completely 
severed  its  ties  with  traditional  coin  collect¬ 
ing.  Maybe  you  should  have  your  coins 
slabbed.  And  maybe  you  would  be  wasting 
your  time  and  money. 

At  the  center  of  the  famous-coin  debate 
is  the  King  of  Siam  proof  set.  Harvey  G. 
Stack,  a  partner  in  the  venerable  New 
York  coin  firm  of  Stack’s,  just  can't  accept 
that  encapsulating  these  famous  coins 
serves  any  useful  purpose. 

“I  believe  that  the  value  of  the  King  of 
Siam  set  is  more  dependent  on  its  numis¬ 
matic  and  historic  importance  than  on  the 
numerical  grades  of  the  coins  themselves,” 
Stack  declared.  “I  also  feel  that  taking  the 
coins  out  of  their  original  presentation 
box  and  putting  them  in  slabs  has  dis¬ 
mantled  a  great,  historic  coin  set. 

“The  same  could  be  said  of  the  Stanley 
Elrod  collection.  We  are  very  familiar  with 
the  Elrod  collection  and  the  decades  he

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spent  trying  to  improve  it. 

“Many  of  those  coins  came  from  the 
George  Walton  collection,  which  we  sold 
in  1963,”  Stack  explained.  “Like  Elrod, 
Walton  selected  the  coins  by  strike,  by 
color,  by  preservation  and  by  personal 
examination  of  coin  against  coin — not  by 
using  some  grading  service’s  number  as  a 
differential.” 

In  other  words.  Stack  said,  Elrod  and 
Walton  assembled  their  collections  as  “true 
collectors.”  They  were  mindful  not  only  of 
subtle  differences  in  condition  and  appear¬ 
ance,  but  also  of  the  coins’  place  in  history, 
tradition  and  legend. 

Stack  is  somewhat  defensive  about  the 
King  of  Siam  set.  His  firm  sold  the  set  for 
more  than  $2  million  just  last  year. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  King  of  Siam 
coins  had  originally  been  certified  and 
graded  by  the  Numismatic  Guaranty  Cor¬ 
poration  as  Proof-65.  They  were  then 
broken  out  of  their  NGC  holders  and 
regraded  by  PCGS,  this  time  as  Proof-66. 

“What  good  are  grading  services  when 
they  don’t  agree?”  Stack  asked. 

The  difference  in  grades  simply  draws 
attention  to  the  fact  that  grading  is  still  a 
subjective  art.  Stack  said.  One  man’s  MS- 
65  is  another’s  MS-66,  and  all  the  plastic  in 
the  world  won’t  change  that,  he  declared. 

“What  it’s  getting  down  to  is  a  question 
of  what  the  holder’s  worth,  rather  than 
what  the  coin  is  worth,"  Stack  said. 

Stack  tells  how  the  famous  proof  set 
was  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  in 
1834  for  diplomatic  presentation  to  the 
King  of  Siam.  The  coins  were  placed  in  the 
custom-made  box,  with  a  die-embossed 
leather  cover  featuring  the  American  eagle. 

The  leather  itself  was  in  Siamese  royal 
yellow  to  ensure  that  special  government 
agent  Edmund  Roberts  would  have  every 
possible  advantage  when  he  approached 
the  monarch  to  negotiate  a  trade  treaty 
between  the  two  nations. 

“It  traveled  all  those  miles  by  clipper 
ship,  from  America  to  Siam,  then  to 
England  and,  eventually,  back  to  the 
United  States.  That’s  160  years  of  history 
being  encased — no,  entombed  in  lucite,” 
Stack  lamented. 

“To  those  who  are  romantics,  and  many 
collectors  are  romantics,  removing  the 
coins  from  the  box  detaches  one  of  the 
elements  that  make  the  set  so  important,” 
he  continued. 

Stack  acknowledges  the  presence  of  the 
new  Wall  Street  rare  coin  investment 
funds  and  the  insistence  on  third-party 
grading. 

“It’s  a  willing-seller,  willing-buyer  way 
of  doing  things,”  he  conceded.  “But  I'm 
looking  at  it  from  the  other  view,  the 
numismatic  and  historic  view,  and  I  believe 
that  some  of  the  great  romance  has  been 
removed  from  the  coins.” 

Stack  feels  one  danger  in  slabbing  big- 
name  coin  sets  is  that  it  might  create  an 
atmosphere  where  owners  would  be  more 


willing  to  sell  the  coins  individually. 

Luckily,  that  hasn’t  happened  to  the 
King  of  Siam  set.  Numismatic  News  re¬ 
ported  on  Dec.  26,  1989,  that  an  offer  “well 
in  excess  of  $  1  million”  had  been  made  for 
the  1804  dollar  from  the  set.  But  Bob 
Johnson  of  the  Rarities  Group  of  Marl¬ 
boro,  Massachusetts,  one  of  the  set’s 
owners,  insisted  that  the  coins  would  be 
kept  together. 

That  particular  1804  dollar  had  a  huge 
impact  on  numismatic  history.  Until  the 
King  of  Siam  set  emerged  at  the  1962 
convention  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association,  no  date  had  been  established 
for  the  striking  of  the  1804  dollars.  Theories 
abounded,  but  the  only  thing  certain  was 
that  they  hadn’t  been  manufactured  in 
1 804.  It  was  common  in  those  early  days  of 
the  Mint  to  strike  coins  from  serviceable 
dies  saved  from  years  gone  by. 

Stack  observed  that  when  the  King  of 
Siam  set  surfaced  in  1962,  it  provided  the 
first  hard  evidence  that  the  famous  1804 
dollars  had  indeed  been  struck  in  1834. 

“There  is  a  chance  that  somebody,  for 
some  kind  of  abnormally  high  offer,  will 
break  up  this  great  numismatic  item,” 
Stack  said.  “It  could  happen.” 

With  regard  to  the  Elrod  collection, 
many  of  the  rare  Charlotte  Mint  gold 
coins  were  in  NGC  capsules  when  Hugh 
Sconyers  bought  them  for  inclusion  in  the 
American  Rare  Coin  Fund,  which  he 
manages  for  the  Wall  Street  brokerage  of 
Kidder,  Peabody. 

But  after  the  purchase,  Sconyers  sent 
the  entire  53-coin  set  to  PCGS  for  grading 
and  encapsulation. 

NGC  spokesman  Mark  Salzberg  said 
he  wasn’t  particularly  disturbed  that  NGC- 
graded  coins  were  being  sent  to  PCGS 
and  often  coming  back  with  a  higher 
grade. 

“But  it’s  probably  not  a  real  good  thing 
for  the  credibility  of  the  coin  business,”  he 
added. 

Salzberg  had  mixed  feelings  about  the 
trend  toward  encapsulating  famous  coins. 

“Ninety-five  percent  of  the  market  is  in 
certified  coins  now.  People  want  that 
security,  especially  for  the  high-profile 
coins  like  the  King  of  Siam  set,”  he 
remarked. 

“The  fact  that  PCGS  raised  the  gra  Jes 
on  some  of  the  Siam  and  Amazonian  coins 
speaks  for  itself,  1  think.”  he  added. 

And  the  fact  that  the  asking  price  on 
some  of  the  coins  went  up  a  few  hundred 
thousand  dollars  after  they  attained  the 
higher  PCGS  grades  “doesn't  make  any 
sense  to  me  at  all,”  Salzberg  said. 

“Personally,  I  think  there  are  some 
coins  of  this  magnitude  that  shouldn’t  be 
graded,”  he  said.  “But  the  market  dictates 
that  the  dalers  have  to  take  coins  of  great 
historic  significance  and  place  them  in 
hard  plastic  holders. 

“To  me,  it’s  a  double-edged  sword.  I’m

Since  launching  this  column  nearly  four 
years  ago.  1  have  devoted  many  thousands 
of  words  to  the  need  for  redesign  of  U.S. 
coinage.  Having  gotten  nowhere  with  that 
cause,  I  turn  my  attention  this  month  to 
something  over  which  1  have  more  control: 
the  design  of  COIN  age. 

Let  me  say  at  the  outset  that  I'm  far 
more  content  with  the  look  and  feel  of  this 
magazine  than  I  am  with  the  appearance 
ol  U.S.  coinage.  Unlike  the  people  at  the 
Mint,  we  at  COINage  have  not  been  afraid 
to  give  our  product  a  facelift  and  try  some 
innovations  now  and  then. 

The  “design”  I’d  like  to  address  isn’t  so 
much  our  style,  but  our  substance.  I’d  like 
to  share  some  insights  on  why  we  do 
certain  things  certain  wavs,  and  ask  for 
your  suggestions  on  what,  if  anything,  we 
should  be  doing  differently. 

Ever  since  COINage  first  appeared  in 
1 964.  we’ve  always  placed  heavy  emphasis 
on  U.S.  coinage  topics,  as  opposed  to 
themes  related  to  foreign  and  ancient 
coins.  This,  we  feel,  best  reflects  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  most  COINage  readers.  Our  re¬ 
search  suggests  that  the  great  majority  of 
our  readers  collects  U.S.  coins  first  and 
foremost  and  prefer  a  steady  diet  of  stories 
from  that  realm. 

This  is  not  to  say  we  ignore  all  other 
areas.  Almost  every  issue  has  at  least  one 
major  story  on  ancient  or  foreign  coinage, 
and  we  constantly  monitor  trends  in  these 
other  markets.  But  our  first  obligation  is 
to  serve  the  needs  and  interests  of  the 
majority. 

Another  key  ingredient  in  COINage’s 
editorial  formula  is  our  emphasis  on 
market-related  subjects,  as  opposed  to 
pure  history.  We  tend  to  stress  the  present 
and  the  future — what’s  happening  today 
and  what  its  implications  are — rather  than 
the  past. 

This  certainly  doesn’t  signify  a  lack  of 
appreciation  for  our  numismatic  heritage; 
we  agree  that  the  past  is  prologue  and 
strive  to  put  current  events  in  their  proper 
historical  perspective.  But  we  want  our 
monthly  issues  to  advance  the  march  of 
numismatic  knowledge,  not  just  retrace 
steps  already  taken. 

We  do  provide  history.  R.W.  Julian,  a 
contributing  editor  of  COINage,  is  one  of 
the  most  respected  scholars  and  researchers 
in  the  field  of  U.S.  coinage  and  his  regular 
monthly  articles  are  meticulous  guided 
tours  through  the  passageways  of  the  past. 
David  T.  Alexander,  another  contributing 
editor,  examines  bygone  eras  with  a  blend 
of  perspicacity  and  wit.  And  other  COIN¬ 
age  writers  arc  similarly  steeped  in  the 
hobby’s  lore  and  history  and  draw  upon 
this  background  in  crafting  their  articles.

But  timeliness,  rather  than  timelessness, 
is  our  keynote.  Our  principal  role,  we 
believe,  is  to  analyze  current  events  and  try 
to  anticipate  trends  and  coming  events. 

Being  a  monthly  publication,  we  have  to 
play  this  guessing  game  weeks  or  even 
months  before  an  issue  hits  the  newsstands. 
Consider  the  issue  now  in  your  hands: 
Although  it  bears  a  June  cover  date,  all  of 
the  articles  had  to  be  written  and  edited  by 
mid-April.  Thus,  our  stress  on  analysis, 
rather  than  news,  is  a  matter  not  just  of 
choice  but  of  necessity. 

On  occasion,  I  get  letters  asking  that  we 
establish  a  regular  monthly  section  sum¬ 
marizing  recent  hobby  doings.  This,  I 
believe,  would  be  an  unwise  trade-off. 
First  of  all,  the  “news”  would  be  nearly 
two  months  old  before  it  reached  most  of 
our  readers — many  of  whom  would  have 
seen  it  already  elsewhere,  in  the  pages  of 
the  weekly  hobby  newspapers.  Secondly, 
the  space  devoted  to  outdated  “news” 
would  come  at  the  expense  of  several  full- 
length  articles  which,  in  our  opinion, 
would  be  of  greater  value  to  most  COIN¬ 
age  readers. 

In  any  event,  we  do  cover  the  news;  we 
simply  don't  package  it.  Instead  of  printing 


a  series  ol  news  capsules,  we  choose 
various  items  that  seem  of  special  interest 
and  ask  our  stable  of  writers  to  fashion 
full-length  stories  assessing  their  impact. 
This  longer-range  treatment  is  what  we  do 
best,  we  believe,  and  what  best  serves  the 
wishes  and  needs  of  our  readers. 

As  1  said  at  the  outset,  COINage  is 
constantly  changing  —sometimes  in  obvi¬ 
ous  ways  and  sometimes  more  subtly. 
From  time  to  time,  for  instance,  we  modify 
our  typography  in  a  never-ending  attempt 
to  make  our  appearance  more  pleasing. 
Our  art  director.  Bill  Reid,  merits  kudos 
for  his  efforts  in  this  regard. 

It  might  interest  you,  by  the  way,  to 
learn  that  the  “slab  revolution”  is  starting 
to  have  an  impact  on  COINage  graphics. 
As  more  and  more  of  the  finest  coins  are 
encapsulated  in  plastic  by  the  grading 
services,  we’re  finding  it  harder  and  harder 
to  locate  exceptional  unslabbed  coins  to 
feature  in  illustrations.  Some  have  specu¬ 
lated  that  in  years  to  come,  virtually  all 
important  coins  will  be  housed  in  plastic; 
perhaps  the  coin  periodicals  of  the  future 
will  likewise  be  dominated  -for  better  or 
worse — by  slabs. 

More  immediately,  I’d  like  to  seek  your 
input  on  a  different  kind  of  change  we’re 
now  considering.  COINage  hasn’t  had  a 
reader  reaction  section — a  letters-to-the- 
editor  column,  if  you  will — for  many 
years.  We're  thinking  of  reestablishing 
such  a  section,  and  we’d  like  to  know' 
whether  you  approve.  As  with  the  pro¬ 
posed  (and  so  far  rejected)  news-in-review 
section,  this  would  require  a  modest  scaling 
back  of  other  editorial  content.  However, 
we  believe  a  cross  section  of  reader  com¬ 
ment  would  be  of  great  interest  to  many 
readers. 

We’re  looking  for  more  than  just  in¬ 
quiries  on  the  value  or  history  of  coins  you 
may  own,  or  reports  on  circulation  Finds. 
We’re  seeking  informed  opinions  on  issues 
that  concern  our  hobby  today:  Should 
U.S.  coinage  be  redesigned?  Is  the  U.S. 
Mint’s  commemorative  program  helping 
or  hurting  collectors?  Is  slabbing  good  or 
bad  for  the  hobby?  What  can  be  done  to 
revive  our  sluggish  coin  clubs? 

Drop  us  a  line  if  you  have  some  strong 
views  on  one  of  these  topics  or  any  other 
hobby-related  issue.  And  let  us  know 
whether  you’d  like  a  regular  section  featur¬ 
ing  readers' commentary. 

Our  overriding  aim  here  ar  COINage  is 
to  serve  you,  our  readers,  in  the  best  way 
possible,  and  we  welcome  your  views  on 
how  we  can  continue  to  do  so.  But  while 
we’re  always  open  to  suggestions  on  how 
to  achieve  this  objective,  the  goal  itself  is 
one  thing  well  never  redesign.

t  a  time  when  proposals  for  redesign 
of  U.S.  coins  and  rationalization  of 
their  respective  sizes  are  making  headlines, 
the  U.S.  Mint  and  Treasury  insist  that 
changes  are  not  only  undesirable  but  go 
against  a  long  tradition  of  stability  in  U.S. 
coinage.  Indeed,  most  Americans  now 
active  in  the  work  force  will  say  our 
circulating  coins  have  changed  little,  if  at 
all,  in  their  lifetimes. 

Sizes  and  designs  have  not  been  serious¬ 
ly  modified  in  decades,  a  fact  upon  which 
the  Mint  leans  in  rejecting  major  change 
today. 

The  obverse  of  the  Lincoln  cent  has  not 
changed  since  1909,  except  for  date  and 
mint  mark;  the  Lincoln  Memorial  reverse 
has  been  in  use  since  1959. 

The  nickel  has  depicted  Thomas  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  Monticello  since  1938,  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  designer  Felix  Schlag's  initials 
“FS”  in  1966  being  the  only  real  modi¬ 
fication. 

The  dime  has  portrayed  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  since  1946.  John  Flanagan’s 
Washington  bust  and  eagle  have  been 
featured  on  the  quarter  since  1932.  Slain 
President  John  F.  Kennedy  has  appeared 
on  the  half  dollar  since  1964,  although  few 
Americans  are  likely  to  remember  just 
when  they  last  saw  a  half  dollar  in  actual 
use. 

The  Eisenhower  dollar  of  1971-78  was 
unknown  to  most  Americans  during  its 
years  of  issue,  and  the  ill-fated  Susan  B. 
Anthony  (SBA)  dollar  is  recalled  only  as  a 
nuisance  that  thankfully  went  away  after 
1980. 

The  Treasury  and  Mint  use  this  20th- 
century  stability  (or  stagnation,  in  many 
numismatists’view)  as  an  argument  against 
changes  in  the  design,  size  or  shape  of 
the  nation’s  circulating  coinage.  Numis-

matists,  however,  are  able  to  take  a  longer 
view,  pointing  out  that  since  1792  it  has 
really  been  change,  rather  than  stability, 
that  has  characterized  American  coins. 

The  respective  sizes  of  our  five  current 
coins  go  back  to  the  almost  forgotten  era 
of  circulating  precious  metal.  It  made 
sense  for  a  silver  dime  to  be  smaller  than  a 
bronze  cent  in  1864,  although  the  first 
copper  cents  were  vastly  larger  than  the 
dime  of  1796.  A  base-metal  nickel  five- 
cent  piece  was  naturally  larger  than  its 
silver  half-dime  equivalent  in  1866  for  the 
same  reason. 

It  has  now  been  25  years  since  silver 
coins  disappeared  from  Americans’  pock¬ 
ets  and  cash  registers.  The  present  com¬ 
parative  sizes  of  cent,  nickel  and  dime 
now  all  struck  in  base  metal  no  longer 
have  any  rational  basis.  T o  many  students 
of  U.S.  and  world  coinage,  the  time  has 
now  come  for  a  drastic  rationalization  of 
our  coins’  shapes  and  sizes. 

A  glance  at  the  shifting  face  of  America’s 
coins  shows  that  change  has  been  the  real 
characteristic  of  our  coins  since  their  begin¬ 
ning  almost  two  centuries  ago. 

The  first  coins  of  the  new  nation  actually 
released  to  circulation  were  the  pure  cop¬ 
per  cents  and  half  cents  of  1793.  These 
early  copper  coins  are  loved  by  today’s 
collectors,  but  inspired  little  enthusiasm  in 
their  own  time. 

The  first  cents  weighed  13.48  grams, 
while  their  companion  half  cents  weighed 
6.74  grams.  Thick  and  heavy,  the  early 
pieces  sported  ornamented  edges  or  incuse 
statements  of  value  in  the  new  decimal 
system:  TWO  HUNDRED  or  ONE  HUN¬ 
DRED  FOR  A  DOLLAR.  Only  three 


years  later,  however,  change  came  as  a 
presidential  proclamation  lowered  the 
cent’s  weight  to  only  10.89  grams.  The 
unloved  half  cent  had  its  turn  in  1800,  its 
new  weight  being  5.44  grams. 

Weight  was  not  the  only  thing  to  change. 
The  large  cent,  for  example,  saw  contin¬ 
uous  design  change  from  1793  to  1857. 
The  Flowing  Hair  Liberty  with  chain 
reverse  yielded  to  the  Wreath  reverse  in  the 
very  first  year  of  coinage.  In  close  succes¬ 
sion  came  the  Liberty  Cap  on  Pole  obverse 
of  1 793-96,  the  Draped  Bust  of  1 796- 1 807, 
the  Classic  Head  of  1808-1814  and  the 
Matron  Head  of  1816-1835. 

Even  the  relatively  stable  Coronet  Lib¬ 
erty  saw  six  major  sub-types,  including 
five  noticeably  different  heads  in  1839 
alone.  This  roster  included  the  Head  of 
1838,  the  Petite  Head  and  two  types 
imaginatively  named  the  Silly  and  Booby 
Heads  by  pioneer  Philadelphia  coin  dealer 
Ebenezer  Locke  Mason. 

The  first  silver  coins  had  a  somewhat 
less  hectic  pace,  but  also  changed,  starting 
with  their  version  of  the  Flowing  Hair 
Liberty  and  a  small  eagle  on  clouds.  This 
design  appeared  in  1794  on  the  first  of  the 
half  dimes,  half  dollars  and  silver  dollars. 

Malicious  criticism  of  this  wild-looking 
Liberty  led  to  her  replacement  bv  Gilbert 
Stuart’s  dowdy,  lifeless  Draped  Bust  in 
1796,  which  appeared  on  the  first  dimes 
and  quarters  as  well  as  the  three  already 
existing  denominations.  Next  to  go  was 
the  small  eagle,  superseded  bv  the  larger 
Heraldic  Eagle  for  the  rest  of  the  Draped 
Bust  era. 

The  mere  fact  that  these  new  coins  were 
being  struck  mattered  little  to  the  average 
Americans  of  the  time.  For  most  of  their 
daily  transactions,  they  handled  a  mixture 
of  British,  French,  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
coins  and  coins  of  their  American  colonies. 
In  all  probability,  as  few  Americans  really 
knew  their  country’s  coins  in  1 800  as  knew 
the  Eisenhower  dollar  in  1978. 

For  the  first  decades  of  the  19th  century, 
all  five  silver  denominations  bore  John 
Reich’s  Capped  Bust  Liberty.  The  half 
dollar  carried  this  rather  unattractive, 
frumpish  Liberty  from  1807  to  1836,  while

the  quarter,  dime  and  half  dime  endured  it 
for  shorter  periods.  The  quarter  was  an 
unpopular  coin  at  that  stage  and  was 
struck  only  from  1815-1 838  with  the  Capp¬ 
ed  Bust. 

Even  within  this  design,  however,  major 
change  in  size  and  quality  of  strike  was 
caused  by  replacement  of  old-fashioned 
open-collar  striking  in  1 828-29.  The  newer 
coins  were  struck  in  a  closed  collar,  guaran¬ 
teeing  a  uniform  diameter,  boldly  raised 
rims  and  far  sharper  details  throughout 
the  design. 

Gold  coins  concerned  few  Americans 
between  1 795  and  1 849.  The  original  Liber¬ 
ty'  with  her  tall  cap  went  through  the  same 
small  eagle-Heralic  Eagle  switch  as  the 
silver  coins,  followed  by  the  Capped  Bust, 
Capped  Head  and  Coronet  designs.  The 
smallest  denomination  among  the  first 
gold  coins  was  the  quarter  eagle  ($2.50), 
followed  by  the  half  eagle  ($5)  and  eagle 
($10),  all  of  which  represented  large 
amounts  of  money  for  the  time. 

The  Capped  Bust  era  ended  with  the 
introduction  of  the  two  longest-lived  basic 
designs  in  U.S.  coinage  history  during 
1837-39:  engraver  Christian  Gobrecht’s 
Liberty  Seated  for  the  silver  coins  and  the 
Coronet  Liberty  for  the  gold.  Liberty 
Seated  endured  until  1892,  the  hardy 
Coronet  Liberty  until  1907.  The  only 
significant  modification  of  these  designs 
was  the  addition  of  the  motto”In  God  We 
Trust”  after  the  Civil  War. 

Contrasting  with  this  comparative  peace 
was  the  dramatic  change  of  size  and  alloy 
for  the  cent  and  abolition  of  the  half  cent 
in  1857.  Taking  the  place  of  the  old  copper 
coins  and  the  suddenly  demonetized  Span¬ 
ish  silver  was  the  new  copper-nickel  Living 
Eagle  cent  designed  by  James  B.  Longacre. 

Struck  in  an  alloy  of  88  parts  copper 
and  12  parts  nickel,  this  little  cent  was  the 
first  coin  to  be  popularly  called  the 
“nickel.”  Longacre ’s  Indian  head  replaced 
this  graceful  eagle  only  two  years  later, 
and  the  Civil  War  saw  this  nickel  alloy 
superseded  by  bronze.  The  new  small  cent 
came  with  two  different  obverses,  three 
reverses,  two  thicknesses  and  two  totally 
different  alloys  in  only  seven  years! 

Nor  was  the  nation's  gold  coinage  with¬ 
out  major  change.  The  huge  quantities  of 
gold  emanating  from  the  California  gold 
rush  led  to  the  creation  of  two  new  coin 
denominations — the  gold  dollar  and  dou¬ 
ble  eagle  ($20) — during  1849.  The  tiny 
gold  dollar  saw  three  drastically  different 
designs  between  1849  and  1856,  although 
the  final  version  endured  for  33  years. 

Responding  to  new  postal  rates,  coins 
with  denominations  in  threes  entered  circu¬ 
lation  during  the  1850s  the  tiny  silver 
“fish-scale”  three-cent  piece  in  1851  and 
the  $3  gold  piece  in  1854.  Although  these 
did  not  fit  neatly  into  the  normal  decimal 
increments  of  1 , 2*/$,  5,  10,  25  and  50  units, 
these  coins  were  struck  until  1889. 

I  he  next  new  denomination  to  appear 


was  the  two-cent  piece  of  1864.  Silver  and 
gold  coins  had  vanished  at  the  start  of  the 
Civil  War,  but  the  Lincoln  government 
hoped  to  keep  bronze  coins  in  public  use 
until  the  return  of  normal  prosperity  would 
coax  hoarded  gold  and  silver  coins  back 
into  circulation. 

A  two-cent  piece  seemed  a  logical  step, 
but  it  failed  to  win  public  acceptance  and 
was  discontinued  in  1873.  Since  the  silver 
half  dimes  were  gone  for  the  duration,  and 
even  the  “fish-scale”  three-cent  pieces  were 
scarce,  the  Mint  returned  to  nickel  alloys 
for  these  denominations  in  1865-66. 

Enriching  Pennsylvania  nickel  tycoon 
Joseph  Wharton,  still  angry  from  the 
switch  to  bronze  for  the  cent  in  1 864.  these 
new  nickel  denominations  were  struck  in  a 
simpler,  cleaner  alloy  of  75%  copper,  25% 
nickel.  The  three-cent  piece  bore  a  distinc¬ 
tive  Liberty  head  and  large  Roman  numer¬ 
al  value  “1 1 1”  in  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to 
distinguish  it  from  the  dime,  a  silver  coin 
of  precisely  the  same  diameter. 

The  five-cent  nickel  proved  to  be  an 
enduring  success,  although  it  underwent 
four  design  changes  from  1866  to  1883. 
The  first  issue  presented  an  ornate  national 
shield  and  a  large  “5”  in  a  circle  of  stars 
and  rays.  Hysterical  charges  that  the  new 
coins  bore  the  Confederate  stars  and  bars 
and  the  dangerously  short  die  life  of  this 
busy  and  cluttered  design  led  to  removal  of 
the  offending  rays  only  a  year  later. 

In  1 883,  the  lifeless  no-rays  design  yield¬ 
ed  to  Charles  E.  Barber’s  Liberty  nickel 
another  design  soon  modified  to  insert  the 
word  CENTS  on  the  reverse  after  gold- 
plated  “no-CENTS”  pieces  were  passed  as 
gold  half  eagles. 

An  American  merchant  or  a  citizen  of 
reasonable  wealth  might  have  looked 
through  his  till  or  pockets  in  1883  and 
found  at  least  2 1  designs  of  coins  from  cent 
to  silver  dollar  in  bronze,  nickel  or  silver. 
A  banker  could  easily  have  counted  as 
many  as  14  gold  coin  designs  in  six 
denominations.  These  head  counts  would 
not  have  included  any  of  the  pre-1808 
coinage  that  was  no  longer  in  use. 

In  1940,  an  American  might  have  found 
fewer  choices  in  his  change,  but  still  there 
was  good  variety.  Indian  and  Lincoln 
cents;  Liberty,  Buffalo  and  Jefferson 
nickels;  Barber  silver  coins  of  1892-1916; 
perhaps  a  few  well-worn  Liberty  Seated 
silver  pieces;  Standing  Liberty  and  Wash¬ 
ington  quarters;  and  the  then-current  Walk¬ 
ing  Liberty  halves — all  these  would  have 
made  up  an  ordinary  mix.

And  what  is  so  rare  as  a  day  in  June? 

For  starters,  how  about  early  proof 
U.S.  gold  coins?  June,  at  least,  has  30  days; 
a  number  of  early  gold  proofs  have  mintages 
of  fewer  than  a  dozen. 

For  that  matter,  why  limit  the  discussion 


to  proofs?  Many  U.S.  gold  coins  are  just  as 
rare — or  rarer — in  business-strike  versions 
in  higher  grades.  Some,  in  fact,  are  un¬ 
known — or  nearly  so — in  mint  condition. 

Despite  their  extreme  rarity,  many  of 
these  coins  carry  price  tags  that  appear 


surprisingly  low.  They’re  certainly  far  from 
cheap;  most  cost  thousands  of  dollars.  But 
compared  to  the  prices  of  other  U.S.  coins 
with  the  same  degree  of  rarity,  these  could 
be  considered  enormous  bargains.

r  umismatics”  is  the  elegant 
X  ^  name  for  coin  collecting,  and 
coins  with  special  value  as  collectibles  are 
said  to  be  numismatic  in  nature.  “Bullion 
coins,”  by  contrast,  are  coins  whose  mar¬ 
ket  value  is  based  on  the  value  of  the  metal 
they  contain.  These  go  up  or  down  in  price 
directly  according  to  the  rise  or  fall  in 
value  of  the  metal.

An  In-Depth 
Look  At  The 
Availability  of 
Precious  Metals 


silver  are  the  ones  most  widely  used,  but 
several  major  countries  recently  began  pro¬ 
ducing  bullion  coins  made  of  platinum. 

Supply  and  demand  determine  the  price 
of  a  numismatic  coin.  Demand  is  influenc¬ 
ed  strongly  by  the  quality  of  a  coin:  In 
today’s  condition-conscious  market,  coins 
in  an  exceptional  state  of  preservation 
bring  exceptional  prices. 

The  price  of  a  bullion  coin  is  determined 
by  taking  its  bullion  value  (the  value  of  the 
metal  it  contains)  and  adding  a  small 
surcharge  to  cover  the  costs  of  production, 
distribution,  and  handling.  Normally  this 
surcharge  is  less  than  10  percent  of  the 
coin’s  intrinsic  worth. 

GOLD  BULLION  COINS 

Gold  is  the  dominant  metal  in  the 
bullion  coin  market.  Silver  bullion  coins, 
being  far  cheaper,  account  for  the  sale  of 
more  units.  Platinum  bullion  coins  tend  to 
be  more  expensive.  But  gold  bullion  coins 
set  the  tone  for  the  overall  market,  get 
most  of  the  publicity,  figure  most  promi¬ 
nently  in  marketing  and  advertising  ef¬ 
forts,  and  generate  the  lion’s  share  of  the 
revenue. 

A  GLOBAL  MARKET 

The  bullion  coin  market  is  global  in 
scope.  Its  three  chief  components  are 
Europe,  the  Americas,  and  the  Far  East; 
sales  in  the  United  States  exceed  those  in 
any  other  country. 

At  first  glance  it  seems  natural  that 
Americans  should  be  the  biggest  buyers; 
after  all,  they  reign  supreme  in  most 
investment  markets.  In  this  case,  however, 
their  preeminence  is  truly  quite  remark¬ 
able,  considering  that  until  the  mid-1970s 
federal  law  prohibited  them  from  buying, 
selling  or  owning  bullion  gold.  And  until  a 
few  years  ago,  there  weren't  any  IJ.S. 
bullion  coins  for  them  to  buy. 


U.S.  GOLD  COINAGE 

For  well  over  a  century,  gold  coins  were 
an  integral  part  of  the  U.S.  monetary 
system.  The  act  of  Congress  establishing 
the  U.S.  Mint  in  1792  authorized  three 
different  coins  made  of  gold:  an  eagle  ($10 
gold  piece),  a  half  eagle  ($5  gold  piece)  and 
a  quarter  eagle  ($2.50  gold  piece). 

In  time  the  Mint  added  new  gold  coins 
of  other  denominations:  notably  the 
double  eagle  ($20  gold  piece),  whose  issue 
was  prompted  by  the  California  Gold 
Rush.  Two  short-lived  denominations 
the  gold  dollar  and  $3  gold  piece — were 
minted  for  relatively  brief  periods  in  the 
middle  and  late  nineteenth  century. 

U.S.  gold  coinage  continued  until  1933, 
and  while  such  coins  were  never  used 
routinely  in  everyday  commerce,  they  did 
circulate  freely  more  often  than  not. 

THE  GOLD  SURRENDER  ORDER 

When  he  became  President  in  March 
1933,  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  took  a  num¬ 
ber  of  steps  to  jolt  the  nation  out  of  the 
Great  Depression.  One  of  the  most  dra¬ 
matic  involved  private  ownership  of  gold. 

An  integral  part  of  FDR’s  program  was 
devaluation  of  the  dollar,  but  that  required 
raising  the  price  of  gold.  Because  Roose¬ 
velt  feared  his  entire  plan  would  be  jeop¬ 
ardized  unless  the  federal  government  had 
firm  control  over  gold,  he  imposed  a  ban 
on  gold  ownership.  Less  than  a  week  after 
taking  office,  Roosevelt  clamped  an  em¬ 
bargo  on  exports  of  gold,  prohibited  banks 
from  paying  out  gold  coins  or  gold  certifi¬ 
cates,  and  ordered  individuals  holding 
gold  coins  or  gold  certificates  to  return 
them  to  the  banking  system. 

A  few  weeks  later,  on  April  5.  the 
Treasury  issued  a  formal  order  requiring 
the  surrender  of  all  gold  bullion,  gold 
coins,  and  gold  certificates  still  in  private 
hands.  People  who  failed  to  comply  were 
subject  to  heavy  fines  and  imprisonment 
for  up  to  10  years.  It  was.  in  effect,  a 
nationalization  of  gold,  continued  on  p*ge  35

COINage  COINS  &  CURRENCY  -  GREAT  VALUES 

Bullion 

Collector  coins  and  jewelry  were  ex¬ 
empted  from  the  ban,  but  many  Ameri¬ 
cans — acting  in  fear  or  in  ignorance — sold 
their  gold  coins  to  the  Treasury  anyway. 

And  many  who  kept  gold  coins  hid  them, 
mistakenly  believing  their  possession  was 
illegal. 

In  all,  the  Treasury  bought  up  gold 
coins  with  a  face  value  of  more  than  a 
billion  dollars.  All  of  them,  rare  and 
common  alike,  ended  up  in  government 
melting  pots,  later  to  be  cast  into  ingots 
and  stored  at  federal  depositories  at  Fort 
Knox,  West  Point,  and  elsewhere.  It  is 
estimated  that  80  percent  of  the  U.S.  gold 
coins  then  in  private  hands  were  turned  in. 

FOUR  DECADES  IN  THE 

WILDERNESS 

Except  for  jewelry  and  certain  collector 
coins,  gold  remained  off  limits  for  more 
than  40  years.  But  as  time  went  by, 
agitation  to  rescind  the  prohibition  grew. 

Finally,  in  1974,  Congress  passed  legis¬ 
lation  lifting  the  long-standing  ban.  On 
December  31,  1974,  Americans  regained 
the  right  to  buy,  sell,  and  own  gold  bullion 
and  all  gold  coins  without  restriction. 

LINGERING  SUSPICION 

Removal  of  the  ban  didn't  exactly  stimu¬ 
late  a  gold  rush.  Initially,  most  Americans 
seemed  to  regard  gold  with  a  mixture  of 
distrust  and  curiosity — with  the  emphasis 
on  distrust.  Four  decades  of  deprivation 
had  given  rise  to  suspicion  about  this 
forbidden  fruit.  Institutions  dealing  in 
traditional  investments  (brokerage  houses 
and  banks,  in  particular)  fed  the  public’s 
concern  with  TV  commercials  and  print- 
media  ads  warning  of  the  hazards  and 
drawbacks  of  investing  in  gold. 

Because  of  this  negative  climate,  the 
market  for  gold  bullion  coins  was  slow  to 
take  root.  The  fact  that  it  took  root  at  all 
during  the  first  few  years  was  attributable 
primarily  to  a  coin  that  would  later  be  the 
target  of  a  new  ban:  South  Africa’s  one- 
ounce  gold  Krugerrand. 

THE  SOUTH  AFRICAN  K-RAND 
Rise  of  the  Krugerrand 

From  its  introduction  in  the  United 
States  in  1975,  the  Krugerrand  was  widely 
unpopular  with  human-rights  activists 
because  of  South  Africa’s  racial  policy  of 
apartheid.  But  the  free  market,  like  nature, 
seemed  to  abhor  a  vacuum  even  more  than 
it  did  the  Krugerrand.  Critics  notwith¬ 
standing,  the  coin  quickly  vaulted  to  the 
top  of  the  bullion-coin  sales  charts. 

Helped  by  an  expensive  advertising 
blitz,  the  Krugerrand  became  the  domi¬ 
nant  coin  in  the  small  but  expanding 
United  States  gold  bullion  market.  It  held 
that  position  from  the  mid-1970s  through 
the  early  1980s.  And  in  the  process  it 
provided  American  buyers  with  a  basic 
education  in  private  gold  ownership.  By 
the  early  1980s,  South  Africa  was  selling

A  Tentative  American  Alternative 

The  Krugerrand’s  success,  coupled  with 
its  tainted  image,  triggered  calls  for  an 
American  alternative.  At  first,  however, 
Congress  and  the  Treasury  met  these 
demands  halfheartedly. 

For  five  years,  starting  in  1980,  the 
Treasury  marketed  one-ounce  and  half¬ 
ounce  gold  pieces  known  at  first  as  Amer¬ 
ican  Arts  Gold  Medallions  and  later  simply 
as  U.S.  Gold.  These  were  bullion  gold 
pieces  bearing  the  portraits  of  well-known 
Americans  from  various  creative  fields. 
They  were,  indeed,  an  American  alterna¬ 
tive — but  not  a  very  good  one.  They  were 
medals  rather  than  coins,  and  they  didn’t 
have  legal-tender  status.  For  these  and 
other  reasons,  the  public  never  embraced 
them. 

Fall  of  the  Krugerrand 

As  time  went  by,  protests  against  the 
Krugerrand  grew  more  and  more  insistent. 
By  1985,  Congress  and  the  White  House 
were  compelled  to  make  a  meaningful 
response.  In  September  of  that  year  Con¬ 
gress  passed  legislation  banning  importa¬ 
tion  of  any  further  Krugerrands.  Three 
months  later  it  authorized  production  of  a 
new  gold  bullion  coin,  a  coin  that  would 
be  called  the  American  Eagle. 

AMERICAN  EAGLES 
Family  of  Eagles 

Actually  there  are  four  different  gold 
American  Eagles;  the  basic  Eagle,  which 
contains  one  troy  ounce  of  gold,  and  three 
subsidiary  pieces  that  contain  one-half, 
one-quarter,  and  one-tenth  of  an  ounce, 
respectively.  These  parallel  the  sizes  of  the 
Krugerrand,  which  also  comes  in  both  the 
one-ounce  size  and  fractional  versions. 
For  that  matter,  these  sizes  are  standard 
for  most  other  major  gold  bullion  coins  as 
well — including  Canada’s  Maple  Leaf, 
Great  Britain’s  Britannia,  and  Australia’s 
Nugget. 

The  obverse  (or  “heads”  side)  of  each 
gold  American  Eagle  is  patterned  after  the 
obverse  of  the  much-admired  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagle,  a  $20  gold  piece 
designed  by  renowned  sculptor  Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens.  The  reverse  of  the  new 
coins  portrays  a  family  of  eagles — a  theme 
intended  to  signify  the  importance  of 
family  life  in  America. 

The  U.S.  Mint  also  produces  a  one- 
ounce  silver  American  Eagle  with  a  $  1  face 
value.  Again  the  design  is  borrowed  in  part 
from  a  classic  U.S.  coin  of  the  past:  The 
silver  Eagle’s  obverse  duplicates  the  ob¬ 
verse  of  the  Walking  Liberty  half  dollar, 
while  its  reverse  depicts  a  heraldic  eagle. 

All  the  American  Eagles  have  legal- 
tender  status,  but  their  face  values  are 
considerably  less  than  the  value  of  the 
bullion  they  contain.  For  instance,  the 
one-ounce  gold  piece  carries  a  face  value 


of  $50  and  legally  can  be  spent  for  that 
amount.  But  spending  the  coin  would  be 
foolish  because  $50  is  just  a  fraction  of 
what  the  coin  is  worth  as  gold  bullion.  The 
face  values  of  the  fractional  Eagles  are  $25 
for  the  half-ounce,  $10  for  the  quarter- 
ounce,  and  $5  for  the  tenth-ounce  coins. 

Early  Success 

At  first  the  American  Eagles  took  the 
market  by  storm.  In  less  than  seven  months 
the  U.S.  Mint  exceeded  its  first-year  sales 
goal  of  2.2  million  ounces.  But  recently  the 
Eagles’  wings  have  been  clipped  by  tough 
and  resourceful  competition,  especially 
from  the  Canadian  Maple  Leaf.  On  a 
worldwide  basis  the  Maple  Leaf  is  the  only 
gold  bullion  coin  that  outsells  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Eagle. 

From  the  gold  Eagles’  first  appearance 
in  October  1986  through  late  1988,  their 
sales  totaled  upward  of  3.5  million  ounces. 

Broadening  the  Base 

Contrary  to  some  market  analysts’  ex¬ 
pectations,  the  American  Eagle  didn’t  drive 
out  the  competition.  In  fact  it  stimulated 
more  new  entries  by  expanding  the  mar¬ 
ket’s  base  and  making  it  more  attractive  to 
other  countries.  Both  the  Britannia  and 
the  Nugget  were  introduced  soon  after  the 
Eagle  made  its  debut. 

THE  BULLION  COIN  MARKET 
Dividing  a  Big  Pie 

Americans  are  being  bombarded  today 
by  glitzy  ad  campaigns  urging  them  to  buy 
gold  bullion  coins.  Uncle  Sam  is  conduct¬ 
ing  one  of  the  most  aggressive  of  these 
campaigns — an  interesting  commentary 
on  American  adaptability,  considering  that 
only  a  few  years  ago  the  U.S.  government 
would  have  treated  the  very  same  coins  as 
contraband. 

The  Gold  Institute,  a  worldwide  associ¬ 
ation  of  gold  producers  and  sellers,  reports 
that  in  1987  usage  of  gold  in  coins  totaled 
6.2  million  ounces.  Of  this,  it  says,  nearly 
four  million  ounces  went  into  bullion 
coins  and  the  balance  into  commemorative 
coins  such  as  the  U.S.  $5  gold  piece  mark¬ 
ing  the  bicentennial  of  the  U.S.  Con¬ 
stitution.  At  this  writing,  comparable  fig¬ 
ures  are  not  yet  available  for  1988. 

The  bullion-coin  statistics  translate  into 
a  market  of  close  to  $2  billion  a  year.  That 
makes  it  obvious  why  so  many  important 
nations  are  getting  into  the  act  and  scram¬ 
bling  for  a  slice  of  this  juicy  pie. 

Seeking  a  Competitive  Edge 

A  case  can  be  made  that  one  bullion 
coin  is  as  good  as  any  other;  gold  is  gold, 
after  all,  and  most  of  the  major  bullion 
coins  trade  within  a  very  narrow  price 
range.  However,  each  country  seeks  a 
competitive  edge  by  stressing  the  advan¬ 
tages  real  or  perceived  of  its  own  entry. 
And  in  the  process,  truth  doesn't  always 
emerge  unscathed. 

The  U.S.  Mint,  for  instance,  touts  the

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Over  95%  of  all  certified  coins  are  commercially  rare,  but  fewer  than  5% 
are  scarce  enough  to  have  a  fundamental  reason  to  rise  in  value.

American  Eagle  as  a  coin  of  unusual 
beauty,  noting  its  link  to  the  Saint-Gaudens 
double  eagle.  What  it  fails  to  mention  is 
that  on  the  bullion  coin.  Mint  technicians 
nlodified  the  artist’s  original  work,  enrag¬ 
ing  purists. 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  proclaims 
that  the  gold  in  the  Maple  Leaf  is  .999  fine, 
making  it  “purer”  than  many  of  its  com¬ 
petitors — including  the  American  Eagle, 
whose  fineness  is  .9167.  What  it  doesn’t 
say  is  that  all  contain  the  same  amount  of 
gold.  (The  ounce  of  gold  in  a  standard 
American  Eagle  is  alloyed  with  silver  and 
copper  to  make  the  coin  more  durable, 
bringing  the  total  weight  to  slightly  more 
than  an  ounce.) 

The  British  Royal  Mint  boasts  of  the 
Britannia’s  high  face  value  of  100  pounds, 
or  roughtly  $175  in  U.S.  funds.  Since  the 
coin  is  legal  tender  and  spendable,  that’s 
the  least  it  will  ever  be  worth.  But  while  it’s 
true  that  other  bullion  coins  carry  lower 
face  values,  it’s  also  true  that  even  after  a 
long  period  of  sluggishness,  an  ounce  of 
gold  was  still  worth  more  than  $400  in 
early  1 989.  Thus  the  $  1 75  “safety  net”  isn't 
all  that  reassuring. 

The  Sales  Chain 

For  the  gold  American  Eagle,  the  sales 
chain  begins  at  the  U.S.  Mint.  Thirty 
major  banks,  brokerage  houses,  and  other 
distributors  meet  the  Mint’s  criteria  for 
purchasing  gold  Eagles  directly  from  the 
government.  These  firms  must  order  a 
minimum  of  5,000  ounces  at  a  time, 
although  the  coins’sizes  can  be  mixed.  The 
Mint  charges  a  premium  of  3  percent  over 
bullion  value  for  the  one-ounce  Eagles,  5 
percent  for  the  half-ounce,  7  percent  for 
the  quarter-ounce,  and  9  percent  for  the 
tenth-ounce  coins. 

The  distributors  pick  up  the  coins  at 
either  the  West  Point  Mint  or  the  San 
Ffancisco  Mint  and  must  pay  for  trans¬ 
porting  them  by  armored  car  to  their 
places  of  business.  Then  they  sell  the  coins 
to  dealers  or,  in  some  cases,  directly  to  the 
public. 

Typical  Surcharges 

At  each  level  the  surcharge  rises  by 
roughly  2  percent.  Thus  retail  customers 
generally  pay  a  premium  of  about  7  per¬ 
cent  for  a  one-ounce  gold  bullion  coin,  9 
percent  for  a  half-ounce  piece,  and  a 
progressively  higher  percentage  for  smaller 
coins. 

The  smaller  coins’  higher  premiums 
reflect  the  fact  that  minting  and  marketing 
costs  are  relatively  constant,  even  when  the 
metal  value  is  less.  So  while  the  price  is 
lower  than  that  of  a  bigger  coin,  the 
percentage  of  that  price  attributable  to 
fixed  costs  is  higher.  Similarly,  the  pre¬ 
mium  is  likely  to  be  higher  on  a  silver 
bullion  coin  than  on  a  gold  bullion  coin, 
simply  because  the  base  price  established 
by  the  metal  itself  is  so  much  smaller.

As  Prices  Drop, 
Sales  Go  Up... 
Take  The  Case 
Of  The 
Kookaburra

f  you’ve  been  watching  the  price  of 
silver  recently,  especially  if  you  own 
silver,  you’ve  probably  been  wringing  your 
hands.  The  metal  has  been  sliding  toward 
ten-year  lows.  In  late  March  silver  actually 
got  below  $5.00  an  ounce  for  the  first  time 
since  1985.  Nobody,  you  may  be  saying  to 
yourself,  is  buying  silver. 

Guess  again. 

Silver  bullion  coins  are  hot.  They  are  so 
hot,  in  fact,  they  are  selling  as  fast  as  they 
can  be  produced.  The  U.S.  Mint  sold  some 
2.8  million  of  its  silver  Eagle  coins  in  just 
the  first  three  months  of  this  year.  That’s 
nearly  double  the  rate  of  last  year! 

Although  figures  for  this  year  from  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mint  are  not  available,  a 
spokesman  indicated  that  their  silver 
Maple  Leafs  were  likewise  selling  remark¬ 
ably  well.  (In  1989  the  Canadian  Mint  sold 
3,332.200  of  the  silver  coins,  more  than 
triple  the  1 ,062,000  they  had  sold  the  year 
earlier.) 

The  silver  Eagle  and  the  silver  Maple 
Leaf  are  the  two  leading  bullion  coins  in 
North  America.  Heavy  sales  of  these  pieces 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  investors  are 
hardly  being  kept  away  from  the  market¬ 
place  by  lower  silver  prices.  If  anything, 
they  are  pouring  their  money  into  it. 

It  is  against  this  strange  backdrop  (heavy 
sales  amid  falling  prices)  that  a  new  silver 
bullion  coin  is  being  introduced.  The 
“Kookaburra”  coin  was  scheduled  to  enter 
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the  bullion  marketplace  this  May.  It  is  the 
silver  entry  from  GoldCorp  of  Australia, 
the  marketing  arm  of  the  Australian  Mint. 

The  Kookaburra  is  a  legal  tender  silver 
bullion  coin  containing  one  ounce  of  fine 
silver  (.999  pure)  and  intended  to  compete 
with  other  bullion  coins.  According  to 
Bruce  Kaplan,  a  precious  metals  advisor 
to  GoldCorp,  the  surge  of  interest  in  silver 
bullion  pieces  caught  the  Australians  a  bit 
off  guard. 

Last  October  when  the  Australian  Mint 
announced  the  Kookaburra  to  fill  out 
its  full  line  of  bullion  coins  (including  the 
platinum  Koala  and  the  gold  Kangaroo 
Nugget),  there  was  little  indication  that 
demand  was  going  to  be  high. 

The  Australian  Mint’s  policy  had  tradi¬ 
tionally  been  to  offer  bullion  coins  in 
limited  mintages  to  increase  investor  inter¬ 
est.  Therefore,  when  the  Australian  Mint 
announced  that  only  300,000  of  the  Kooka¬ 
burra  coins  would  be  released,  it  apparent¬ 
ly  felt  this  was  a  conservative  but  reason¬ 
able  offering  for  last  year’s  market.  The 
Mint  seemed  to  want  to  be  sure  that  the 
coins  would  sell  out  in  their  first  year.  For 
this  year's  market,  however,  it  appears  the 
mintage  may  be  ridiculously  low. 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  year,  there 
has  been  a  virtual  buying  frenzy  of  silver 
bullion  pieces  by  investors.  Wholesalers 
worldwide  for  the  Kookaburra  including 
Republic  National  Bank  and  Merrill 
Lynch  in  this  country  report  enormous 
demand  for  the  coin.  According  to  Kaplan, 
wholesale  demand  before  the  coin  was 
released  exceeded  1.2  million  pieces,  near¬ 
ly  four  times  the  actual  mintage! 

The  Australian  Mint,  of  course,  could 
have  increased  the  size  of  the  mint  order. 
However,  according  to  Kaplan,  “The  Mint 
felt  that  it  had  to  preserve  its  credibility,  so 
it  went  forward  as  planned  instead  of 
upping  the  mintage.”  As  a  result,  there  is 
every  indication  that  not  only  will  the  coin 
sell  out,  but  that  it  will  command  an  initial 
premium  substantially  above  the  price  of 
silver. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  coin  had  not  yet 
been  released  and,  therefore,  no  premium 
Firmly  established.  However,  Rick  Lawson 
of  the  Rhode  Island  Hospital  Trust  Na¬ 
tional  Bank,  a  wholesaler  of  the  coin, 
speculated  that  the  ultimate  retail  price 
might  be  around  $14.  He  noted  that  the 
silver  Panda  coin  (product  of  the  Chinese 
Mint),  when  first  released  in  a  limited 


number  of  250,000  pieces,  sold  for  roughly 
that  figure  in  quantities  of  ten  or  more. 
(For  single  purchases  the  price  was  a 
dollar  or  two  higher.)  Hefece,  the  silver 
Kookaburra  might  likewise  sell  for  a  simi¬ 
lar  amount. 

Lawson,  whose  bank  in  Providence, 
Rhode  Island,  is  the  largest  supplier  of 
industrial  gold  in  the  U.S.  (supplying  over 
40  percent  of  the  requirement  of  the 
jewelry  and  industrial  trades),  noted  that 
the  American  silver  Eagles  in  their  first 
year  when  only  about  one  million  were 
issued  carried  a  price  tag  it^  the  $8  to  $10 
range,  further  indicating  that  the  Kooka¬ 
burra  could  be  pricy. 

“Of  course,”  Lawson  noted,  “The  mar-

ket  is  going  to  dictate  the  ultimate  price.  It 
could  be  higher  or  lower.” 

Lawson  went  on  to  suggest  reasons  for 
the  current  strong  interest  in  silver  coins. 
He  noted  that,  while  it  would  seem  that 
interest  should  be  high  when  the  price  of 
silver  is  rising,  sophisticated  investors  real¬ 
ize  that  in  a  rising  market  is  the  wrong  time 
to  buy.  “In  the  past,  the  American  investor 
has  bought  silver  after  it’s  already  made  a 
20  percent  or  more  surge:  Now,  those 
investors  seem  to  be  saying  that  a  better 
time  to  buy  is  before  the  market  takes  off.” 

Lawson  noted  that  recently  there  has 
been  a  lot  of  strong  consumer  buying  on 
the  downturn  of  the  price.  “That  makes 
sense,”  he  noted.  “You  should  acquire 
metals  when  the  price  drops.  You  can 


average-down  holdings.  (Reduce  your 
average  cost  by  buying  more  as  the  price 
goes  down.)  Now  there’s  a  chance  to  buy 
at  bargain  basement  levels.  Interest  is  there 
because  the  price  is  low  and  the  collectible 
nature  of  this  coin  is  valid.” 

The  higher  premium  for  the  Kookaburra 
suggests  that  it  is  intended  as  much  for 
collectors  as  investors.  This  is  no  accident, 
according  to  Don  Mackay-Coghill,  Man¬ 
aging  Director  of  GoldCorp,  Australia. 

“Bullion  coins  have  been  regarded  tradi¬ 
tionally  as  simply  a  convenient  means  of 
investing  in  precious  metals.  GoldCorp ’s 
new  policy  (of  limited  mintages)  adds  a 
collectible  appeal  to  the  coins,  which,  over 
time,  offers  investors  the  possibility  of 
numismatic  appreciation  in  the  value  of 
the  coins  as  well  as  a  precious  metals 
investment.” 

Mackay-Coghill  noted,  “Our  policy  has 
been  well  accepted  in  international  mar¬ 
kets  for  the  Kangaroo  Nugget  and  the 
Koala  and  we  had  no  hesitation  in  also 
applying  it  to  the  Kookaburra.  The  Kooka¬ 
burra’s  1990  mintage  of  300,000  coins  is 
very  low  by  world  standards  for  a  silver 
bullion  coin.  We  are  hopeful  it  will  en¬ 
counter  strong  demand  both  within  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  overseas. 

“All  indications  are  that  this  coin  will  be 
oversubscribed.  There  has  been  an  unusu¬ 
ally  high  level  of  interest  among  investors 
and  dealers  in  anticipation  of  the  coin’s 
release.  I  am  looking  for  the  Australians  to 
have  a  significant  hit  with  the  Kooka¬ 
burra.” 

A  hit  it  appears  they  may  have  indeed. 
With  300,000  coins  released  worldwide, 
only  a  relatively  few  will  be  available  in  the 
U.S.,  and  collectors  and  investors  are  al¬ 
ready  vying  for  their  pieces. 

However,  one  retailer  of  the  coin, 
Dillon-Gage  of  Dallas,  Texas,  took  a  more 
cautious  approach.  Sid  Reichenberger, 
head  trader  for  the  firm,  suggested  that, 
although  the  company  had  a  very  long  list 
of  customers  who  wanted  to  be  called  as 
soon  as  the  coin  was  made  available,  this 
wouldn't  necessarily  translate  into  hard 
sales.  “Sometimes  when  we  call  these 
people  and  tell  them  the  price,  they  say, 
‘Thank  you,  we’ll  think  about  it.' You  have 
to  wait  until  you  actually  have  hard  retail 
sales  before  you  can  say  the  coin  is  a 
success.” 

Reichenberger  indicated  that  he,  too,

felt  the  coin  compared  more  closely  to  the 
silver  Panda  than  the  U.S.  Eagle  or  Cana¬ 
dian  Maple  Leaf.  While  noting  that  the 
final  retail  price  would  ultimately  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  supply  and  demand,  he  pointed 
out  that  the  Australian  M  int  was  charging 
a  hefty  premium  to  distributors  and,  hence, 
this  would  have  to  be  passed  on  to  retailers. 
He  suggested  that  a  possible  premium  to 
consumers  could  be  about  $7  over  spot. 
When  silver  is  selling  for  $5,  that  translates 
to  a  price  of  roughly  $12  a  coin. 

Reichenberger  pointed  out  that  this 
was,  of  course,  for  sales  in  quantity.  Single 
coin  sales  would  bring  a  higher  price. 

(By  comparison,  the  American  Eagle 
has  a  premium  of  between  $  1 .20  and  $3.00 
per  coin  depending  on  the  quantity  sold. 
The  typical  premium  for  lots  of  100  is 
about  $  1 .50  per  coin  over  spot.) 

Reichenberger  noted  that  buyers  tend 
to  be  fickle.  In  today’s  market,  if  the  price 
of  silver  drops,  they  buy.  However,  if  it 
goes  up,  they  stop  buying.  A  lot  could 
depend  on  silver’s  price  during  May  and 
June  when  the  coins  are  released. 

The  Australian  coin  itself  features  the 
Kookaburra  on  the  obverse.  The  Kooka¬ 
burra  is  the  largest  member  of  the  king¬ 
fisher  family.  It  is  known  throughout 
Australia  for  its  peculiar  call  which  sounds 
very  much  like  a  laugh.  For  that  reason  the 
bird  is  also  called  the  “Laughing  Kooka¬ 
burra,”  the  “Laughing  Jackass”  and  the 
“Bushman’s  Clock.”  Bushmen  are  abori¬ 
gines,  natives  of  Autralia,  and  the  Kooka¬ 
burra’s  habit  of  getting  up  early  and 
singing  its  peculiar  song  gave  rise  to  the 
legend  that  the  Bushmen  used  it  as  an 
alarm  clock.  The  birds  similarly  sing  again 
just  before  dusk. 

The  range  of  the  bird  is  primarily  along 
the  southeastern  and  southwestern  coasts 
of  the  continent.  The  Kookaburras  are 
considered  among  the  most  intelligent  of 
the  bird  family,  with  parents  living  as 
lifelong  mates  and  one  generation  of  off¬ 
spring  helping  the  parents  raise  the  next 
generation  much  as  large  families  ol  people 


do.  The  Australian  government  felt  that 
the  bird  was  an  appropriate  symbol  of  the 
country  to  put  onto  its  coinage. 

The  obverse  features  the  Kookaburra 
seated  on  a  tree  stump  with  branches  in  the 
background.  The  inscription  reads,  “TH  E 
AUSTRALIAN  KOOKABURRA  1  OZ. 
999  SILVER.” 

The  reverse  of  the  coin  contains  the 
familiar  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II. 
The  inscription  reads,  “ELIZABETH  II 
AUSTRALIA  5  DOLLARS.” 

The  introduction  of  the  Kookaburra 
coin  emphasizes  the  interesting  dichotomy 
between  collectors  and  investors  that  is 
prevalent  in  the  hobby  today.  While  the 
top-selling  silver  Eagle  and  M  aple  Leaf  are 
exclusively  bullion  coins  selling  for  a  small 
premium  above  spot  metal  costs  and  in¬ 
tended  just  for  investors,  the  Kookaburra, 
silver  Panda  and  other  coins  strive  to 
appeal  not  only  to  investors  but  to  collec¬ 
tors  as  well.  In  this  case,  less  is  more.  The 
fewer  the  coins  produced,  the  higher  the 
price — because  of  the  collector  connection. 

Of  course,  the  real  proof  of  the  pudding 
is  not  in  the  buying  of  the  coins,  but  in  the 
resale.  Purchasers  of  American  Eagles  and 
Canadian  Maple  Leafs  know  that  they  can 
resell  their  coins  for  the  spot  price  of  silver 
plus  a  small  premium.  The  value  of  the 
coin  is  there  as  long  as  the  metal  has  value. 

On  the  other  hand,  how  well  will  the 
higher  premiums  of  the  Kookaburra  and 
similar  coins  hold  up?  Over  time  will  the 
coins  be  able  to  command  at  least  the  $7 
to  $9  premiums  that  will  probably  be 
charged  on  initial  sale?  Will  their  premiums 
go  higher  as  collectors  vie  for  the  coins?  Or 
will  their  values  fall  to  the  level  of  other 
bullion  coins? 

Those,  of  course,  are  the  questions  upon 
which  profits  and  losses  in  the  hobby  are 
made.  Before  you  make  a  decision  to 
purchase  the  Kookaburra  or  am  other

What  is  an  eleven-cent  piece?  Or  have 
you  heard  about  the  six-cent  coin?  Al¬ 
though  rare,  these  oddities  do  show  up 
now  and  again,  proving  again  that  numis¬ 
matic  errors  produced  by  the  United  States 
Mint  can  bring  us  some  remarkable 
treasures. 

This  past  week  we  had  two  letters 
concerning  different  eleven-cent  pieces, 
one  dated  1988  and  the  other  1989.  If  you 
haven’t  figured  out  by  now  that  we  are 
explaining  double-denomination  coinage, 
let  me  give  you  further  details  on  these 
oddities. 

Double  denominations  occur  when  a 
previously  struck  coin  is  inadvertently 
reprocessed  with  another  denomination  at 
the  mint:  It  receives  a  second  design 
stamping  from  a  press  with  dies  of  a 
different  denomination. 

In  the  case  of  the  two  coins  reported,  a 
struck  clad  Roosevelt  dime  found  its  way 
into  an  area  of  cent  blanks  and  was  then 
struck  by  Lincoln  cent  dies  and  released 
with  cent  coins.  The  second  strike  smashed 
a  portion  of  the  Roosevelt  image,  but  both 
designs  are  visible  on  the  finished  product 
— an  eleven-cent  piece,  better  known  as  a 
cent-over-a-struck-dime  to  error  collectors. 

Ted  Toth  wrote  us  about  one  such  coin 
found  in  change  by  a  customer.  The 
Memorial  design  of  the  Lincoln  cent  was 
struck  upside  down  on  the  obverse  of  the 
clad  Roosevelt  dime.  It  was  dated  1989 
and  struck  in  Philadelphia. 

Joe  Haney  sent  nice  photographs  of  his 
1988,  Philadelphia-struck  Lincoln  cent 
over  a  clad  Roosevelt  dime.  Joe  discovered 
this  rarity  in  circulation  while  working  as  a 
manager  in  a  supermarket.  On  this  coin, 
the  Lincoln  cent  obverse  had  been  struck 
over  the  Roosevelt  obverse  rotated  clock¬ 
wise  40  percent.  Both  dates  are  clearly 
visible. 

Although  the  retail  price  for  any  error 
coin  is  dependent  on  supply  and  demand, 
the  Illustrated  Error  Coin  Pricing  Guide 
lists  the  cent  struck  over  a  clad  dime  at 
between  $250  and  $300  if  one  date  is 
visible.  If  two  dates  are  readily  visible, 
such  as  the  one  from  Mr.  Haney,  the  coin 
would  command  a  much  higher  price 
because  of  the  scarcity.  In  the  past  year, 
about  25  of  these  coins  were  known  to  be 
held  by  coin  dealers. 

Other  known  double  denominations 
include  Jefferson  nickels  struck  on  Lincoln 
cents  (both  copper  and  zinc)  and  on 
Roosevelt  dimes.  Quarters  are  known  to 
have  been  struck  over  copper  cents,  nickels 
and  dimes  (both  silver  and  clad).  Even 
more  valuable  and  very  scarce  are  the 
double  denomination  coins  which  have 


both  dates  visible  from  two  different  years. 

Since  these  coins  are  so  unusual — errors 
not  happening  easily  in  the  normal  minting 
process,  there  has  been  much  conjecture 
over  how  a  strucK  coin  gets  into  the 
coining  chamber  of  another  denomination 
being  struck.  The  most  valid  explanation 
comes  from  the  numismatic  error  experts 
who  theorize  that  a  struck  coin  falls  from 
the  conveyor  belt  onto  the  Poor  at  the  mint 
and  is  discovered  later  by  an  employee. 
The  employee  picks  up  the  struck  coin  and 
tosses  it  into  the  nearest  tote  bin,  not 
checking  to  see  if  the  coin  and  the  blanks  it 
is  thrown  in  with  are  properly  matched 
in  denomination  or  planchet  metal. 

Presumably,  in  the  case  of  each  of  the 
two  coins  described  above,  a  struck  dime 
was  picked  up  from  the  mint  floor  and  put 
into  bins  which  either  contained  cent 
blanks  or  were  to  be  filled  with  cent 
blanks.  The  dime  was  then  processed  as  a 
cent  blank. 

Far  more  common  are  the  off-metal 
(wrong  metal)  and  wrong-planchet  errors. 
These  occur  when  the  wrong  blank  is 
struck  by  the  design  dies.  This  can  happen 
with  a  Lincoln  cent  on  a  dime  blank,  a 
Jefferson  nickel  on  a  cent  or  dime  blank,  a 
Washington  quarter  on  a  dime,  cent  or 
nickel  blank,  etc.  Although  not  as  rare  and 
unusual  as  the  double  denomination,  these 
happen  in  much  the  same  way. 

In  some  areas  of  the  mint,  the  tote  box  is 
still  used.  This  is  a  huge  metal  box  with  a 
hinged  side  that  opens  and  allows  blanks 
to  be  poured  into  hoppers  and  onto  deli¬ 
very  belts  to  be  fed  into  the  corresponding 
machinery  for  processing.  Small  cracks 
and  grooves  at  the  base  of  this  bin  can  trap 
a  disc  so  that,  when  tilted,  the  blank  may 
remain  in  the  emptied  bin.  When  other 
planchets  of  another  denomination  are 
put  into  the  bin,  the  one  remaining  from 
the  earlier  process  may  free  itself  and  end 
up  being  processed  with  the  newer  batch, 
producing  a  wrong-planchet  error. 

At  this  point,  let  us  again  caution  you. 
We  have  seen  many  coins  created  by 
individuals  outside  the  mint  who  have 
pressed  normal  coins  with  other  designs; 
the  resultant  coins  may  have  images  of  two 
denominations.  This  does  not  make  them 
mint  errors,  but,  rather,  counterfeits.  If 
you  are  not  sure  about  the  origin  of  your 
error  coin,  it  might  be  wise  to  have  the  coin 
checked  by  someone  familiar  with  numis¬ 
matic  errors  and  the  minting  process. 

Our  mail  tells  us  there  are  a  lot  of  new 
error  coins  out  there  to  be  found.  Let  us 
know  about  your  error  coins.  If  you  wish  a 
reply,  please  be  sure  to  enclose  an  SASE.

Although  it’s  not  yet  certain,  chances 
are  excellent  that  come  1992  you’ll  have  a 
chance  to  celebrate  the  500th  anniversary 
of  the  discovery  of  America  by  Christopher 
Columbus  through  the  purchase  of  gold, 
silver  and  clad  coins  from  the  U.S. 
government. 

Actually,  the  world  being  what  it  is, 
chances  are  good  you’ll  also  be  offered  a 
few  foreign  commemoratives,  some  attrac¬ 
tive  but  expensive  medals,  first-day  covers 
and  darn  near  everything  you  or  anyone 
else  could  ever  want  relating  to  Columbus. 

The  new  U.S.  commemoratives  are  like¬ 
ly  to  follow  the  pattern  of  other  recent 
issues.  In  short,  they  will  be  nice  additions 
to  a  collection  but,  in  all  probability, 
mediocre  investments  at  best.  Even  reach¬ 
ing  the  level  of  mediocre  would  take  a 
successful  advertising  campaign  to  stimu¬ 
late  sales  of  the  coins  to  the  general  public, 
and  to  date  that  has  never  happened  in  the 
modern  commemorative  series. 

Although  you  can  expect  the  Mint  and 
many  others  to  attempt  to  sell  you  Colum¬ 
bus  items  on  the  basis  of  history,  art  and  so 
on,  the  bottom  line  is  that  most  will  be 
available  a  year  or  two  after  the  celebration 
for  far  less  than  you  would  pay  in  1992. 
So,  assuming  you  can  live  without  the 
prestige  of  dashing  to  your  neighbor  to 
show  off  your  new  Columbus  coin,  medal 
or  trinket,  holding  off  on  the  purchase  of 
the  new  items  is  probably  the  wise  financial 
move. 

Does  that  mean  you  will  have  a  great 
Columbus  memento  void  while  running 
the  risk  of  being  a  social  outcast  because 
you  fall  short  where  Columbus  collectibles 
are  concerned?  Well,  unless  you  happen  to 
live  in  a  hotbed  of  Columbus  mania, 
probably  not. 

Moreover,  if  you  act  in  the  next  year, 
before  all  the  hoopla  is  fully  under  way, 
you  can  probably  build  up  a  very  nice 
assortment  of  Columbus  items  at  minimal 
cost,  and  all  of  them  will  have  at  least  as 
much  investment  potential  as  anything 
likely  to  be  issued  in  the  next  few  years.  In 
addition,  in  most  cases,  they  will  be  at  least 
as  historically  interesting  as  the  offers  of 
everything  from  Santa  Maria  throw  rugs 
to  Columbus  coins  and  medals  which  are 
likely  to  cram  your  mailbox  as  1992 
approaches. 

The  starting  point  for  items  to  acquire 
now,  before  the  great  rush,  is  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  half  dollar.  As  the 
first  congressionally  authorized  commem¬ 
orative  of  the  United  States,  the  Columbian 
Exposition  half  dollar  is  a  most  historic 
coin.

Issued  in  1 892  and  1893,  the  Columbian 
hall  dollar  has  a  fascinating  story,  com¬ 
plete  with  many  of  the  good,  bad  and 
indifferent  elements  relating  to  marketing 
and  design  that  one  would  find  100  years 
later  in  a  modern  commemorative  pro¬ 
gram. 

What  makes  this  half  dollar  a  classic 
sleeper,  however,  is  not  its  history  (even 
though  that  will  give  it  a  logical  relation¬ 
ship  with  a  heavily  produced  and  promot¬ 
ed  commemorative,  if  one  is  issued  in 
1 992).  It’s  a  sleeper,  in  my  mind,  because  it 
is  really  the  perfect  coin  to  promote  in 
1992.  A  silver  commemorative  now  100 
years  old  is  an  excellent  way  to  open  any 
advertising  copy  for  coins— and,  without 
dispute,  the  Columbian  Exposition  half 
dollar  is  all  of  those  things. 

The  problem  with  most  commemora- 
tives  is  that,  while  you  could  promote 
them  that  way,  supplies  are  simply  too 
small  for  a  major  national  promotion. 
That  is  where  the  Columbian  half  dollar, 
on  the  verge  of  the  500th  anniversary,  is  a 
promoter’s  dream-come-true.  In  two  years, 
more  than  2.5  million  of  these  half  dollars 
were  sold.  Moreover,  many  of  them  cir¬ 
culated,  since  the  public  was  confused  as 
to  what  they  actually  were,  and  when  an 
economic  crisis  hit  shortly  after  their  issu¬ 
ance,  many  an  owner  simply  spent  them. 
Large  numbers  of  the  coins  are  circulated. 

For  years,  except  for  top-grade  exam¬ 
ples,  the  Columbian  Exposition  half  dollar 
has  been  perilously  close  to  a  bullion  coin. 
Even  in  lower  uncirculated  grades,  it  has 
generally  been  priced  well  below  most 
other  U.S.  commemoratives  because  of 
the  enormous  available  supply  of  coins. 

We  can  safely  assume  that  as  major 
marketers  plan  their  promotions  for  1992, 
they  are  going  to  “discover”  the  Columbian 
Exposition  half  dollar.  It’s  just  a  natural 
for  promotion — and  in  order  to  promote 
it,  they  are  going  to  first  have  to  buy  it  in 
quantity.

An  additional  point  to  be  made  about 
these  coins  is  that  they  are  really  an 
excellent  starting  point  for  a  more  detailed 
collection  of  Columbus  material,  ranging 
from  tickets  to  the  exposition  which 
actually  opened  its  doors  in  1893  to 
medals  and  a  wide  range  of  other  fascinat¬ 
ing  collectibles.

PCGS  DEEP-MIRROR 
PROOFLIKE  SILVER  DOLLARS 

Prooflike  Silver  Dollars  (PL)  and  especially  Deep-Mirror  Prooflike  Silver  Dollars  (DMPL)  are  cur¬ 
rently  very  undervalued.  For  example,  out  of  300,000  Silver  Dollars  graded  MS-63  to  MS-65  by 
PCGS,  only  7%  have  been  graded  prooflike  (PL)  and  only  1%  deep-mirror  prooflike  (DMPL). 
Thus  DMPL  dollars  are  at  least  lOOx  rarer,  on  the  average,  than  regular  silver  dollars,  yet  only 
cost  2-4  times  more.  The  true  rarity  of  each  PL  or  DMPL  dollar  is  given  in  the  table  below, 
referenced  to  the  most  common  date,  1881-S  (as  given  in  the  PCGS  Population  Report,  avail¬ 
able  for  $28.00).

The  Saint  Gaudens  or  'Saint'  comes 
in  two  types,  a  ‘No  Motto'  for  1907  to  1908  and  a  'With  Motto'  type  from  1908  to  1933. 
The  1908  no  motto  and  the  1924-1928  from  the  Philadelphia  mint  are  the  most  com¬ 
mon.  Dates  before  1923  are  considered  to  be  'better  dates'  and  coins  20-100  times 
scarcer  than  the  1924  are  available  for  a  modest  premium  of  only  10-20%.  Rare  dates 
like  the  1912  only  cost  about  twice  as  much  and  are,  therefore,  greatly  undervalued.

When  A  Collector  Becomes 

A  Dealer

cratch  a  coin  collector,  and  just  below 
the  surface  you'll  find  a  budding  coin 
dealer.  At  least,  that  was  my  experience 
when  1  had  a  mail-order  business. 

The  advantages  to  being  a  dealer  seem 
obvious.  You  can  buy  coins  at  wholesale 
prices,  expand  your  collection  by  setting 
aside  interesting  coins  that  come  your 
way,  earn  extra  income,  write  off  travel  to 
coin  shows  on  your  income  tax,  and  in 
general  spend  vast  amounts  of  time  with 
one  thing  that  gives  you  great  pleasure — 
coins. 

But  coin  dealing  is  not  all  milk  and 
honey.  There's  a  Hip  side  to  being  a  dealer, 
and  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  tell  you 
about  some  of  the  experiences,  good  and 
bad,  that  you  can  expect  if  you  elect  to 
start  a  mail-order  coin  business. 

Motivated  by  a  need  for  some  extra 
income,  in  1975  I  decided  to  try  my  hand 
at  mail-order  coin  dealing.  1  had  collected 
coins  for  many  years,  had  acquired  quite  a 
few  duplicates,  and  thought  mail-order 


dealing  would  be  a  snap.  Little  did  I  know. 

Being  optimistic,  I  first  rented  a  post- 
office  drawer  (a  box  seemed  too  confining). 
Next,  I  made  a  list  of  all  my  duplicates, 
pricing  them  well  below  advertised  retail. 
It  didn’t  occur  to  me  that  1  would  not  be 
able  to  replace  them  for  anywhere  near  the 
prices  1  was  asking. 

After  1  completed  my  list,  I  made  50 
copies  (each  copy  was  several  pages  long) 
and  placed  ads  in  the  weekly  coin  papers. 
The  ads  were  very  nonspecific,  saying 
something  like,  “Coins  for  sale.  Send  for 
tree  price  list.”  My  preparations  complete, 
I  sat  back  to  await  the  deluge  of  requests 
that  would  be  followed  by  a  torrent  of 
orders. 

The  expected  deluge  turned  out  to  be  a 
trickle.  It  occurred  to  me  that  if  I  had  so 
much  trouble  giving  my  price  lists  away, 
how  would  I  ever  be  able  to  sell  my 
underpriced  coins? 

Well,  I  did  manage  to  send  out  some  of 
my  lists  and  eventually  received  an  order 
or  two.  The  first  orders  led  to  my  first 
dilemma.  How  should  personal  checks  be 
treated?  After  all,  I  wanted  to  impress 
customers  with  the  quality  of  my  service 
but,  at  the  same  time,  I  didn't  want  to  get 
stuck  with  a  bad  check. 

Since  the  first  orders  1  received  were 
very  small,  in  the  end  my  dilemma  wasn't 
that  great.  1  decided  to  go  ahead  and  send 
the  orders  without  waiting  for  check 
clearance. 

The  result?  In  nearly  10  years  of  dealing 
and  literally  thousands  of  personal  checks, 

I  received  fewer  than  a  dozen  bad  ones.  To 
the  best  of  my  recollection,  they  were  all 
eventually  made  good. 

One  policy  I  adopted  was  to  call  a 
customer’s  bank  on  a  first  order  accom¬ 
panied  by  what  1  considered  a  large  check. 

I  would  ask  for  customer  service,  explain 
that  I  had  received  a  check  drawn  on  an 
account  at  that  bank,  give  the  account 
number  and  the  amount  of  the  check,  and 
ask  if  the  account  had  sufficient  funds  to 
cover  the  check.  Invariably,  the  bank 
employee  was  helpful  and  the  check  turned 
out  to  be  good  as  gold .  This  policy  enabled 
me  to  give  24-hour  service  and  sleep 
soundly  at  night. 

In  the  latter  part  of  my  mail-order 
dealing  days,  I  decided  to  accept  charge- 
card  orders.  In  my  opinion,  the  advantages 
outweigh  the  disadvantages. 

The  biggest  disadvantage  is  that  the 
servicing  banks  charge  a  fee;  in  my  case, 
the  fee  was  three  percent.  That  is,  on  a 
$100  sale,  I  kept  $97.  The  main  advantage 
is  that  people  will  send  larger  orders  if  you 
allow  them  to  use  plastic  money.  The 
increase  in  sales  more  than  offsets  the 
discount  fee. 

But  let’s  go  back  to  the  beginning.  I  had 
sold  some  of  my  underpriced  coins.  How 
could  I  replace  them?  I  needed  a  source  of 
stock  or  else  I  would  go  out  of  business  as 
soon  as  I  got  rid  of  my  accumulation.

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It’s  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  key 
to  successful  selling  is  successful  buying.  If 
you  buy  right,  you  can  sell  right.  If  you  pay 
too  much  for  your  coins,  you’ll  either  have 
to  take  a  loss  on  them  or  you’ll  tie  up  your 
capital  in  never-moving  inventory. 

Over  the  years,  I  developed  a  variety  of 
sources  for  stock.  Mostly  1  bought  from 
other — usually  larger — dealers,  either  by 
mail  or  at  shows.  Even  at  small  shows,  I 
found  that  some  of  the  dealers  were  willing 
to  sell  at  wholesale  prices  (Coin  Dealer 
Newsletter)  or  below.  The  trick  was  to  buy 
in  quantity,  know  how  to  grade  and  know 
what  was  a  reasonable  price  to  pay. 

My  first  experience  with  trying  to  buy 
wholesale  at  a  show  was  pretty  upsetting.  1 
found  a  dealer  with  coins  1  wanted,  told 
him  1  had  a  part-time  mail-order  business, 
and  asked  if  he  had  anything  he  could  sell 
me  wholesale.  He  couldn’t  bargain  at  all, 
and,  furthermore,  he  told  me  that  none  of 
the  other  dealers  in  the  room  would  sell  me 
what  1  needed  for  the  prices  I  wanted  to 
pay.  Feeling  pretty  discouraged,  I  went  to 
another  table  with  similar  stock. 

“That  guy’s  just  a  sorehead, ’’the  second 
dealer  told  me.  “I’ll  sell  you  anything  I’ve 
got  for  a  price  you  can  make  money  on.”

business  as  a  collector  were  willing  to 
wholesale  to  me  collection  remnants  they 
didn’t  want.  For  example,  if  a  dealer 
specializes  in  early  silver  type,  he  may  buy 
a  collection  in  order  to  get  a  few  nice  1 8th- 
and  19th-century  pieces.  What  does  he  do 
with  the  rest  of  the  collection?  He  whole¬ 
sales  it  out. 

There  are  mail-bid  dealers  who  advertise 
that  you  can  get  coins  from  them  at  your 
price.  My  experience  was  that  coins  priced 
at  or  below  wholesale  were  often  over¬ 
graded  or  otherwise  misrepresented.  1  did 
find  one  mail-bid  dealer  whose  grading  I 
trusted,  and  he  became  another  source  for 
my  stock. 

Initially,  I  tried  advertising  locally  to 
buy  coins  and  collections.  The  result  was  I 
received  many  calls  that  began  with  some¬ 
thing  like  the  following:  “I  have  a  real  old 
penny,  1948.  What’s  it  worth?”Now,  I  live 
in  a  small  rural  town.  Perhaps  you  would 
have  more  success  in  an  urban  area. 

I  also  ran  a  few  buy  ads  in  the  weekly 
coin  papers.  I  didn't  buy  very  much  directly 
from  the  ads,  but  1  did  establish  a  long¬ 
term  relationship  with  a  retired  gentleman 
in  the  Northeast  who  sold  me  many 
thousands  of  dollars’  worth  of  coins  over 
the  years. 

By  the  time  I  developed  a  number  of 
different  reliable  sources  of  stock,  1  had 
learned  that  I  needed  a  continuous  supply 
of  new  names  for  my  mailing  list.  That  is, 
in  order  to  stay  in  business,  I  needed  to  Find 
new  buyers  to  replace  those  who,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  stopped  buying  from 
me. 

To  get  the  new  names,  I  had  to  advertise. 
At  first,  I  ran  classified  ads  because  I  didn’t 
think  I  could  afford  display  ads.  I  had  read 
that  you  need  to  advertise  continuously, 
and  1  didn't  have  the  money  to  run  a  series 
of  display  ads. 

After  1  become  more  established,  I 
found  that  offering  a  free  price  list  would 
generate  a  lot  of  responses.  Unfortunately, 
almost  none  of  the  people  who  requested 
the  free  lists  ever  bought  anything.  People 
who  received  my  list  after  ordering  some 
sort  of  inexpensive  “loss-leader”  were 
much  more  likely  to  develop  into  regular 
buyers. 

From  my  experience,  loss-leader  buyers 
who  didn’t  order  from  four  consecutive 
lists  were  not  interested  in  what  1  had  to 
offer.  I  was  more  tolerant  with  customers 
who  had  ordered  coins  from  my  lists,  and 
always  sent  at  least  six  lists  before  purging 
their  names. 

I  once  purchased  a  list  of  names,  but  not 
one  person  from  it  ordered  anything  from 
my  price  list.  Another  fruitless  source,  at 
least  for  me,  was  the  list  of  new  members 
of  the  American  Numismatic  Association. 
Until  just  recently,  new  members’ address¬ 
es  were  published  along  with  the  names.  I 
sent  each  of  the  new  members  one  of  my 
price  lists  on  a  couple  of  occasions;  both 
times,  I  found  it  to  be  a  waste  of  postage. 

My  experience  with  display  ads  was 


almost  equally  discouraging.  Every  time  I 
tried  one,  the  sales  didn’t  recover  the  cost 
of  the  ad  and  1  failed  to  add  a  significant 
number  of  new  names  to  my  mailing  list. 
However,  in  fairness,  I  must  admit  that  1 
didn’t  persevere  with  display  ads.  In  adver¬ 
tising,  repetition  is  very  important,  since 
name  recognition  must  be  developed. 

By  contrast,  my  experience  with  pro¬ 
ducing  and  sending  price  lists,  after  the 
first  six  months,  was  quite  rewarding. 
From  the  very  first,  I  made  my  price  lists 
newsletters,  rather  than  just  sterile  lists  of 
coins  with  prices.  In  them,  I  told  what  was 
happening  to  me  and  my  family,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  giving  my  perspective  on  the 
current  coin  scene. 

My  customers  responded  in  kind,  often 
telling  me  that  they  and  their  spouses  look¬ 
ed  forward  to  my  next  lists.  Many  became 
pen  pals  and  occasionally  wrote,  even 
when  they  didn’t  see  anything  to  order. 

Not  everyone  appreciated  my  newsletter, 
however.  Once,  1  had  my  customers  rate 
the  various  dealers  from  whom  they  bought 
coins.  When  1  published  the  results,  one 
irate  dealer  sent  me  a  postcard  on  which  he 
threatened  to  inflict  bodily  injury  the  next 
time  he  saw  me.  Since  he  sent  the  card 
anonymously,  1  was  somewhat  leery  about 
going  to  coin  shows  for  several  months. 

Although  I  have  read  about  customers 
trying  to  take  advantage  of  dealers,  this 
almost  never  happened  to  me.  As  I  said 
earlier,  I  almost  never  received  bad  checks. 
Of  the  thousands  of  coins  1  sent  out,  very 
few  were  returned,  and  1  can  remember 
only  one  instance  when  someone  tried  to 
switch  coins  on  me.  I  had  sent  the  customer 
several  coins,  including  a  VF  early  Buffalo 
nickel.  By  return  mail,  the  fellow  returned 
the  holder  with  a  coin  that  graded  no  more 
than  VG  and  was  damaged,  as  well. 

“1  like  the  other  coins  you  sent,”  he  said, 
“but  this  coin  is  overgraded.” 

Since  I  looked  at  each  coin  1  mailed  at 
least  four  times  (when  1  bought  it.  when  1 
graded  it  for  stock,  when  1  pulled  it  from 
stock  to  fill  an  order,  and  when  1  wrote  up 
the  invoice  prior  to  sending  the  order),  1 
knew  I  hadn’t  sent  him  a  damaged  VG 
graded  VF.  Thus,  I  returned  the  coin  and 
told  him  why  I  knew  the  coin  had  been 
switched.  1  never  heard  from  him  again. 

Although  I’ve  read  and  heard  about 
mail-order  dealers  having  trouble  with 
postal  service,  that  was  not  my  experience. 

I  postally  insured  the  vast  majority  of  coins 
1  mailed,  yet  filed  only  a  handful  of  claims 
over  the  years.  The  secret,  in  my  opinion,  is 
in  the  packaging.  Secure  all  coins  so  that 
nothing  rattles,  and  don't  have  anything  on 
the  envelope  to  indicate  that  coins  are 
inside.  Also,  first-class  insured  mail  is 
preferable  to  third-class  insured  and,  unless 
the  package  is  pretty  heavy,  first-class  is  no 
more  expensive. 

My  experience  proves  that  you  don't 
have  to  cheat  to  make  money  selling  coins. 
It  is  possible  to  make  money  the  old- 
fashioned  way-  by  earning  it  Q 
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'M»S»

Mint  is  the  factory  but  since  Congress 
must  approve  each  new  issue,  the  situation 
rests  squarely  on  the  steps  of  the  House 
and  Senate  office  buildings. 

On  tap  for  1991  are  proposals  that 
would  issue  coins  to  commemorate  the 
50th  anniversary  of  Mount  Rushmore,  the 
50th  anniversary  of  the  United  Service 
Organization  (USO)  and  the  200th  anni¬ 
versary  of  the  death  of  Benjamin  Franklin. 

These  three  proposals  all  enjoy  strong 
support  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
but  are  bogged  down  in  the  House  Sub¬ 
committee  on  Consumer  Affairs  and  Coin¬ 
age,  where  the  new  chairman,  Richard 
Lehman  of  California,  and  a  number  of 
new  members  are  trying  to  make  some 
sense  out  of  numismatics  in  general  and 
the  commemorative  program  in  particular. 

Also  still  alive,  according  to  its  sponsor, 
is  a  proposal  for  commemoratives  mark¬ 
ing  the  centennial  of  six  Western  states. 
This  became  something  of  a  controversial 
matter  in  the  last  Congress  because  it 
called,  in  part,  for  palladium  coins.  The 
palladium  was  the  rub,  as  there  are  limited 
supplies  and  the  metal  is  known  to  be 
difficult  to  use  in  coins.  The  U.S.  Mint  has 
never  issue  a  palladium  coin  and  it  isn’t 
anxious  to  start  now,  especially  under 
severe  deadlines. 

Then  there  is  the  proposal  for  a  com¬ 
memorative  program  to  honor  the  500th 
anniversary  of  Christopher  Columbus'dis- 
covery  of  North  America  in  1492.  This 
proposal  is  sponsored  by  the  former  chair¬ 
man  of  the  House  Subcommittee  on  Con¬ 
sumer  Affairs  and  Coinage,  Frank  An- 
nunzio  of  Illinois,  who  historically  has 
gotten  virtually  everything  he  wants  where 
coins  are  concerned. 

The  list  of  coinage  proposals  extends 
beyond  commemoratives.  Still  awaiting 
final  House  action  is  the  measure  to 
change  the  reverse  designs  of  circulating 
coins — a  cause  that  has  been  championed 
by  former  Fine  Arts  Commissioner  Diane 
Wolf.  This  is  easily  the  most  important  of 
the  coin  proposals  as  circulating  coins 
have  a  far  greater  impact  than  commemo¬ 
ratives.  The  proposal  has  passed  the  Senate 
on  a  number  of  occasions,  only  to  get 
bogged  down  in  the  logjam  of  legislation 
in  the  House. 

Another  important  bill  now  before  Con¬ 
gress  is  a  measure  to  eliminate  the  cent, 
substituting  a  system  of  rounding  off 
prices  and  theoretically  paving  the  way  for 
a  $1  coin  which  would  replace  our  current 
paper  dollar. 

There  are  also  proposals  for  medals, 
including  one  for  Yosemite  National  Park 
and  another  for  the  Coast  Guard.  These 
are  assumed  to  be  less  important  and  thus 
face  less  serious  resistance  although  they 
do  tax  Mint  resources  and  the  budgets  of 
collectors. 

Collectors,  of  course,  are  expected  to 
buy  any  and  every  new  Mint  issue  but 
many  are  showing  very  real  signs  of  being

We  should  be  getting  used  to  it.  As 
1990  continues  to  pass  us  all  by, 
Congress  continues  to  deliberate,  study 
or  just  plain  sit  on — a  wide  range  of 
proposals  for  new  coins. 

While  the  coins  may  be  new,  the  story  is 
old.  In  fact,  it’s  been  this  way  for  months 
and  in  some  cases  years  as  we  wait  for 
action  and,  perhaps  even  more  important, 
a  sense  of  direction  as  to  the  nation’s  coins 
and  coin  programs  for  the  next  decade. 

What  we  have  so  far  is  a  lengthy  list  of 
proposals  suggesting  what  some  members 


of  Congress  would  like  to  see  happen  in 
the  years  ahead.  Some  of  the  ideas  are 
interesting,  even  revolutionary.  Others, 
however,  are  basically  repeats  of  themes 
we  have  seen  before,  and  sometimes  not  so 
very  long  ago. 

Let’s  review  quickly  what  proposals  are 
before  the  Congress,  along  with  their 
history  and  prospects  for  passage  at  some 
point  in  the  current  legislative  session. 

For  all  practical  purposes.  Congress 
stands  on  the  verge  of  becoming  a  com¬ 
memorative  coin  factory.  Actually,  the

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reluctant  to  spend  many  additional  dollars 
when  the  bulk  of  their  purchases  from  the 
Mint  in  recent  years  have  proven  to  be 
needlessly  costly  ones. 

Even  as  this  rather  full  plate  of  propo¬ 
sals  was  being  considered,  a  new  commem¬ 
orative  to  mark  the  50th  anniversary  of 
U.S.  involvement  in  World  War  II  (a 
potentially  enormously  popular  coin)  was 
proposed  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  a  bill  introduced  March  22  by  Rep. 
Marcy  Kaptur  of  Ohio. 

Collectors  can  be  pardoned  if  they  feel  a 
bit  overwhelmed  by  all  the  possible  coin 
combinations  for  future  years.  It  wasn’t 
too  long  ago  (less  than  a  decade)  when  the 
only  thing  new  the  government  had  to 
offer  collectors  was  the  new  date  each  year 
on  circulating  coins,  and  the  only  retail 
coin  products  were  the  yearly  proof  and 
mint  sets. 

Moreover,  a  mere  15  years  earlier,  gov¬ 
ernment  officials  had  actually  regarded 
coin  collectors  not  as  a  great  cash  cow  for 
every  pet  program,  but  rather  as  the 
enemy — villains  who,  by  hoarding  circulat¬ 
ing  coins,  had  caused  a  national  coin 
shortage.  To  fix  that  band  of  culprits 
(many  of  whom  are  among  the  buyers  of 
today),  mint  marks  were  removed  from  all 
coins,  thus  dealing  the  hobby  a  blow  it  has 
yet  to  fully  overcome. 

In  the  halls  of  Congress,  there  is  some 
instinct  to  simply  pass  virtually  all  of  the 
pending  legislation.  The  profits,  after  all, 
represent  literally  found  money  for  worthy 
causes — and,  in  a  time  of  tight  budgets, 
that  must  seem  attractive.  Moreover,  most 
of  the  bills  have  impressive  and  powerful 
sponsors,  and  that  just  adds  to  the  political 
pressure. 

Blocking  that  solution  is  the  Mint,  with 
its  claims  that  only  so  many  different 
issues  can  be  produced  and  marketed  in  a 
year.  In  fairness,  the  Mint  has  a  point,  but 
that  doesn’t  mean  that  Congress  will  be 
terribly  sympathetic  to  such  claims. 

A  second  argument  against  simply  pass¬ 
ing  all  the  commemoratives  is  an  historical 
one:  Essentially,  that’s  the  approach--the 
discredited  approach — Congress  took  in 
the  1920s  and  1930s.  A  few  proposals 
failed  to  get  congressional  approval,  but 
they  were  the  exceptions.  In  addition, 
some  programs  ran  for  a  number  of  years 
in  a  vain  attempt  to  convince  collectors 
and  the  public  to  buy  the  remaining  coins 
in  the  authorization. 

While  some  in  Congress  have  gotten  the 
hint  that  too  many  commemoratives  is  not 
a  good  idea,  the  vast  majority  may  well  see 
nothing  wrong  with  approving  them  all — 
especially  since  they  are  all  for  worthy 
causes. 

Coupled  with  the  historical  problems  of 
too  many  commemoratives  is  a  very  basic 
current  market  reality.  The  simple  fact  is 
that  the  modern  commemorative  program 
is  dead  in  the  water. 

The  new  Eisenhower  dollar  started  out 


well,  but  sales  have  now  ceased  for  all 
practical  purposes,  even  though  the  coin 
will  still  be  offered  for  months.  The  Con¬ 
gress,  Constitution  and  most  recent  Olym¬ 
pic  coin  programs  suffered  from  either 
poor  sales  or  poor  performance  in  the 
aftermarket — and  in  some  cases  neither 
sales  nor  market  performance  proved  im¬ 
pressive.  Even  the  Statue  of  Liberty  com¬ 
memoratives — a  set  where  the  $5  gold 
coins  once  brought  substantial  premiums 

have  now  dropped  well  below  their 
original  issue  price. 

U  nder  that  set  of  circumstances,  it  would 
be  virtual  suicide  for  Uncle  Sam  to  hit 
collectors,  the  public  and  the  market  with 
a  flood  of  new  commemoratives.  As  it  is, 
there  are  routinely  two  programs  going  on 
during  the  course  of  any  given  year  as  an 
old  program  ends  and  a  new  one  starts. 
Add  to  that  the  medals,  proof  and  mint 
sets  and  uncirculated  and  proof  bullion 
coins  and  there  is  simply  more  available 
than  collectors  and  dealers  can  afford  in 
the  quantities  officials  would  like  to  see 
purchased. 

Ironically,  one  way  to  potentially  pro¬ 
duce  a  better  market  for  new  coins  is 
through  new  circulating  coins,  since  they 
would  reach  every  American  and  create 
interest — but  some  of  the  sponsors  of  the 
commemorative  proposals  now  facing  a 
shrinking  market  are  the  most  vocal  op¬ 
ponents  of  design  changes.  They  simply 
can’t  have  it  both  ways — new  commemo¬ 
rative  interest  and  no  new  coin  designs. 

As  the  House  Subcommittee  on  Con¬ 
sumer  Affairs  and  Coinage  attempts  to 
reach  a  decision  on  what  commemoratives 
to  approve  and  the  fate  of  circulating  coin 
designs,  the  hobby  has  a  tendency  to 
assume  that  the  subcommittee’s  decision 
will  be  the  final  one.  While  that  is  possible, 
it  is  not  a  sure  thing.  In  fact,  the  last  session 
of  Congress  saw  one  senator  who  wanted  a 
palladium  commemorative  manage  to 
scuttle  all  attempts  to  pass  a  commemo¬ 
rative  and  silver  proof  set  bill  because  the 
palladium  provision  was  not  included. 

Similar  last-ditch  stands  are  possible,  if 
not  likely,  as  this  session  of  Congress 
comes  to  a  close.  Whether  it’s  a  Franklin 
commemorative,  circulating  coin  design 
changes,  a  World  War  II  commemorative, 
coins  for  Columbus  or  any  of  the  other 
issues  currently  being  considered,  nothing 
is  a  sure  thing  and  nothing  is  out  of  the 
question  if  its  sponsors  are  determined  and 
skillful  enough  to  hold  the  right  legislation 
hostage  until  they  get  their  way. 

It  may  not  be  the  best  way  to  determine 
appropriate  coins  for  the  1990s.  but 
whether  the  deals  are  struck  on  the  floor  of 
the  Senate  and  House  or  behind  closed 
doors,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  coins  we 
see  in  1991  and  beyond  may  very  well  not 
represent  the  best  ideas  available.  Rather, 
they  may  be  the  ones  with  the  best,  most 
determined  and  most  powerful  sponsors 
when  the  final  roll-call  votes  are  taken.

What  would  you  buy  with  a  million 
dollars?  Houses,  vacations  and  an 
assortment  of  other  ideas  come  to  mind. 
But  what  about  a  single  coin? 

The  day  is  rapidly  approaching  when  a 
coin  is  going  to  break  the  million-dollar 
price  barrier  in  a  public  auction — and 
when  one  does,  you  can  expect  to  see  it 
receive  a  lot  of  attention  from  both  the 
general  and  numismatic  press. 

Actually,  sales  of  coins  for  over  one 
million  dollars  have  already  been  reported, 
but  they  were  private  sales,  which  in  many 
minds  don’t  carry  the  same  weight  as  sales 
in  a  crowded  auction  room  with  bidders 
pushing  prices  ever  higher.  So  far,  that 
auction  atmosphere  has  yet  to  produce  a 
seven-figure  coin. 

Last  summer  in  Chicago,  the  Dexter 
specimen  of  the  1804  silver  dollar  came 
close.  The  winning  bid  was  $900,000,  with 
a  10-percent  buyer’s  fee  added  for  a  total 
of  $990,000.  Many  would  have  put  up  the 
extra  money  to  see  the  coin  top  the 
million-dollar  mark,  but  no  one  did  it  in 
time — so,  at  auction,  the  million-dollar 
barrier  still  stands. 

Many  believe  that  barrier  will  fall  short¬ 
ly.  The  right  coin,  the  right  atmosphere. 


two  wealthy  bidders  both  intent  on  owning 
a  certain  coin,  and  the  million-dollar  mark 
will  be  attained. 

The  King  of  Siam  proof  set  has  already 
brought  more  than  double  that  price.  The 
Siam  set,  however,  is  exactly  that — a  set. 
Certainly,  anyone  evaluating  it  at  a  $2.5- 
million  price  level  has  to  consider  the  1 804 
dollar  in  the  set  as  being  worth  well  in 
excess  of  a  million  dollars,  but  as  long  as 
the  set  is  sold  as  a  set,  we  will  not  know  just 
how  much  a  bidder  would  pay  for  the 
dollar  on  an  individual  basis. 

A  host  of  coins  sold  in  recent  years 
would  seem  to  have  the  potential  for 
breaking  through  the  million-dollar  bar¬ 
rier  if  they  come  up  for  sale  at  auction 
again.  Certainly,  the  right-quality  1804 
silver  dollar  has  already  shown  million- 
dollar  potential.  And  the  previous  holder 
of  the  auction  price  record,  the  Brasher 
doubloon,  would  have  to  be  considered 
potentially  a  million-dollar  coin. 

Other  gold  coins  have  million-dollar 
potential  as  well.  An  ultra-high-relief 
Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  (or  $20  gold 
piece)  could  top  the  million-dollar  mark, 
as  could  the  1 822  half  eagle  and  the  unique

A  host  of  other  gold  coins,  especially  in 
extraordinary  condition,  would  also  make 
a  list  of  potential  million-dollar  coins. 
Even  in  less  spectacular  areas  such  as 
nickels,  million-dollar  prices  are  potential¬ 
ly  awaiting  the  sale  of  such  rarities  as  the 
1913  Liberty  Head  nickel. 

Like  the  collector  of  modest  means, 
many  dealers  become  only  interested  spec¬ 
tators  when  price  levels  on  a  great  rarity 
soar  toward  the  seven-figure  mark.  Still, 
just  because  you’re  not  in  the  bidding, 
that  doesn’t  mean  you’re  not  interested  in 
seeing  history  made  by  witnessing  the  first 
coin  to  bring  a  million-dollar  bid  at  auc¬ 
tion.  That  is  why  many  longtime  collectors 
and  dealers  alike  are  waiting  eagerly  for 
that  moment,  which  most  see  looming 
ever  closer. 

Newport  Beach,  California,  dealer  Steve 
Contursi  has  years  of  experience  when  it 
comes  to  the  cream  of  the  crop  in  rare 
coins.  “I  see  a  million-dollar  coin  coming 
up  at  auction  soon,”  Contursi  said. 

“Since  I’m  supposedly  a  silver  dollar 
expert,  I  should  suggest  a  silver  dollar  with 
million-dollar  potential — and  my  pick 
there  would  be  Wayne  Miller’s  fabled 
1886-0  Morgan  dollar  in  deep  mirror 
cameo  prooflike,”  he  said.  “If  that  coin 
goes  to  auction,  it  could  have  the  potential 
for  reaching  a  million  dollars  if  the  market 
were  right.” 

Even  though  there  are  a  number  of 
coins  with  million-dollar  potential,  Con¬ 
tursi  was  quick  to  point  out  that  there  are  a 
number  of  factors — such  as  weakness  in 
the  coin  market  at  the  time  of  a  given 
auction — which  could  prevent  a  coin  from 
reaching  that  potential. 

“There  are  not  many  coins  which  are 


certain  to  bring  a  million  dollars,”  he  said. 
“If  a  really  gem  double-thick  ultra-high- 
relief  came  up,  right  now  I’m  not  sure  that 
the  coin  would  bring  over  a  million  dollars, 
although  it  could.  There  are  patterns,  like 
the  $20  gold  piece  with  the  $10  Indian 
design  on  it,  that  could  easily  bring  over  a 
million  dollars. 

“I  think  any  nice  1 804  dollar  could  bring 
a  million  dollars  at  this  point,”  he  added.  “I 
think  the  Paquet  $20  would  bring  a  mil¬ 
lion,  as  well  as  any  1 880  Coiled-Hair  Stellas 
in  gem  proof  which  came  up  for  sale;  they 
could  bring  over  a  million  dollars.’ 

Contursi  cited  the  1870-S  $3  gold  piece 
as  a  coin  with  strong  million-dollar  po¬ 
tential.  Even  so,  he  added  that  the  right 
bidders  would  have  to  be  in  the  room  and 
willing  to  go  against  each  other  for  it — or 
for  any  coin. 

“That’s  the  secret,”  he  said.  “There  have 
to  be  two  people  who  want  the  coin  that 
badly,  or  instead  of  a  million  dollars  the 
coin  could  bring  a  disappointing  price.” 

When  asked  about  two  coins  which 
most  would  assume  are  certain  to  bring  a 
million  dollars,  Contursi  was  somewhat 
less  enthusiastic. 

“The  Brasher  doubloon  would  probably 
bring  over  a  million  dollars,”  he  said.  As 
for  the  1913  nickel,  he  added:  “I  thought  of 
it  when  I  was  thinking  about  1804  dollars. 
It’s  not  high  on  the  list  of  coins  I  would 
want  to  own,  but  it  probably  would  bring 
a  million  dollars. 

“The  question  I  have  about  the  1913 
nickel  is  whether  it  still  has  the  same 
following  it  once  had  when  it  was  the  coin 
every  young  collector  wanted.  Would  it 
receive  the  same  attention  today  that  it’s 
gotten  in  the  past?  If  it  did,  you  would

expect  it  to  break  one  million,  but  if  it’s 
lost  some  of  its  attraction,  then  I  don’t 
know.  II  I  had  to  guess,  I  would  say  it 
probably  would  bring  a  million  dollars.” 

Will  there  be  much  of  an  impact  when  a 
coin  finally  does  top  a  million  dollars? 

“I  guess  coins  have  already  sold  for  a 
million  dollars,  so  I  don’t  know  how  much 
of  an  impact  it  will  have,”Contursi  replied. 
“At  the  right  auction,  if  the  enthusiasm  is 
there,  anything  is  likely  to  happen.  I’m  not 
sure  how  much  to  make  of  auctions,  since 
a  lot  of  the  people  who  might  buy  these 
coins  don’t  quite  understand  auctions  and 
are  somewhat  afraid  of  them.  They  might 
feel  more  comfortable  buying  the  coins 
after  a  market  price  is  set  on  a  coin  and 
after  it’s  been  slabbed. 

“I’m  just  not  sure  there  are  that  many 
people  who  would  go  to  an  auction  with 
the  specific  intention  of  buying  a  million- 
dollar  coin.  I  suspect  many  of  them  would 
much  rather  be  sure  the  coin  is  worth  a 
million  dollars.  I’m  sure  many  people  who 
were  not  involved  in  the  bidding  on  the 
1804  dollar  last  summer — people  who 
might  not  even  know  that  much  about 
coins — would  now  consider  buying  that 
coin  at  a  price  over  a  million. 

“There  are  potentially  a  lot  of  different 
coins  that  could  be  million-dollar  coins 
over  the  next  five  years,”  Contursi  conclud¬ 
ed.  “There  are  rarities  in  a  lot  of  different 
series,  and  any  one  with  the  right  set  of 
circumstances  could  become  a  million- 
dollar  coin  either  at  the  auction  or  in  a  sale 
after  the  auction.” 

New  York  City  coin  dealer  and  author 
Scott.  A.  Travers  sees  a  whole  group  of 
coins  trading  at  million-dollar  levels  in  the 
not-too-distant  future. 

“In  particular,  I  favor  proof  gold  coins,” 
he  said.  “I  favor  high-grade  proof  gold  to 
be  selling  in  that  price  range.  They  combine 
a  collector-investor  base,  a  small  number 
of  coins  produced  and  a  high  level  of 
preservation — all  of  which  must  be  taken 
into  account  in  potential  million-dollar 
coins. 

“All  these  factors  must  be  taken  into 
account,  and  proof  gold  is  the  embodiment 
of  them.  It  can  be  found  in  high  grade  and 
is  then  extraordinarily  beautiful,  which  is 
appealing  to  the  personality  side  of  the 
new-breed  collector-investor  as  well  as  the 
institutional  investor.  They  have  an  excel¬ 
lent  track  record.  The  coins  themselves 
even  have  a  relatively  impressive  collector 
base  when  you  include  type-coin  collectors 
among  their  ranks.  And  the  coins  are 
extraordinarily  rare.” 

Travers  sees  million-dollar  coins  as  a 
later  step  in  a  progression. 

“What  we  will  see  before  we  see  the 
million-dollar  coins  on  a  regular  basis  are 
coins  trading  on  a  frequent,  rapid  basis 
valued  well  into  six  figures,”  he  explained. 
“As  we  enter  the  1990s,  with  millions 
of  dollars  coming  in  from  institutional

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sources,  it  will  become  commonplace  for 
proof  gold  coins  and  other  glamour  coins 
like  rare  type  in  high  grade  to  be  selling  for 
$200,000  to  $400,000  apiece.” 

Asked  whether  great  rarities  such  as  the 
1913  nickel  and  1804  dollar  will  account 
for  many  million-dollar  coins,  Travers 
replied:  “Yes,  they  will,  but  I  foresee  those 
coins  being  put  away  for  a  while.  1  see 
proof  gold  coins  which  combine  rarity, 
high  levels  of  preservation  and  overall 
attractiveness — becoming  the  bread  and 
butter  of  the  $500,000  or  $600,000  coin¬ 
trading  market. 

“There  are  some  of  these  coins  available, 
although  certainly  not  very  many  when 
you  have  a  mintage  of  76  which  have  been 
graded — but  there  are  enough  that  we  will 
see  greater  numbers  of  these  trading  in 
excess  of  a  million  dollars  as  opposed  to 
other  coins.” 

Travers  sees  another  group  of  coins 
likely  to  make  the  million-dollar  price  list: 
“the  incredibly  high-grade  coins,  the  68s 
and  69s.” 

“As  we  see  more  consistency  in  grading 
verified  by  computer,  laser  graders  should 
enable  us  to  see  some  of  these  coins 
competing  with  other  coins  in  the  $300,000 
to  $700,000  range  and  trading  fluidly,”  he 
said.  “Then,  shortly  after  that,  probably 
[in]  a  few  years,  they  will  begin  trading  well 
in  excess  of  a  million  dollars.” 

Although  he  ultimately  expects  to  see 
coins  routinely  selling  for  one  million 
dollars,  Travers  had  a  word  of  caution: 
“First,  we  will  see  coins  priced  at  $300,000 
to  $700,000  trading  commonly,  then,  when 
the  price  resistance  levels  dissolve,  we  will 
see  commonplace  trading  of  coins  priced 
at  one  million  dollars  or  more.  Right  now, 
there  is  price  resistance  at  $250,000  or  less 
under  some  circumstances.” 

Asked  if  it’s  important  for  a  coin  to 
bring  a  million  dollars  at  auction,  Travers 
responded:  “1  don’t  think  it’s  significant. 
In  fact,  I  believe  the  trend  will  be  away 
from  public  auctions,  due  to  the  market’s 
volatility.  I  don’t  think  we’ll  see  that  many 
important  coins  put  in  public  auctions 
unless  some  very  unusual  deals  are  struck. 

“This  market  is  just  too  volatile;  we 
don’t  know  what  will  happen  from  one 
day  to  the  next.  Something  is  $400  one  day 
and  $190  the  next.  The  public  auction  as 
we  know  it  today  is  too  great  a  financial 
risk  for  the  rarity. 

“I  would  not  expect  to  see  coins  like 
1804  dollars  and  1913  nickels  in  public 
auctions  in  the  future.  I  think  the  trend  will 
be  for  coins  like  that  to  be  sold  at  a  small 
private  auction,  where  a  representative 
takes  such  coins  to  places  where  a  group  of 
potential  buyers  is  gathered  and  then  sells 
the  coins  for  the  best  offer.”

Eagles  from 

collectors  and  investors  with  deep  pockets, 
they  are — quite  literally  golden  oppor¬ 
tunities. 

“A  lot  of  these  coins  are  tremendously 
undervalued  and  underrated,”  says  Jim 
Carr,  a  veteran  coin  dealer  and  astute 
market  analyst  from  Pelham,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire. 

“The  problem  is,  the  sets  are  so  difficult 
to  complete  that  the  average  collector 
can’t  contemplate  putting  one  together. 
And  the  wealthy  investor  doesn’t  get  into  it 
because,  in  many  cases,  these  coins  just 
can’t  be  bought  in  mint  condition,  and  a 
lot  of  investors  won’t  accept  anything  less 
than  BU. 

“For  rarity  and  value,  though,  scarce- 
date  U.S.  gold  coins — say,  before  1880 — 
are  one  of  the  most  attractive  deals  in  the 
market.” 

Recently,  for  example,  Carr  acquired 
an  1 865  Liberty  Head  double  eagle  (or  $20 
gold  piece)  graded  AU-55  for  $850. 

“A  lot  of  people  might  ask,  ‘What’s  so 
good  about  an  AU-55?’  Well,”  Carr  says, 
“PCGS  [the  Professional  Coin  Grading 
Service]  has  graded  only  one  Liberty  $20 
of  that  date  as  uncirculated.  And  even  in 
circulated  condition,  they’ve  graded  just 
nine  of  these  coins,  only  two  of  which  were 
as  high  as  AU.  Here’s  a  coin  with  a 
certified  population  of  only  nine  or  ten 
and  I  bought  it  for  double  bullion.” 

In  some  cases,  Carr  reports,  proofs  of 
certain  gold  coins  actually  serve  as  “depres¬ 
sants”  on  the  prices  of  uncirculated  exam¬ 
ples. 

“Take  the  1890  $20  Libs,”  he  says.  “The 
latest  population  report  shows  16  proofs 
and  26  uncirculated  pieces  have  been 
certified.  Now,  that  coin  has  a  mintage  of 
75,000  business  strikes  and  55  proofs — 
also,  based  on  the  population  report,  1 6  of 
the  55  proofs  have  survived  but  only  26  of 
the  75,000  business  strikes  remain  in  mint 
condition. 

“That’s  a  rare  coin  in  mint  condition, 
but  its  price  doesn’t  really  reflect  its  true 
rarity.  Why?  Because  the  proofs  exist,  and 
people  will  purchase  the  proofs  for  their 
collections,  rather  than  buy  the  uncs.” 

Dr.  Richard  Appel  of  Oakhurst,  New 
Jersey,  a  dealer  who  specializes  in  rare- 
date  U.S.  gold,  says  Liberty  Head  gold 
coins,  in  particular,  have  long  been  over¬ 
looked  and  undervalued. 

“The  early  gold,  I  guess,  has  more 
charm  and  charisma,”  Appel  says.  “It  has 
the  appeal  of  having  been  the  first  gold 
coinage  made  by  this  great  country.  People 
also  like  it  because  of  the  classical  designs. 
And  maybe  part  of  the  problem  is  that  sets 
of  Liberty  gold  coins  are  just  too  large  to 
complete;  maybe  that’s  what  stopped 
people  from  getting  into  them. 

“Whatever  the  reason.  Liberty  gold  has

Despite  their  extreme  rarity, 
many  early  U.S.  gold  coins 
cost  surprisingly  little, 
compared  to  other  U.S.  coins 
with  the  same  degree  of  rarity. 
For  the  collector  or  investor 
with  the  resources,  these 
coins  are  "golden” 
opportunities.  Cited  in 
particular  as  having  immense 
potential  for  growth  in  value 
are  Liberty  Head  gold  coins. 


That  may  be  changing,  Appel  relates. 

“The  market  for  rare-date  Libs  has  been 
strong  for  about  the  last  year,”  he  reports. 
“To  a  large  degree,  I  think  it’s  because 
people  are  looking  for  value,  and  they’re 
starting  to  realize  just  how  scarce  these 
coins  really  are.” 

The  new  strength  coincided,  he  says, 
with  the  growing  market  emphasis  on 
grading-service  population  reports. 

“It  began  when  everyone  started  look¬ 
ing  for  coins  that  were  the  finest  ones 
graded,  or  that  had  only  one  coin  graded 
higher,”  Appel  says.  “All  of  a  sudden, 
those  coins  became  very  desirable  and 
everybody  started  adding  significant  sums 
to  the  values  of  those  coins. 

“1  don’t  think  that  push  was  entirely 
responsible  for  the  new  interest  in  Lib 
gold,”  he  adds.  “With  Libs,  the  price 
increases  have  affected  both  mint-state 
and  circulated  coins,  and  most  of  the 
people  who  go  by  the  population  reports 
don’t  want  anything  less  than  uncirculated. 
However,  1  believe  the  psychology  is  sim¬ 
ilar  and  it’s  rolling  over  into  my  market,  as 
well. 

“In  both  cases,  what  we’re  seeing  is  the 
start  of  a  greater  appreciation  for  rarity. 
People  are  looking  for  the  best  and  the 
rarest,  and  they’re  willing  to  pay  more  to 
obtain  it.  For  15  years,  since  1974.  high 
quality  was  always  No.  I.  Now,  the  tran¬ 
sition  is  again  bringing  rarity  back  into  the 
picture.” 


Many  observers  believe  that  Wall  Street’s 
growing  involvement  with  the  rare  coin 
market  will  reinforce  the  emphasis  on 
quality.  They  take  it  for  granted  that  Wall 
Street  brokers,  like  other  outsiders  intro¬ 
duced  to  coins  in  recent  years,  will  turn  up 
their  noses  at  less-than-pristine  coins,  no 
matter  how  rare  they  may  be  in  terms  of 
low'  mintages  or  low  survival  rates. 

Appel,  for  one,  takes  exception  to  this 
assumption. 

“The  brokerage  community  is  filled 
with  people  who  understand  value,”  he 
remarks.  “They  make  their  living  finding 
things  that  are  undervalued  and  investing 
in  them.  Then,  when  the  market  recognizes 
the  value  of  these  investments,  other 
people  come  in  and  prices  go  up.  And  1 
think  that’s  what  well  see  with  rare-date 
gold. 

“1  think  rare-date  gold  is  exactly  the  sort 
of  thing  that  people  like  Merrill  Lynch  will 
be  going  after.  And  I  think  Liberty  gold 
will  appreciate  the  most  because  it  has 
always  been  the  most  overlooked.” 

Scott  A.  Travers,  well  known  New  York 
coin  dealer  and  author  of  several  books  on 
coin  investment,  sees  proof  gold,  in  partic¬ 
ular,  going  up  in  value  geometrically. 

“The  early  proof  gold,  before  1850,  is 
especially  desirable,”  Travers  says.  “Proof 
gold  coins  from  that  era  have  all  the 
characteristics  that  make  a  coin  exception¬ 
ally  valuable. 

“The  three  basic  factors  that  determine 
the  value  of  a  coin  are  its  level  of  preserva¬ 
tion,  its  collector  base  and  the  number  of 
coins  extant.  All  these  are  maximized 
when  it  comes  to  proof  gold  from  before 
1 850:  Most  are  cameo  proofs  and  extreme¬ 
ly  attractive;  they  have  a  collector  base  and 
tremendous  appeal  to  investors;  and  their 
mintages  are  so  negligible  that  almost 
none  are  available  in  the  marketplace  at 
any  given  time. 

“Within  the  next  five  to  ten  years,  and 
possibly  even  sooner,  coins  of  this  kind 
will  routinely  be  selling  in  the  700-to-800- 
thousand-dollar  range.  And  those  with 
fine  pedigrees  will  be  in  the  greatest  de¬ 
mand  of  all.  These  coins  literally  have 
everything  going  for  them.” 

One  of  the  most  impressive  pedigrees  of 
all  belongs  to  an  early  proof  gold  coin 
currently  owned  by  New  Jersey  coin  dealer 
Rick  Sear  and  transplanted  Bostonian  Jay 
Miller,  a  dealer  who  recently  relocated  to 
Florida.  They  are  the  proud  owners  of  a 
proof  1838  eagle  (or  $10  gold  piece)  that 
formerly  belonged  to  three  of  the  most 
famous  men  in  the  annals  of  U.S.  numis¬ 
matics:  Lyman  Low,  Virgil  Brand  and 
Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  of  New  York. 

Only  three  proof  examples  are  known, 
and  this  one  is  thought  to  be  the  finest.  Ot 
the  other  two.  one  is  in  the  U.S.  Mint 
Collection  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
and  the  other  belongs  to  John  Jay  Pittman.

The  Sear- M  iller  specimen  has  been  grad¬ 
ed  Proof-65  by  both  PCGS  and  NGC  (the 
Numismatic  Guaranty  Corporation  of 
America),  the  two  leading  coin-grading 
services. 

And,  from  a  historical  standpoint,  it 
occupies  a  special  place  not  only  as  a 
milestone  in  U.S.  numismatics  but  also  as 
a  symbol  of  the  economic  maturity  of  the 
nation. 

It  was  important  in  a  numismatic  sense 
as  the  first  $10  gold  piece  in  the  Liberty 
Head  (or  Coronet)  series.  And,  from  an 
economic  standpoint,  it  held  great  signi¬ 
ficance  as  the  first  $10  gold  piece  of  any 
kind  issued  by  Uncle  Sam  in  more  than 
three  decades — a  sign  that  the  new  nation 
was  ready  to  flex  its  muscles  monetarily. 

Despite  these  remarkable  attributes,  this 
coin  is  far  less  familiar  to  the  average 
collector  than  the  1804  silver  dollar  and 
1913  Liberty  Head  nickel,  and  might  well 
have  difficulty  generating  the  same  degree 
of  excitement — or  price  competition—  if  it 
came  up  for  sale  at  public  auction. 

Sear  makes  it  clear  that  he  and  Miller 
view  these  other  coins  as  unworthy  com¬ 
petitors. 

“These  coins,”  he  says,  “have  gotten  a 
lot  of  publicity  due  to  the  efforts  of 
promoters  such  as  B.  Max  Mehl  or  due  to 
the  fact  that  they  could  be  popularized. 
But  without  casting  any  aspersions  on  the 
coins  themselves,  there  was  hanky-panky 
involved  in  their  production.  They  were 
manufactured  rarities. 

“Our  coin,  by  contrast,  is  not  only  a 
great  rarity — and  a  truly  historic  one — but 
also  a  legitimate  Mint  issue,  made  in  the 
year  whose  date  it  bears.” 

Sear  says  he  and  Miller  aren’t  actively 
marketing  the  1838  eagle,  although  they 
would  entertain  offers.  He  says  they  plan 
to  display  it  at  the  1990  ANA  Convention, 
which  will  take  place  Aug.  22-26  at  the 
Washington  State  Convention  Center  in 
Seattle. 

The  coin  brought  $105,000  the  last  time 
it  came  up  for  public  sale,  at  a  1975  auction 
conducted  by  Paramount.  At  least  one 
market  analyst  has  suggested  that  under 
the  right  conditions,  it  could  bring  as 
much  as  $2  million  today. 

At  this  point,  of  course,  the  market  is 
still  looking  for  its  first  ow-million  dollar 
coin  at  public  auction,  so  talk  of  a  two- 
million  dollar  coin  may  he  not  only  overly 
optimistic  but  premature. 

Then  again,  early  proof  gold  has  the 
right  stuff  to  breach  both  those  barriers,  if 
and  when  rarity  becomes  a  preeminent 
factor  in  determining  the  value  of  a  coin. 

And  rare-date  gold  in  general  has  plentv 
of  potential  to  move  up  in  value  substan¬ 
tially  in  the  months  and  years  to  come. 

Those  who  take  advantage  of  these 
golden  opportunities  may  reap  a  golden 
dividend  down  the  line.  Q

The  Mintages 
Of  The  Civil  War 
Reflected  The 
Country’s  Turmoil 

by  R.W.  Julian 

In  times  of  great  national  stress,  troubles 
are  often  reflected  in  the  coinage.  It 
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may  be  a  new  denomination  or  simply  a 
change  of  alloy,  but  this  is  what  makes  the 
collecting  of  coins  so  interesting.  The  very 
history  of  a  country  is  to  be  found  in  the 
coinage — and  this  is  perhaps  nowhere 
more  true  for  the  United  States  than  in  the 
great  period  of  trial  known  as  the  Civil 
War. 

The  origin  of  the  monetary  upheavals  of 
the  1860s  may  be  traced  to  the  California 
Gold  Rush  of  1848-49.  So  much  gold  was 
mined  that  the  delicate  balance  between 


gold  and  silver  was  shattered  beyond 
repair.  Silver  coins  were  soon  melted  or 
otherwise  driven  from  circulation. 

In  1853,  Congress— recognizing  that 
trade  was  nearly  at  a  standstill  reduced 
the  weight  of  the  silver  coins  so  that  they 
would  circulate  and  not  be  melted.  (The 
silver  dollar,  however,  remained  at  its  pre- 
1853  standard.)  By  1857,  the  country  \\as 
awash  in  silver  and  gold;  there  was  so 
much,  in  fact,  that  merchants  complained 
about  the  glut  of  silver  filling  their  cash

drawers. 

To  compound  the  situation.  Congress 
decreed  a  new  lightweight  cent  for  1857,  to 
be  composed  of  copper-nickel  rather  than 


the  pure  copper  of  the  old  large  cents.  The 
Mint  struck  vast  quantities  of  the  new 
Flying  Eagle  cents,  again  to  the  annoyance 
of  those  handling  large  amounts  of  small 
coins. 

Great  quantities  of  coins  remained  in 
daily  use  when,  in  April  1861,  Southern 
guns  opened  fire  at  Fort  Sumter  in  Charles¬ 
ton  harbor.  President  Abraham  Lincoln 
determined  to  preserve  the  Union,  and  for 
the  next  four  years  there  was  unremitting 
warfare  over  much  of  middle  America 
and,  ultimately,  into  the  South  itself. 

Citizens,  both  North  and  South,  thought 
that  the  war  would  be  a  short  one  and  their 
boys  in  blue — or  gray — would  soon  show 
the  other  side  the  meaning  of  true  valor. 
Because  everyone  thought  that  a  few 
months  would  see  a  return  to  normal 
affairs,  gold  and  silver  coins  continued  to 
circulate  in  the  North. 

Throughout  most  of  1861,  commerce  in 
the  Northern  states  went  on  almost  as 
though  no  war  was  in  progress.  By  late 
November  1861,  the  Northern  public  be¬ 
gan  to  show  signs  of  nervousness  and 
citizens  began  to  hoard  gold  coins  as  a 
precaution.  Soon,  many  people  were  doing 
the  same  thing  and  the  mint  at  Philadel¬ 
phia  couldn’t  turn  out  gold  coins  fast 
enough  to  replace  those  being  hoarded. 

In  mid-December  1861,  New  York 
banks  declared  that  they  would  no  longer 
redeem  paper  currency  for  gold.  The  gov¬ 
ernment  followed  suit  the  next  day  and 
gold  vanished  overnight. 

By  early  1862,  pressure  on  the  silver 
coinage  began  to  mount,  with  isolated 
hoarding  going  on — mainly  in  the  great 
metropolitan  areas.  In  1862,  the  Union 
Army  was  not  doing  all  that  well,  and  this 
increased  nervousness  on  the  home  front. 
During  May,  the  hoarding  of  silver  acceler¬ 
ated  and  by  early  July  that  metal,  too,  had 
vanished  from  the  marketplace. 

Shortly  after  the  war  had  begun,  the 
government  had  issued  demand  notes  (pay¬ 
able  in  gold),  but  it  was  not  long  (1862) 
before  paper  money  appeared  in  the  form 
of  “Greenbacks”  that  were  not  redeemable 
in  anything  except  government  promises. 
The  South  had  already  done  this,  and  now 
the  North  had  the  same  experience. 

Although  silver  coins  were  made  during 
the  war  (as  well  as  gold),  they  did  not 
circulate,  being  more  important  as  bullion 
than  as  coins.  There  was  a  different  situa¬ 
tion  on  the  West  Coast,  where  coins  were 
not  hoarded — but  this  was  possible  only 
because  of  the  relative  isolation  of  that 
region  from  the  rest  of  the  country. 

The  government  reacted  to  the  coin 
shortage  by  printing  small  (fractional) 
notes,  derisively  called  “shinplasters”  and 
worth  less  than  a  dollar;  the  smallest 
denomination  was  three  cents.  Private 
citizens  also  used  stamps  for  small  change, 
but  this  lasted  only  a  few  months,  until 
the  fractional  currency  became  widely 
available. 


Just  when  the  government  thought  that 
it  had  solved  the  currency  problem,  at  least 
for  the  time  being,  the  public  began  to 
hoard  the  copper-nickel  cents,  and  by  late 
1862  few  of  these  were  to  be  seen.  Private 
initiative  came  once  more  to  the  fore  when 
entrepreneurs  began  to  strike  “store  cards” 
similar  to  the  cent  but  made  out  of  bronze. 
Untold  millions  of  pieces  were  struck  from 
1862  to  1864,  and  many  of  today’s  collec¬ 
tors  specialize  in  these  metallic  memories 
of  the  Civil  War. 

In  Philadelphia  during  1863,  Mint  Dir¬ 
ector  James  Pollock  was  nearly  at  his  wit’s 
end  trying  to  solve  the  coin  shortage.  By 
late  summer.  Pollock  had  finally  decided 
that  the  government  should  “adopt”  the 
alloy  of  the  private  tokens  then  being 
struck  in  large  quantities.  These  tokens 
were  not  hoarded  because  their  intrinsic 
value  was  too  low.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
public  thought  that  the  copper-nickel  cents 
were  worth  hoarding;  there  were  rumors 
that  nickel  was  going  to  be  of  great  value. 

Joseph  Wharton,  owner  of  a  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  mine  where  nickel  was  the  chief 
product,  used  his  extensive  congressional 
contacts  to  block  consideration  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  bill  to  coin  cents  out  of  bronze 
instead  of  copper-nickel.  It  was  not  until 
early  April  1864  that  the  Lincoln  Admini¬ 
stration  finally  threw  its  weight  on  the  side 
of  the  new  alloy.  On  April  22,  1864, 
Congress  approved  a  bill  which  mandated 
not  only  the  bronze  cent  but  also  a  two- 
cent  piece  of  the  same  composition. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Treasury,  after 
consulting  with  Director  Pollock,  that  the 
design  on  the  cent  would  not  be  changed, 
and  as  a  result,  when  the  coinage  of  the 
copper-nickel  cents  ceased  in  May  1864, 
the  same  dies  were  used  for  the  new  bronze 
coins. 

The  coining  department  of  the  Mint 
soon  found  that  the  dies  for  the  copper- 
nickel  cent  coinage  were  not  quite  suitable 
for  the  bronze  coins.  The  design  should 
have  been  changed  slightly  because  bronze 
was  softer  than  copper-nickel.  For  this 
reason.  Chief  Engraver  James  B.  Longacre 
executed  new  dies  in  late  1 864  on  which  his 
initial  appeared:  the  famous  1864-L  cents. 

The  two-cent  piece  was  another  matter 
altogether.  As  early  as  the  fall  of  1863, 
Longacre  was  hard  at  work  on  dies  for  the 
proposed  coin.  A  rather  fine  bust  of 
George  Washington  is  found  on  some  of 
the  patterns,  but  most  use  the  design 
adopted  the  following  year  for  regular 
coinage. 

Longacre ’s  final  design  for  the  two-cent 
coin  was  the  U.S.  shield  surrounded  by  a 
laurel  wreath.  The  motto  “In  God  We 
Trust”  appeared  on  a  scroll  above  the 
shield,  but  in  1863  no  one  knew  for  certain 
that  the  motto  would  be  put  on  the 
coinage.  The  motto  “God  Our  Trust”  is 
found  on  some  patterns. 

The  new  coinage  was  of  such  urgency

that  contracts  were  made  with  a  private 
company  to  manufacture  bronze  plan- 
chets;  this  was  in  addition  to  the  planchets 
made  in  the  Mint.  The  result  of  all  this 
activity  was  a  massive  coinage  in  the  last 
few  months  of  1864:  nearly  40  million 
cents  and  20  million  two-cent  pieces. 

The  60  million  new  bronze  coins  went 
quickly  into  circulation  and  stayed  there 
because  the  intrinsic  value  was  low.  In 
1865,  nearly  50  million  more  of  the  two 
values  were  coined  and  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  public.  The  1 1 0  million  bronze  coins 
did  not  solve  the  coin  shortage,  but  cer¬ 
tainly  made  it  easier  for  small  change. 
There  was  also  the  added  benefit,  to  the 
government,  of  having  real  coins  in  the 
public’s  hands. 

Collectors  wanting  specimens  of  this 
historic  first  bronze  coinage  will  have  little 
difficulty  obtaining  them.  Extremely  fine 
(XF-40)  specimens  of  the  1 864  cent  can  be 
purchased  for  around  $30. 

The  1864  two-cent  piece  is  also  quite 
common  and  worth  about  the  same  as  the 
cent,  or  just  a  bit  more,  in  XF.  There  is  a 
rare  variety  of  the  larger  bronze  coin  in 
which  the  motto  is  smaller  than  on  the 
regular  dies.  The  small-motto  coin  is  worth 
between  $250  and  $300  in  XF.  (On  the 
small-motto  piece,  the  “T”  of  “TRUST” 
touches  the  fold  of  the  scroll,  while  on  the 
larger  version  it  does  not.) 

As  was  done  earlier  in  the  war,  bundles 
of  new  cents  were  made  up  to  simulate 
larger  coins.  For  example,  25  of  the  two- 
cent  pieces  were  tied  up  to  be  a  half  dollar; 
while  this  did  not  make  up  for  the  lack  of 
silver  coins,  at  least  the  public  had  a  ready 
supply  of  the  new  coins. 

The  dropping  of  the  copper-nickel  alloy 
in  1864  had  an  unexpected  side-effect. 

Nickel  magnate  Joseph  Wharton,  whose 
Pennsylvania  mine  had  supplied  a  portion 
of  the  nickel  used  in  the  cent  coinage  of 
1 857- 1 864,  was  naturally  interested  in  sell¬ 
ing  this  metal  again  to  the  Mint.  (Contrary 
to  popular  opinion,  Wharton  did  not 
supply  the  bulk  of  the  nickel  used  at  the 
Mint;  his  share  was  probably  under  a 
third.) 

By  the  latter  part  of  1864,  Wharton  had 
been  able  to  gear  up  for  full  production— 
but  the  market  for  coinage  no  longer 
existed  in  this  country  (though  there  was 
still  a  market  in  Europe). 

Pennsylvania  congressmen  began  to 
push  for  a  new  copper-nickel  coin.  Because 
the  one-  and  two-cent  denominations  were 
already  spoken  for,  Wharton  decided  on  a 
three-cent  piece.  The  country  wanted  coins 
and  the  Wharton  forces  had  little  real 
trouble  putting  through  a  law  in  March 
1865  for  the  nickel  three-cent  piece. 

The  new  coin  was  to  have  25-percent 
nickel,  as  opposed  to  the  old  cent  of  1857- 
1864,  which  had  only  12  percent.  Due  to 
the  hurried  nature  of  the  coinage.  Long- 
acre  simply  used  an  old  Liberty  head  (from 
a  pattern  cent  of  1857)  for  the  new  coin. 


Production  was  well  under  way  by  the 
summer  of  1865,  and  again  the  new  coin¬ 
age  was  eagerly  accepted  by  the  public. 

Because  the  three-cent  pieces  are  not  as 
popular  with  collectors  as  they  once  were, 
the  modern  numismatist  can  easily  obtain 
a  specimen  of  the  1865  coinage.  With  more 
than  1 1  million  made,  the  cost  of  an  XF-40 
specimen  is  only  about  $10  to  $12;  with  a 
little  bargaining,  the  price  could  be  below 
$10. 

Proof  coins  exist  of  all  three  new  coins 
(both  bronze  issues  of  1864  and  the  copper- 
nickel  of  1865),  but  the  prices  are  quite 
steep.  In  Proof-63,  one  can  expect  to  pay 
between  $2,500  and  $3,000  for  each  of  the 
two  bronze  coins,  while  the  three-cent 
piece  is  about  half  again  as  much.  The 
1864-L  cent  is  a  great  rarity  in  proof  and 
rarely  comes  up  for  sale. 

The  Norweb  Sale  (Bowers  &  Merena, 
October  1987)  contained  proofs  of  both 
the  1864  and  1864-L  bronze  cents.  Includ¬ 
ing  the  standard  10-percent  buyer’s  fee,  the 
1864 — graded  gem  Proof-65 — brought 
$16,500.  The  1864-L  had  some  minor 
carbon  flecks  and  was  graded  Proof-64; 
still,  it  fetched  $47,300.  Fewer  than  ten 
specimens  are  now  known. 

With  the  advent  of  the  three-cent  piece 
at  the  very  end  of  the  Civil  War,  one  would 
think  that  Wharton  would  have  been 
satisfied  with  “his”  new  coin.  However, 
there  quickly  arose  pressure,  from  the 
same  Pennsylvania  congressmen,  for  yet 
another  coin  of  copper-nickel,  this  time  to 
be  worth  five  cents.  In  May  1866,  Congress 
passed  a  bill  for  this  coinage,  now  known 
as  the  Shield  nickel. 

Longacre  again  turned  to  the  drawing 
board  and  soon  patterns  were  prepared 
from  which  the  Treasury  was  to  choose. 
The  chosen  design — at  least  for  the  ob¬ 
verse — was  quite  similar  to  that  of  the  two- 
cent  piece,  except  that  the  motto  was  not 
on  a  scroll.  (The  first  patterns  were  made 
in  late  1865,  but  some  patterns  with  that 
date  were  actually  made  in  1867  or  1868 
for  favored  collectors.) 

The  “nickel,”  as  the  coin  was  soon 
known,  has  always  been  popular  with 
collectors,  and  for  this  reason  one  will  pay 
much  more  ($  100-plus)  for  an  XF-40 
specimen  than  in  the  case  of  the  three-cent 
piece  of  1865.  The  cost  is  also  higher 
because  the  reverse  was  changed  in  1867; 
most  collectors  acquire  nickels  of  both 
1866-67  and  1867-1883  for  their  collections. 

With  the  coining  of  nickels  beginning  in 
1866,  the  last  of  the  changes  mandated  by 
wartime  conditions  came  about.  From 
1866,  the  government  would  work  toward 
the  reintroduction  of  silver  coins,  and  this 
would  be  accomplished,  in  stages,  begin¬ 
ning  in  about  1870. 

Many  collectors  think  that  only  the 
most  valuable  coins  have  a  story  to  tell  In 
the  case  of  those  produced  during  the  Civil 
War,  the  most  common  are  actually  the 
most  interesting  and  historic

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When  Will  Our 
Collections  Be  just  A 
Link  To  The  Past? 


by  John  Iddings 

Will  there  he  any  contemporary  coins 
to  collect  25  years  from  now? 

Are  we  rapidly  becoming  the  “cashless 
society”  that  some  economists  and  futur¬ 
ists  have  predicted? 

Consider  some  recent  trends: 

Credit  cards,  a  novelty  just  30  years 
ago,  now  sport  holograms  and  magnetic 
strips,  and  may  soon  contain  tiny  micro¬ 
chips  filled  with  all  sorts  of  information. 

—Consumers  in  Tokyo  can  now  buy 
clothing,  cassette  albums,  cold  saki  and 
hot  lunches  from  card-operated  vending 
machines. 

—  Proposed  laws  to  eliminate  the  one- 
cent  piece  and  create  a  $1  coin  have 
attracted  more  than  50  sponsors  in  the 
U.S.  House  of  Representatives. 

—  In  the  numismatic  press,  letter  writers 
and  columnists  are  arguing  for  and  against 
elimination  of  the  five-cent  and  50-cent 
pieces. 

—Currency  traders  routinely  transfer 
billions  of  dollars,  yen,  marks  and  francs 
between  nations  by  electronic  impulse.  No 
actual  cash  ever  changes  hands. 

—  Before  the  average  American  worker 
receives  his  paycheck,  money  is  taken  out 
for  taxes,  insurance,  savings  plans,  etc. 
When  the  employee  takes  the  check  to  the 
bank,  it  is  often  subject  to  automatic 
transfers  for  home  payments,  utility  bills, 
etc.  Most  subsequent  purchases  are  then 
made  by  check  or  credit  card. 

— In  some  test  markets,  consumers  can 
do  all  their  shopping  from  their  home 
computers.  Necessary  funds  are  then  trans¬ 
ferred  electronically  from  their  bank 
accounts. 

— As  the  man  on  TV  points  out,  cash 
can  be  stolen:  “American  Express.  Don’t 
leave  home  without  it.” 

Are  coins  of  the  realm  becoming  un¬ 
necessary,  or  even  undesirable? 

Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  editor  of  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  (the  “Red 
Book”)  and  member  of  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  board  of  governors, 
detects  a  definite  trend. 

“There’s  certainly  going  to  be  a  great 
deal  of  change  in  what  we  use  for  money,” 
he  predicted.  “Very  soon  well  have  the 
smartcards  and  various  kinds  of  electronic 
credit. 

“But  I  also  foresee  a  lot  of  restrictions, 
because  it  could  wreak  havoc  by  creating 
more  credit  than  the  country  can  handle.” 
Bressett  cautioned.  “It’s  bad  enough  how 
we  all  use  checks  and  credit  cards  the  way 
we  do. 

“By  creating  an  additional  tier  of  new 
credit,  it  could  really  put  a  strain  on  the 
economy.” 

Technology  will  march  on,  of  course, 
but  Bressett  feels  there  will  always  be  a

You  need  to  double  your  money  without  taking  unnecessary  risks. 

With  today’s  emphasis  on  high  grade  slabbed  coins,  inexpensive  investment  quality  coins  are  often  neglected. 
Contrary  to  popular  belief,  modestly  priced  coins  have  not  disappeared.  They  are  alive  and  well  and  can  be 
purchased  without  a  major  financial  commitment.

need  for  some  cash. 

“1  still  see  coins  in  the  future,  probably 
different  kinds  of  coins  than  we  have  now. 
Maybe  we’ll  be  using  coin  denominations 
of  up  to  $2,  maybe  even  $3. 

“1  don’t  think  we  can  ever  get  away  from 
using  coins  for  the  very  small  transactions.” 

Of  course,  coins  may  look  a  lot  different 
in  the  future.  And,  for  Bressett,  that  would 
be  a  welcome  change. 

“It’s  time  for  us  to  modernize  our 
coinage.  We  haven’t  done  it  for  ages,  and 
we  need  new  and  distinctive  designs,”  he 
declared.  “I  just  hope  the  government  goes 
the  extra  mile  and  comes  up  with  something 
really  nice. 

“I’d  prefer  something  artistic,  in  the 
tradition  of  the  Buffalo-Indian  nickel. 
That  was  just  such  a  great  design.  A  seated 
figure  of  Liberty  and  portraits  of  presi¬ 
dents  just  don’t  do  much  for  people 
anymore.” 

As  long  as  change  is  in  the  wind, 
Bressett  wouldn’t  mind  seeing  a  bit  of  logic 
injected  into  the  U.S.  coinage  system. 

“To  me,  it  just  doesn’t  make  sense  for 
the  nickel  to  be  larger  than  the  dime.  The 
dime,  after  all,  is  made  of  a  cheaper  metal. 
We  need  to  scrap  what  we  have  and  start 
over,”  he  asserted. 

Bressett  had  one  other  suggestion:  “I 
would  hope  that  any  new  coin  designs 
would  have  Braille  on  them  to  aid  blind 
people.” 

Hard-money  advocates  and  supporters 
of  a  new  gold  or  silver  standard  are 
fighting  a  lost  battle,  Bressett  said. 

“It’s  an  archaic  principle,”  he  said. 
“We’ve  been  on  token  coinage  for  longer 
than  anyone  would  care  to  realize.  Token 
coinage  is  here  to  stay.  We’re  simply  not 
capable  of  having  a  hard-currency  society 
any  longer.” 

The  one-cent  piece  will  probably  meet 
its  demise,  he  said,  although  he  wouldn’t 
welcome  the  change. 

“Eventually,  it  will  be  eliminated.  But 
“eventually”  could  mean  five  or  ten  years 
from  now,”  he  concluded. 

If  coin  dealer  Virg  Marshall  III  of 
Wymore,  Nebraska,  has  his  way,  it  will 
take  a  lot  longer  than  that  to  get  rid  of  the 
one-cent  piece.  Marshall,  who  deals  pri¬ 
marily  in  “pennies,”  thinks  cash  will  have 
its  place  in  the  future. 

“When  someone  walks  into  a  store  and 
wants  to  buy  a  candy  bar,  I  don’t  think 
hell  use  a  credit  card.  I  think  coins  will 
always  be  used  for  those  kinds  of  pur¬ 
chases,”  Marshall  said. 

“I  don’t  think  the  credit-card  companies 
would  want  to  handle  all  the  transactions 
of  a  cashless  society.  It  would  just  be 
cost-prohibitive.” 

Marshall  also  pointed  to  human  nature. 

“There  are  those  people  who  don’t 
believe  in  anything  but  cash.  They’re  get¬ 
ting  fewer  and  fewer.  But  1  still  receive 
some  orders  in  the  mail,  and  when  I  open 
the  envelope  and  see  a  $20  bill  and  three 


ones,  I  can  usually  guess  the  guy’s  name,” 
he  related. 

Marshall  concedes  that  the  one-cent 
piece  may  not  make  it. 

“It  will  probably  be  eliminated — to  my 
dismay,”  he  said.  “And  when  the  cent  goes, 
then  the  nickel  and  dime  will  follow.” 

It  may  be  small  change  to  some,  but 
Marshall  thinks  eliminating  small  coins 
would  have  wide-ranging  economic  im¬ 
pact. 

“I  think  it  will  be  highly  inflationary,” 
he  remarked.  “Supporters  say  they’ll  roll 
up  the  prices  on  transactions  ending  in 
eight  or  nine  cents,  and  roll  them  down  on 
threes  and  fours.  But  that  jar  of  mayon¬ 
naise  isn’t  going  to  be  $1.82.  It’s  going  to 
be  $1.88.  The  shopkeeper  is  smart.  If  his 
prices  involve  more  rounding  up  than 
down,  he’s  ahead  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

“You’ll  find  that  85  percent  of  prices  will 
be  rounded  up,  and  only  1 5  percent  will  be 
rounded  down,”  he  predicted. 

“I  still  think  there  will  be  a  need  for  the 
penny,”  Marshall  said.  “Consider  the  post 
office.  The  one-cent  stamp  has  been 
around  for  125  years.” 

If  the  cent  is  eliminated,  though,  Mar¬ 
shall  knows  which  way  the  Government 
will  round  prices— straight  up. 

“People  say  I  argue  for  the  penny 
because  I  sell  a  lot  of  them.  That’s  true,  it  is 
my  living,”  Marshall  admitted.  “But  a 
penny  is  a  penny.  It  only  takes  a  hundred 
of  them  to  make  a  dollar,  and  a  hundred  of 
those  make  a  hundred  dollars. 

“I  don’t  have  a  lot  of  chances  to  save 
$100  on  any  one  deal.  But  I  have  a  lot  of 
chances  to  save  a  penny  or  two,  here  and 
there,  throughout  the  day.  And  that  adds 
up.” 

Those  who  would  do  away  with  the 
penny  got  a  boost  when  “60  Minutes” 
commentator  Andy  Rooney  put  a  handful 
of  change  on  a  busy  New  York  sidewalk, 
then  let  the  cameras  roll  as  dozens  of 
people  walked  by  without  stopping. 

In  a  recent  Numismatic  News  column 
defending  the  penny,  Marshall  pointed 
out  that  if  a  human  being  were  to  lie  down 
on  a  busy  New  York  sidewalk,  the  same 
thing  would  happen. 

“You  know,  I  got  a  long  derogatory 
letter  about  that  from  a  New  Y orker.  But  I 
got  that  story  from  a  New  York  policeman.” 
he  reported. 

“I  was  in  New  York  a  few  years  ago. 
standing  on  a  corner  talking  to  a  police¬ 
man.  He  said  you  could  lie  down  right  on 
the  sidewalk  and  people  would  walk 
around  you  or  over  you  for  an  hour  or 
two. 

“You  could  be  squirming  and  kicking 
and  bleeding  at  the  mouth,  and  people 
wouldn’t  pay  any  attention.  That’s  where  1 
got  that  story." 

Marshall  was  quick  to  add  that  he  has 
nothing  against  New  Yorkers.  “It  would 
happen  in  a  lot  of  other  places,  too,  in

places  where  people  don’t  know  each 
other,”  he  said.  “It  wouldn’t  happen  in 
Wymore,  though.  If  somebody  fell  on  the 
street  here,  everybody— and  I  mean  every¬ 
body — would  rush  out  of  the  stores  to  help 
him.” 

And  perhaps  Wymore  is  where  the  one- 
cent  piece  will  make  its  last  stand. 

But  in  Los  Angeles,  Paris  and  Tokyo, 
cash  does  seem  to  be  giving  way  to 
electronics. 

Theories  about  the  coming  cashless 
society  are  nothing  new.  Coin  dealer  Ken 
Hallenbeck  of  Colorado  Springs,  current 
president  of  the  ANA,  remembers  hearing 
the  prediction  25  years  ago. 

“I  lived  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  at  the 
time,  and  this  banker  gave  a  talk  to  our 
coin  club  about  the  future  cashless  society. 
He  had  this  little  credit  card  with  the  old 
computer  punch  holes  in  it,”  Hallenbeck 
said. 

“He  claimed  it  would  carry  personal 
information  about  you,  and  that  you 
wouldn’t  need  cash  in  the  future.” 

So  what  did  Hallenbeck  do?  He  did 
what  any  instinctive  collector  would  do: 
He  began  collecting  credit  cards. 

“A  little  light  bulb  flashed  on  in  my  brain 
and  I  said  to  myself.  I’ve  got  to  start 
collecting  those  guys.” 

Twenty-five  years  later,  Hallenbeck  now 
owns  what  is  possibly  the  largest  collection 
of  credit  cards  in  the  world,  numbering 
approximately  5,000. 

“I’ve  got  metal  cards  and  the  old  charge- 
a-plates  and  stuff  like  that.  The  more  I 
collect,  the  more  fascinated  I  become,”  he 
exclaimed. 

“After  a  while,  I  got  really  hooked  on 
them  and  just  kept  putting  them  away.  I 
recently  bought  out  a  gentleman  in  Canada 
who  had  a  large  collection.” 

Credit  cards  may  not  seem  like  a  scarce 
commodity.  More  than  100  million  Amer¬ 
icans  carry  at  least  one  card.  But  Hallen¬ 
beck  pointed  out  that,  when  the  typical 
card  expires,  the  owner  bends,  rips  or  cuts 
it  into  pieces. 

The  result,  of  course,  is  that  many  cards 
are  quite  rare. 

“I  keep  telling  everyone  I  meet  that  I 
collect  credit  cards.  I  have  a  sign  in  my 
store  saying  that  I  want  credit  cards  for  my 
personal  collection.  Every  now  and  then, 
somebody  gives  me  one,”  Hallenbeck  said. 

H mmm.  This  is  getting  interesting.  Ima¬ 
gine  a  collectible  cash  equivalent,  with 
many  varieties  and  scarce  issues,  which 
can  be  collected  for  virtually  nothing. 

But  what  about  the  rarities? 

Hallenbeck  said  that  even  the  rarest, 
most  desirable  cards  never  sell  for  more 
than  $300,  and  the  majority  sell  for  much, 
much  less  than  that. 

“The  1909-S  VDB  of  credit  cards  is  the 
1950  Diners’  Club  card,  which  wasn't  a 
card  as  we  know  it  today.  It  was  more  like 
a  little  cardboard  folder.  That  card  could 
go  for  anywhere  from  $50  to  $300,  depend¬ 


ing  on  condition.  The  1958  American 
Express  credit  card  was  also  a  folder.” 

If  you’d  like  a  peek  at  some  of  these 
rarities,  check  the  cover  of  the  January 
1990  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  the  ANA’s 
official  journal.  The  photo  features  many 
of  Hallenbeck’s  cards. 

To  find  out  more  about  this  pioneering 
hobby  on  the  fringe  of  numismatics,  check 
“Credit  Card  Collector,”  a  monthly  news¬ 
letter  by  Greg  Tunks.  (Write:  Credit  Card 
Collector,  150W  Hohldale,  Houston,  TX 
77022-1514  for  a  free  sample.) 

“I  didn’t  used  to  believe  in  the  cashless 
society.  But  in  the  last  year,  I’ve  come  to 
think  that  it’s  entirely  possible,”  Hallen¬ 
beck  confided. 

“The  reason  I  say  that  is  this:  Attached 
to  my  telephone  is  a  little  box  about  six 
inches  square  called  the  Zon  Jr.  When  a 
customer  gives  me  a  credit  card  with  a 
magnetic  strip  on  it,  I  just  run  it  through 
and  it  sends  the  information  over  the 
phone  lines  to  Atlanta. 

“When  the  box  beeps,  it  means  the 
transaction  has  been  approved.  If  the 
card’s  bad,  I  keep  it  and  turn  it  in  for  50 
bucks.” 

Hallenbeck  said  he  was  most  impressed 
by  the  affordability  of  the  Zon  Jr.  system. 
When  it  was  first  introduced,  the  cost  was 
prohibitive.  “But  the  year  before  I  bought 
mine,  the  cost  had  come  all  the  way  down 
to  $400.  When  I  finally  did  buy  mine,  it 
was  just  $200,”  he  related. 

The  key  to  creating  a  cashless  society, 
therefore,  is  not  just  creating  the  technol¬ 
ogy  to  make  it  practical.  It  is  making  that 
technology  cheap  enough  so  that  nearly 
everyone  can  afford  to  participate,  Hallen¬ 
beck  said. 

“I  remember  buying  my  first  hand-held 
calculator  for  $149  back  in  the  Sixties. 
What  do  they  cost  now?  Less  than  $10. 
They  can  probably  miniaturize  this  Zon 
Jr.,  make  it  smaller  and  cheaper,  and  then 
everyone  could  have  one,”  he  predicted. 

“I  believe  there  really  can  be  a  cashless 
society,”  Hallenbeck  said.  “They  have 
smart  cards  with  memory,  they  have  debit 
cards  that  send  money  directly  into  an 
account. 

“Of  course,  the  Government  would  love 
it,  because  it  could  control  everything  a  lot 
more  easily,”  he  cautioned.  “I  don't  like 
Big  Brother  looking  over  my  shoulder  all 
the  time.  But  then,  if  you’re  honest,  what 
do  you  have  to  worry  about?”

Auctions  For  The 

LITTLE  CUT 

They  Conduct  Exciting  Coin  Sales  In  Affordable  Price  Ranges

II  you  ever  see  is  this  hype  about 
the  big  shots,”  comments  Chris¬ 
tian  Hubscher.  “And  Joe  Everyman  isn’t 
buying  stuff  from  the  big  shots.  He’s  not 
plunking  down  a  million  bucks  for  a  coin. 
How  much  money  do  you  make  a  year? 
You’re  not  gonna  plop  down  five  years’ 
pay  on  a  coin,  are  you?” 

“Joe  Everyman”  attends  smaller  auc¬ 
tions,  it  appears.  COINage  spoke  to  the 
owners  of  four  of  these  smaller  auction 
companies  the  ones  that  don’t  make 
front-page  news. 

And  just  what  is  “small?”  Christian 
Hubscher  Auctions,  of  Souderton,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  is  run  by  H  ubscher,  an  auctioneer 
himself,  and  his  wife.  Michael  Aron  Rare 
Coins,  of  San  Clemente,  California,  is  run 
by  Aron  and  his  wife.  Tom  Surina  of 


Surina  Auction  Galleries,  Inc.,  of  Mata- 
wan,  New  Jersey,  has  “a  very  part-time” 
partner,  Gary  J.  Hoos.  And  Bruce  Hick¬ 
man  and  Associates,  of  Arlington  Heights, 
Illinois,  consists  of  Hickman,  who  is  an 
auctioneer,  his  wife,  his  coin  grader  and 
Hickman’s  son.  Temporary  help  fills  out 
these  companies’  auction-day  crews. 

The  frequency  of  auctions  among  the 
four  companies  varies  widely.  Both  Surina 
and  H ickman  run  approximately  one  auc¬ 
tion  a  month,  while  Aron  runs  one  every 
other  month  with  a  long  summer  break, 
and  Hubscher  auctions  every  other  week. 
Hickman  anticipates  doubling  his  volume 
quite  soon,  based  on  the  amount  of  mater¬ 
ial  he  is  currently  receiving. 

“East  week  we  decided  to  go  to  Rock¬ 
ford  [alsoj,”  Hickman  says.  “Those  auc¬ 


tions  will  pull  from  Iowa  and  Southern 
Wisconsin.  We're  getting  flooded  with 
material.” 

Hubscher,  Aron  and  Hickman  generally 
see  anywhere  from  80  to  1 50  floor  bidders 
at  their  auctions,  while  Surina  rarely  seats 
more  than  75,  having,  instead,  50  percent 
more  mail  bidders.  Hickman  also  receives 
at  least  twice  as  many  mail  bids  as  floor 
bids.  On  the  other  hand.  Aron  caters 
primarily  to  the  floor  bidder,  and  sees  only 
half  or  three-fourths  as  many  mail  bids. 
Hubscher  generally  sees  the  same  amount 
of  mail  bidders  as  floor  bidders. 

“It  really  depends  on  what  we're  offering 
in  a  given  auction,”  Hubscher  says. 

The  material  each  company  sells  gener¬ 
ally  goes  for  as  little  as  $5,  on  up  to  $5,000. 
Prices  depend  simply  on  what  is  consigned. 
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But,  with  anywhere  from  300  to  1 ,200  lots 
per  auction,  these  four  companies  can 
realize  as  much  as  $1.5  million  in  a  year. 

“Our  bread-and-butter  coins  are  $50  to 
$250,”  Surina  claims.  “Yet  we  have  numer¬ 
ous  bidders  between  the  $500  and  $1,000 
levels.  The  problem  is,  we  don’t  get  that 
many  $500-to-$  1 ,000  coins  consigned.” 

“We  seem  to  be  getting  more  rare  coins 
and  more  gold,”  Hickman  says.  “At  the 
moment,  [we  sell]  somewhere  between 
$40,000  and  $50,000  [per  auction].  We’re 
hoping  to  be  up  to  the  $100,000  mark 
probably  in  the  fall.  We  have  the  goods 
available,  we  just  want  to  be  sure  that  we 
continue  with  the  $25  goods,  as  well  as  get 
into  the  high  end.” 

Chris  Hubscher  was  an  auctioneer  long 
before  he  decided  to  risk  owning  coins  and 
his  own  auction  business.  He  began  by 
holding  business  liquidations,  household 
and  antique  auctions  and  similar  sales. 

“I’ve  been  in  the  auction  business  since 
1976,”  he  relates.  “I  got  started  because  I 
enjoy  it.  It’s  the  opportunity  to  be  the 
center  of  attention  for  an  extended  period 
of  time. 

“The  coins  happened  more  or  less  by 
accident.  We  had  a  large  collection  years 
ago  that  came  in.  After  that  I  got  hooked 
on  the  coins  because,  when  you’re  doing  a 
household  sale,  you’re  wrestling  with  big 
furniture  like  refrigerators.  And  in  a  coin 
auction  you  can  carry  an  entire  auction  in 
a  little  box.” 

Aron  did  not  start  as  an  auctioneer.  Not 
enjoying  running  his  own  coin  store  in 


Granada  Hills,  California,  in  1981,  he 
jumped  at  the  chance  to  fill  the  void  left 
by  friend  Murray  Singer  and  auctioneer 
George  Bennett  when  they  discontinued 
holding  small  rare  coin  auctions  in  Van 
Nuys,  something  they’d  done  since  the 
early  1960s. 

“Our  first  auction  was  in  April  of  ’82,” 
Aron  says.  “We  didn’t  take  over  their 
mailing  lists  or  anything.  I  basically  ran 
the  auction  in  the  same  place  they  had 
conducted  theirs.  Murray  helped  me  out 
with  some  of  the  logistics.  We  [conducted 
ours]  in  a  similar  fashion. 

“On  the  West  Coast,  there’s  really  no 
competition  for  what  we  do,”  he  states. 
“Most  people  with  enough  knowledge  to 
do  a  sale  like  this  could  probably  make 
more  money  going  to  coin  shows,  buying 
and  selling  coins.  But  1  don’t  like  to  travel. 
This  is  ideal  for  me.  I  can  reduce  the 
amount  of  coin  shows  1  do.  It’s  a  lot  of 
detail  work,  and  there  aren’t  many  people 
that  have  enough  knowledge  of  coins  and 
are  able  or  willing  to  do  all  the  details.” 

Surina  started  running  his  auctions  nine 
years  ago,  in  self-defense,  he  says. 

“Many  years  ago  I  consigned  to  an 
auction.  I  got  killed.  I  said,  ‘Well,  I  just 
gotta  get  control  of  this  situation.’  So  I 
started  my  own  auction  company.” 


infrequently — a  place  to  get  consignments 
and  deal  in  coins,  as  well  as  display 
catalogs.  Aron  attends  about  a  dozen 
shows  a  year.  Surina  does  small  one-day 
shows  every  weekend,  and  Hubscher  sets 
up  at  shows  occasionally  on  weekends. 

Various  sources  supply  their  auction 
material.  Most  of  Hubscher’s  lots  come 
from  collectors,  investors,  banks  and  at¬ 
torneys.  Aron’s  consignments  come  from 
people  he’s  met  through  Los  Angeles-area 
coin  club  membership,  having  been  active 
in  both  the  L.A.  and  Glendale  coin  clubs 
in  the  early  1970s.  He  receives  older 
collections  this  way,  and  also  receives 
material  from  dealers  on  a  regular  basis. 

“Dealers  are  missing  out  on  a  valuable 
resource  when  they  don’t  think  about  the 
small  auction,  mainly  because  the  small 
auction  is  available  as  far  as  selling  lower- 
priced  inventory,  and  for  buying  from  the 
private  individual,”  Hubscher  states. 

“Dealers  have  a  better  chance  at  getting 
a  good  price  at  an  auction  than  at  a  show,” 
Aron  affirms.  “Frequently  it’s  material 
that  may  have  been  in  inventory  too  long, 
or  maybe  a  circulated  rare  date  collector 
coin  where  they  may  not  have  a  customer 
for  it.” 

So  what  really  makes  these  companies 
different  from  the  larger  auction  houses? 


Auctions  by  Surina  Auction  Galleries,  Inc.,  rarely  seat  more  than  75  floor  bidders,  having 
instead  50  percent  more  mail  bidders.  After  nearly  four  hours  of  viewing,  auctioneer 
Robert  Cabana  sells  quickly,  approximately  250  lots  an  hour. 


Hickman  became  an  auctioneer  three 
years  ago,  after  a  heart  condition  forced 
him  to  stop  traveling.  Wanting  something 
to  do,  he  decided  to  become  an  auctioneer. 
Hickman  started  auctioning  fine  jewelry, 
primarily  diamond  goods,  based  on  his 
previous  experience  as  a  jewelry  salesman. 
His  first  attempt  at  an  all-coin  auction  was 
a  success,  and  now  he  sells  jewelry  only  a 
couple  of  times  a  year. 

Of  the  four,  only  Surina  holds  down  a 
store. 

“With  the  auction  and  the  coin  shows,” 
Aron  explains,  “there’s  really  no  time  to 
hold  down  a  coin  store.” 

All  but  Hickman  attend  shows,  though 


“The  biggest  glaring  difference  is  that  the 
price  per  lot  and  the  value  for  the  entire  sale 
are  considerably  less,”  Aron  states.  “We 
don't  have  $25,000  coins  in  our  auctions. 

“We  combine  a  lot  of  the  features  of  the 
larger  auctions.  But  we’ve  kept  the  over¬ 
head  down.  We  no  longer  prepare  photo¬ 
graphs  inside  [our  catalog]  for  the  indi¬ 
vidual  lots.  It  became  too  much  time, 
trouble  and  expense.” 

Hubscher  agrees:  “Basically,  Stack’s 
runs  their  auctions  the  same  way  we 
do,  except  they’re  dealing  with  bigger 
numbers.” 

“We’re  small  and  very  regional,”  Surina

says.  “We  can  sell  a  lot  of  lower-priced 
coins.  We  can  sell  a  lot  for  $40  and  make  a 
profit,  where  Stack’s  and  Superior  cannot, 
just  based  on  their  overhead.  And  we’re 
friendly.  1  had  a  customer  who  went  to 
Stack’s  to  view  an  auction.  Their  front 
window  was  all  gold  coins,  like  four  or  five 
hundred  foreign  gold  coins,  laid  out  on 
something  like  a  kelly-green  velvet.  [I 
have]  nothing  against  Stack’s,  but  the 
plushness  of  the  Stack’s  operation  intimi¬ 
dated  him,  and  he  never  went  in  the  door.” 

Another  major  difference  is  the  time 
between  when  an  owner  consigns  an  item 
for  auction  and  actually  is  paid. 

“We  put  out  a  tabloid  newspaper-type 
catalog,  mainly  because  we’re  helping  our 
consignors  work  with  speed,”  Hubscher 
states.  “They  don’t  have  to  consign  with  us 
six  months  ahead  of  time  to  get  through  an 
auction.  They  can  get  through  one  of  our 
auctions  in  as  little  as  three  weeks.” 

Surina  also  claims  a  limited  turnaround 
time. 

“You  give  me  the  coins,  they’re  sold  and 
you’re  paid  in  two  and  a  half  months,”  he 
says.  “That’s  because  we  believe  in  long 
viewing — we  view  two  and  a  half  weeks 
before  each  auction.  We  start  viewing  in 
the  store  here.  People  look  and  study  and 
reexamine.  There’s  a  lot  of  good  coin  talk. 
The  more  people  see  the  coin,  the  higher 
the  price  is.” 

All  four  owners  put  together  catalogs 
for  each  of  their  auctions  single-handedly. 
These  catalogs  describe  lots’ contents,  but 
don’t  include  pictures,  for  the  reasons  cited 
above  by  Aron.  But  before  cataloging,  all 
four  grade  the  coins  that  are  consigned.  In 
most  cases,  they  either  do  this  themselves 
or  have  a  partner  who  does. 

“I  personally  catalog  and  grade  every 
lot,”  Hubscher  states.  “This  way — good, 
bad  or  indifferent — at  least  it’s  consistent.” 

“On  the  raw  coins,  there  could  be  a 
difference  of  opinion  on  grade,”  Aron 
says.  “We  want  people  to  look  over  the 
material  and  be  happy  with  what  they’re 
looking  at  and  not  just  take  our  description 
as  law.” 

A  prerequisite  to  accepting  consign¬ 
ments  for  these  companies  is  that  the 
consignor  agree  on  value  and  grade  with 
the  auction  house.  Says  Surina,  “If  the 
consignor  insists  on  a  grade  higher,  I  don’t 
want  the  coin.” 

Certified  coins  are  met  with  mixed 
reactions. 

“We  do  auction  certified  coins,”  Hub¬ 
scher  says.  “They  make  it  easier  for  us. 
because  our  policy  on  certified  coins  is  we 
don’t  accept  returns.” 

“We  specialize  in  raw  coins,”  Aron  says. 
“I  would  say  the  majority  is  still  noncerti- 
fied.  It  is  difficult  to  bid  on  coins  without 
looking  at  them.  So  that's  why  we  Ye 
catered  the  auction  a  bit  more  to  the  floor 
bidder.  However,  certified  coins  make  it 
easier  to  buy  coins  sight  unseen.

“This  type  of  auction  is  an  ideal  medium 
for  selling  better-date  rare  circulated  ma¬ 
terial  that  may  not  be  worth  thousands  of 
dollars,  but  is  genuinely  scarce— and  that 
type  of  material  is  rarely  certified.  If  you 
have  a  rare-date  seated  quarter  in  good, 
that’s  not  something  that’s  going  to  be 
certified.’’ 

“I  have  not  had  the  luck  with  certified 
coins  that  a  lot  of  people  have  had,” 
Hickman  states.  “I’ve  reduced  the  number 
of  slabs,  because  I  don’t  find  that  people 
are  as  receptive  to  them  as  I’m  led  to 
believe.  99  and  44/ 100  percent  of  the  mail 
bids  I  get  are  not  on  slabbed  goods.” 

Each  company’s  auctions  are  run  alike. 
Hubscher  has  been  holding  auctions  at  the 
same  Holiday  Inn  in  Philadelphia  for  the 
last  eleven  years.  Bidders  are  allowed  to 
view  the  lots  before  and  during  the  auction. 

“We  offer  everything  in  one  room,”  he 
says.  “We  don’t  have  a  viewing  area  and 
then  hustle  you  off  into  another  room  to 
do  the  auction.  You  can  actually  examine 
the  item  as  you’re  bidding  on  it.  We  do 
about  200  lots  an  hour.  We  have  a  sale 
coming  up  this  weekend  with  1,200  and 
some-odd  lots.  We’ll  sell  them  over  a  two- 
day  period.” 

Aron  holds  his  auctions  at  the  Van  Nuys 
Masonic  Hall. 

“We  get  people  who’ll  come  by  for  lunch 
and  then  leave,”  he  laughs.  “But  it’s  a 
small-time  thing  and,  even  though  we  run 
it  on  a  professional  level,  we  get  people 
that  will  buy  one  coin  for  $  1 0  and  that  will 
be  it.” 

Surina’s  auctions  are  held  about  a  block 
from  his  coin  store  in  Matawan.  About 
four  hours  of  viewing  are  followed  by  fast- 
paced  bidding  opened  up  by  Surina,  who 
represents  the  mail  bidders.  Bidding  for 
each  lot  is  then  taken  over  by  the  auc¬ 
tioneer.  This  exchange  apparently  is  more 
difficult  than  it  sounds. 

“I  had  a  country  auctioneer  up  in  Gettys¬ 
burg,”  Surina  relates.  “He  would  talk  to 
the  people.  He’d  have  a  bid  of  25,  he 
wanted  27.50,  he  gets  27.50.  Now,  before 
he  calls  for  30,  he  tells  the  people  in  the 
front  row  to  please  keep  quiet,  he  needs  30 
dollars.  ...Well,  in  the  middle  of  one  of  his 
calls,  he  says  to  me,  ‘We  could  never  be 
rock  and  roll  singers.’  We  just  couldn’t  get 
in  sync — I’d  try  to  open  up  the  lot  and  he’d 
be  talking,  he’d  be  waiting  for  me.  I’d  be 
waiting  for  him  ...” 

Hickman’s  Chicago-area  auctions  are 
held  at  the  Oakbrook  Marriott  in  Oak- 
brook,  Illinois.  After  a  viewing  period  of 
three  hours,  auctions  run  up  to  five  hours. 

“We’re  talking  about  some  extended 
auctions,”  Hickman  laughs.  “I  sell  perhaps 
100  lots  an  hour.  I’m  not  a  fast  talker. 
Years  ago  1  was  a  newscaster,  so  I’m 
probably  more  interested  in  my  diction.  1 
couldn’t  be  a  cattle  auctioneer.”  he  adds.

plains.  “And  the  ones  that  aren’t  we  give  a 
quick  idea  of  what  they  should  do,  and 
how  to  bid  and  so  on.  They  don’t  have  to 
be  experienced  auction  buyers.  They  don’t 
have  to  worry  about  scratching  their  noses. 
I  answer  questions — the  only  stupid  ques¬ 
tion  is  the  one  not  asked. 

“Some  are  scared  to  death  of  putting 
their  coins  in  an  auction,”  Hubscher  con¬ 
tinues.  “So  we  deal  with  them  any  way 
they  want  to  go.  People  will  come  in  with  a 
collection  of  coins,  but  say,  i  don’t  want  to 
auction  them.’ So  we’ll  buy  them  and  then 
put  them  in  auction.  Sometimes  [those 
people]  like  the  idea  of  taking  the  money 
and  running. 

“We’re  dealing  with  people  that  want  to 
buy  coins  and  people  that  want  to  sell 
coins,”  Hubscher  emphasizes.  “We’re  not 
putting  on  a  big  coin  parade. 

“I’ve  noticed,  at  the  big  sales,  you’ll  see 
one  of  these  awesome  items  go  from 
auction  to  auction  to  auction.  It’s  at 
Stack’s  this  week,  it’s  at  Bowers  six  months 
later,  then  it  shows  up  at  Superior.  Come 
on!  Why  doesn’t  somebody  buy  this  thing 
and  put  it  away?” 

These  smaller  auctions  are  successful, 
and  seem  to  fulfill  a  specific  need  in  the 
market.  For  example,  a  buyer  at  one  of 
Aron’s  auctions  once  took  home  about  40 
silver  dollars  for  $500.  He  extracted  the 
two  he  needed  for  his  collection  and 
reconsigned  the  balance  of  the  original  lot 
six  months  later.  It  sold  for  $550. 

“We’ve  found  the  key  is  accurate  grad¬ 
ing  and  a  wide  variety  each  month,” 
Surina  claims. 

“There’s  nobody  else  running  a  monthly 
coin  auction  in  the  greater  Chicago  area,” 
Hickman  says.  “Apparently  there  is  a  need 
or  desire. 

“They  had  Auction  *89  here — four  ses¬ 
sions,  500  lots  each,”  he  recalls.  “It  was 
around  a  $20  million  auction.  1  could  run 
on  the  same  day  and  I  wouldn’t  run  any 
competition.  The  odd  part  is,  1  draw 
bigger  crowds  than  they  have.  But  then  the 
people  don’t  do  the  dollar  volume  with  me 
that  they  do  with  them,”  he  laughs. 

“You  need  to  have  all  three  components 
— dealer,  investor  and  collector — to  really 
have  a  successful  auction,”  Aron  states. 
“Certain  coins  appeal  to  collectors,  certain 
coins  appeal  to  investors,  and  dealers  are 
there  to  buy  the  things  that  go  too  cheap.” 

These  auctions  aren’t  glamorous  and 
don’t  make  newspaper  headlines.  But  they 
point  to  the  fact  that  many  more  people 
than  just  those  buying  and  selling  in  the 
large,  record-breaking  auctions  want  to 
buy  coins  at  reasonable  prices  and  sell 
others  at  a  reasonable  profit. 

“There  really  is  no  ’wildest  dreams'  in 
coins,”  Hubscher  says.  “It  seems  like  coins 
are  going  to  bring  so  much  and  that's  it, 
unless  you  have  one  of  these  great  rarities 
that  the  major  auction  companies  sell.  The 
sort  of  thing  we  sell,  everything  is  more  or 
less  predictable."

culation,  nor  would  its  .4(X)-fine  successor. 

Normal  wear  and  tear,  the  passage  of 
time  and  the  diligence  of  the  increasingly 
large  number  of  coin  collectors  left  only 
Lincoln  cents  and  Jefferson  nickels  in  use 
among  the  lowest  denominations,  leading 
to  the  design  stagnation  of  the  present. 

With  enough  planning  and  care,  today’s 
coinage  could  be  revamped  into  a  rational 
and  coherent  system.  A  smaller  bronze 
cent  could  be  introduced,  perhaps  with  a 
distinctive  multisided  planchet  such  as 
that  adopted  by  Canada.  A  bronze  cent 
roughly  the  size  of  the  present  dime  could 
be  cheaply  produced,  freeing  the  United 
States  from  the  present  Third  World-style 
zinc  cent. 

New  five-cent  pieces,  dimes  and  25-  and 
50-cent  pieces  could  follow  in  graduated 
sizes,  with  or  without  distinctive  shapes.  1  n 
this  process,  the  feasibility  of  a  15-cent 
coin  could  be  examined — a  move  that  has 
often  been  suggested.  A  new  small-size 
circulating  dollar  coin  could  be  patterned 
after  Canada’s  highly  successful  aureate- 
nickel,  11-sided  Loon  dollar.  Here,  the 
shape  and  color  would  be  critical,  as  the 
1979  SB  A  fiasco  proved. 

This  changeover  should  be  planned  in 
cooperation  with  a  carefully  selected 
citizens’  panel  including  retailers,  bankers 
and  others  who  handle  coins  on  a  mass 
scale.  A  carefully  arranged  public  educa¬ 
tion  and  awareness  program  could  assure 
a  smooth  transition. 

After  adequate  quantities  of  the  new 
coins  were  produced,  stockpiled  in  selected 
centers  and  released  into  circulation,  stead¬ 
ily  withdrawn  older  coins  could  become  a 
reservoir  of  metal  to  be  used  for  produc¬ 
tion  of  their  successors. 

An  outcry  from  the  vending  machine 
industry  must  be  expected.  In  the  past,  the 
Mint  has  gone  to  the  most  absurd  lengths 
to  satisfy  the  demands  of  this  single  indus¬ 
try,  giving  greater  attention  to  its  needs 
and  immoderate  demands  than  to  the 
needs  of  the  tax-paying  public.  Recalling 
the  vendors’ total  lack  of  cooperation  with 
the  SBA  dollar,  a  coin  created  largely  for 
their  selfish  benefit,  Americans  may  be 
excused  for  saying  “Enough!”  to  this  clam¬ 
orous  special-interest  group. 

If  it  were  really  necessary,  tax  breaks  or 
other  incentives  could  be  devised  to  ease 
this  industry’s  transition  to  the  new  coinage 
—but  only  as  an  act  of  grace  by  the 
Treasury,  not  as  a  continuation  of  the 
unfair  favoritism  shown  the  vendors  in  the 
past. 

The  result  of  this  proposed  transition 
would  be  a  thoroughly  rational,  harmo¬ 
nious  coinage,  easier  to  use  and  cheaper  to 
produce,  sparkling  with  new  designs  and 
evidence  of  America’s  world-class  tech¬ 
nology. 

Taken  in  the  historical  context  demon¬ 
strated  in  this  article,  the  new  coins  would 
be  a  logical  extension  of  the  preceding  tw  o 
centuries  of  continued  change.

ounterfeiting  was  rampant  and  an 
objective  means  of  determining 
whether  a  coin  was  good  or  bogus  was 
hard  to  come  by.  There  were  also  the  usual 
disagreements  about  grading  of  coins  that 
lacked  the  imprimatur  of  an  impartial 
third  party. 

Prodded  by  these  problems,  and  with  a 
ray  of  hope  that  they  could  be  solved,  the 
American  Numismatic  Authentication 
Trust  (ANAT) — forerunner  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Numismatic  Association  Certification 
Service  (ANACS) — was  born  18  years  ago 
this  June  22. 

Coming  of  age  is  often  a  painful  exper¬ 
ience.  Real  and  imagined  controversies, 
and  all  of  the  problems  associated  with 
adolescence,  are  often  magnified  out  of 
proportion,  especially  by  those  too  close 
to  take  an  objective  view. 

As  ANACS  comes  of  age  and  enters  its 
19th  year  of  existence,  controversies  and 
problems  are  unlikely  to  be  left  behind. 
Yet,  it  has  been  a  resounding  success  in 
helping  to  stamp  out  a  major  problem 
with  counterfeit  coins. 

Moreover,  it  helped  author  and  pub¬ 
lished  the  first  grading  guide  to  offer  step- 
by-step  analysis  of  all  coin  grades  (includ¬ 
ing  uncirculated),  and  even  details  on  how 
to  describe  gradations  of  proof  coinage. 

What’s  more,  it  pioneered  the  use  of 
certification,  in  which  a  coin’s  condition  is 
fully  and  accurately  described  on  a  photo 
certificate.  Still  later,  it  perfected  a  plastic 
capsule  to  hold  a  coin  that  has  been 
authenticated  and  graded — conceded  by 
even  competitors  to  be  among  the  best  in 
the  industry. 

ANACS  is  more  than  just  a  grading 
service.  It  is  the  soul  of  contemporary 
numismatics  and  the  goal  to  retain  educa¬ 
tion  and  collecting,  rather  than  concentrat¬ 
ing  fully  on  buying  and  selling  coins  for 

Now  18  years  old,  The  American 
Numismatic  Association  Certification 
Service  has  helped  to  control 
counterfeiting,  published  the  first 
grading  guide  offering  step-by-step 
analysis  of  all  coin  grades,  and 
pioneered  the  use  of  certification. 


investment. 

It  remains  the  only  service  that  will  offer 
an  opinion  as  to  the  grade  of  any  coin 
submitted  to  it — recognizing  even  a  coin 
that  shows  some  microscopic  evidence  of 
cleaning  (hairlines)  or  of  chemical  attack 
(PVC  damage  to  the  surface). 

At  present,  ANACS  does  not  encapsu¬ 
late  such  coins;  none  of  the  other  major 
grading  services  do,  either.  But  ANACS, 
as  the  only  service  to  have  published 
written  standards  for  how  it  views  grades 
from  about  good  (AG-3)  to  the  best  of  un¬ 
circulated  coins  (MS-70),  seems  to  spir¬ 
itually  understand  that  every  coin  has  a 
grade. 

This  has  extraordinary  educational 
value  to  a  collector — or,  for  that  matter,  to 
any  user  of  ANACS  services,  for  ANACS 
is  precise  as  to  why  a  coin  did  not  make  a 
particular  grade,  or  what  its  grade  is, 
despite  environmental  damage  or  some 
other  perceived  flaw. 

For  example,  if  a  proof  coin  has  very 
fine  hairlines,  resulting  from  friction-type 
cleaning  or  drying,  or  even  rubbing  after 
dipping,  they  are  sometimes  visible  under 
4-power  magnification  even  though  they 
most  likely  will  not  be  visible  to  the 
unaided  eye. 

Official  ANA  Grading  Standards  for 
U.S.  Coins  (Third  edition,  1987)  terms 
such  a  coin  Proof-65 — and  even  if  the  coin 
was  not  encapsulated  because  of  a  percep¬ 
tion  that  it  had  been  cleaned,  it  would  still 
be  graded,  and  the  owner  would  be  told  of

June  22, 1972,  was  the  day  that  ANACS 
opened  the  doors  at  its  headquarters,  then 
located  in  Washington,  D.C.,  so  that  it 
could  have  access  to  the  spectacular  coun¬ 
terfeit  collection  of  the  Treasury  Depart¬ 
ment’s  U.S.  Mint  laboratories  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institution’s  unparalleled  nu¬ 
mismatic  collection. 

Charles  R.  Hoskins  was  named  director, 
and  Francis  F.  (“Skip”)  Fazzari  was  among 
the  first  of  the  authenticators— for  the 
original  purpose  of  ANACS  was  to  end 
the  scourge  of  counterfeit  coins  then  per¬ 
meating  the  coin  field. 

Virgil  Hancock  of  Bellaire,  Texas,  was 
one  of  the  prime  movers  behind  the  fund¬ 
raising  for  ANAT,  and  the  funds  were  put 
to  good  use  as  high-tech  equipment  was 
acquired  to  help  distinguish  high-quality 
counterfeits,  which  many  believed  were 
coming  from  the  Middle  East. 

The  following  year,  1973,  saw  passage 
of  the  Hobby  Protection  Act,  which  re¬ 
quired  copies  of  numismatic  items  to  be 
labeled.  The  legislation  was  passed  after 
informal  but  nonetheless  heavy  lobbying 
efforts  by  Hancock  and  many  concerned 
numismatists.  And,  by  decade’s  end, 
whether  because  of  ANACS,  the  Hobby 
Protection  Act  or  civil  war  in  Lebanon, 
the  counterfeiting  problem  had  been  sub¬ 
stantially  reduced. 

When  Hancock  became  ANA  president 
in  1975,  he  pushed  strongly  for  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  actual  grading  standards  of 
U.S.  coins,  perhaps  recalling  something 
written  more  than  60  years  earlier  in  The 
Numismatist,  the  ANA’s  official  monthly 
journal. 

In  February  1913.C.E.  Bunnell  of  Roch¬ 
ester,  New  York,  wrote:  “It  is  very  im¬ 
portant  to  members  of  the  ANA  that 
the  Board  of  Governors  take  some  stand 
with  reference  to  issuing  some  kind  of 
statement  classifying  coins  so  that  all 
dealers  that  catalogue  and  sell  coins  ... 
must  use  the  same  classification.” 

And  so,  in  1977,  it  came  to  pass  that  the 
very  first  Official  ANA  Grading  Guide  to 
U.S.  Coins  was  published — and  on  March 
1,  1979,  ANACS  began  to  offer  a  grading 
opinion  on  U.S.  coins  for  a  fee.  In  1987, 
foreign  and  ancient  coins  were  added  to 
the  list. 

Through  the  years,  ANACS  was  plagued 
with  perceptions  of  inconsistency,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  crucial  range  of  grading  be¬ 
tween  MS-63  and  MS-65.  When  the  mar¬ 
ket  itself  changed  standards  in  the  middle 
of  the  decade  of  the  Eighties,  ANACS 
likewise  was  handicapped  by  a  failure  to 
exert  leadership. 

As  a  result,  the  ANA's  own  Board  of 
Governors  in  1986  issued  this  statement: 
“When  the  ANA  Official  Grading  Stan¬ 
dards  for  United  States  Coins  hook  was 
published  in  1978,  it  represented  a  new 
grading  system,  previously  untried."

BULLION  ALTERNATIVES 
U.S.  Silver  Coinage 

Silver  coins  jingled  routinely  in  Ameri¬ 
cans’  pockets  and  purses  from  the  1790s 
right  through  the  1960s.  By  the  mid-1960s, 
however,  the  price  of  silver  bullion  had 
risen  to  the  point  where  silver  U.S.  coins 
were  starting  to  be  worth  more  as  metal 
than  as  money.  In  1965  the  U.S.  Mint 
started  making  silverless  quarters  and 
dimes  (composed  of  a  copper-nickel  alloy 
bonded  to  a  core  of  pure  copper)  and 
reduced  the  silver  content  of  the  Kennedy 
half  dollar  from  90  to  40  percent.  In  1971 
the  half  dollar  lost  its  remaining  silver. 

Since  then  the  Mint'  has  issued  a  number 
of  coins  containing  silver,  but  not  for  use 
in  circulation.  All  have  been  made  for  sale 
at  a  premium,  either  as  commemoratives, 
as  bullion  coins,  or  as  special  collector 
issues. 

Silver  Bullion  Coins 

The  one-ounce  silver  American  Eagle 
was  introduced  in  1986,  around  the  same 
time  as  the  gold  American  Eagle.  Typi¬ 
cally,  retail  dealers  sell  it  for  a  markup  of 
about  $  1 .50  over  the  “spot”  price  of  silver. 
Thus  with  silver  bullion  at  $6  an  ounce,  a 
silver  Eagle  would  cost  about  $7.50.  Most 
dealers  offer  discounts  for  bulk  purchases. 

A  $1.50  surcharge  on  $6  worth  of  silver 
represents  a  premium  of  25  percent.  As  I 
noted  earlier,  this  is  relatively  high  because 
the  base  value  of  the  metal  itself  is  so  small. 
If  silver  bullion  were  to  double  in  value  to 
$12  an  ounce,  the  dollar  amount  of  the 
surcharge  might  well  remain  the  same;  in 
that  case  it  would  be  just  12.5  percent  of 
the  bullion  value. 

The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  recently  un¬ 
veiled  a  new  one-ounce  silver  Maple  Leaf. 
This  has  a  face  value  of  $5,  which  is  not 
much  less  than  its  current  value  as  bullion. 
In  effect  that  becomes  the  floor:  the  small¬ 
est  amount  the  coin  will  ever  be  worth. 

Platinum  Bullion  Coins 

Although  most  bullion  coins  continue 
to  feature  gold  or  silver,  recently  platinum 
has  emerged  as  an  increasingly  visible — 
and  perhaps  even  viable — alternative. 

In  1988,  Australia  and  Canada  both 
introduced  platinum  bullion  coins:  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  Koala  and  Canada’s  platinum 
Maple  Leaf.  These  are  the  first  platinum 
bullion  coins  to  be  issued  by  any  major 
nation  on  a  high-volume  basis,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  Johnson  Matthey,  a  leading  supplier 
and  fabricator  of  precious  metal  products, 
recently  introduced  a  one-ounce  platinum 
medal  intended  to  appeal  to  the  same  basic 
buyers.  It’s  called  the  Platinum  Dragon. 

Historically,  platinum  has  been  costlier 
than  gold  under  normal  conditions.  In 
December  1988,  however,  the  platinum 
bullion  market  was  plunged  into  turmoil 
when  Ford  Motor  Company  announced  it 
had  found  a  way  to  manufacture  catalytic 


converters  without  the  use  of  platinum, 
which  formerly  had  been  a  critical  com¬ 
ponent  of  those  devices.  Overnight  the 
price  of  platinum  plummeted  as  much  as 
$100  an  ounce  on  some  markets. 

Platinum  value  has  tended  to  swing 
more  widely  than  that  of  gold,  and  analysts 
suggest  that  this  will  make  platinum  bul¬ 
lion  coins  more  appealing  to  investors  who 
like  “action. ’’The  gold  market’s  prolonged 
sluggishness  during  the  last  few  years  has 
been  viewed  as  a  serious  drawback  for 
gold  bullion  coins. 

On  the  negative  side,  platinum  is  rela¬ 
tively  dull  in  appearance,  less  aesthetically 
pleasing  than  gold.  And,  as  I  noted, 
normally  it  is  costlier. 

Those  producing  the  platinum  bullion 
pieces  see  them  not  so  much  replacing  as 
supplementing  gold  bullion.  “These  give 
investors  another  convenient  option,”  said 
Neil  Carson,  Johnson  Matthey’s  U.S.  mar¬ 
keting  manager  for  investment  products. 
“We  expect  that  most  will  buy  platinum  in 
addition  to  gold,  not  instead  of  it.” 

Ingots,  Bars,  and  Rounds 

Privately  produced  ingots,  bars,  and 
rounds  (round,  coin-shaped  pieces)  offer 
investors  still  another  way  to  obtain  pre¬ 
cious  metal  in  convenient,  portable  form. 
Firms  such  as  Johnson  Matthey,  Engel¬ 
hard  Industries,  and  the  Sunshine  Bullion 
Company  fabricate  these  items  in  a  variety 
of  precious  metals  and  sizes. 

Because  of  the  metals’  high  intrinsic 
value,  one-ounce  bars  and  rounds  are  by 
far  the  biggest  sellers  for  gold  and  plati¬ 
num.  One-ounce  silver  bars  and  rounds 
are  popular  as  well,  but  10-ounce,  100- 
ounce,  and  even  1 ,000-ounce  silver  ingots 
also  enjoy  brisk  sales.  With  gold  at  $400  an 
ounce  and  silver  at  $6  (the  approximate 
market  levels  as  of  January  1989),  a  100- 
ounce  silver  ingot  would  cost  only  about 
50  percent  more  than  a  one-ounce  gold 
bar,  round,  or  coin. 

Premiums  on  privately  made  bullion 
items  vary  according  to  company,  metal, 
and  size.  As  with  bullion  coins,  the  percen¬ 
tages  are  smaller  on  higher-value  pieces. 
On  Sunshine  silver  items,  for  example,  a 
buyer  might  expect  to  pay  premiums  over 
the  spot  price  of  silver  of  85  cents  an  ounce 
for  a  one-ounce  round,  75  cents  an  ounce 
for  a  10-ounce  bar,  55  cents  an  ounce  for  a 
1 00-ounce  bar,  and  29  cents  an  ounce  for  a 
1,000-ounce  bar.

sellers  as  having  a  numismatic  (or  “semi- 
numismatic”)  aspect  as  well.  That’s  be¬ 
cause  the  China  Mint  has  held  down  their 
mintages,  even  in  the  face  of  rising  demand. 

Proof  Bullion  Coins 

A  number  of  bullion  coins  are  struck  in 
special  “proof’  editions  for  sale  at  height¬ 
ened  premiums  to  collectors.  This  is  the 
case,  for  instance,  with  the  gold  and  silver 
American  Eagles,  the  Britannia  and  the 
Nugget. 

A  proof  is  a-  specimen  coin  made  by 
taking  highly  polished  planchets,  or  coin 
blanks,  and  striking  them  two  or  more 
times  with  highly  polished  dies  so  that 
every  detail  is  enhanced.  Present-day 
proofs  typically  have  reflective  “mirror” 
surfaces,  and  the  raised  portions  of  their 
designs  often  have  an  attractive  frosted 
appearance. 

Proof  bullion  coins  are  widely  viewed  as 
collectibles,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
prices  by  government  mints.  The  proof 
one-ounce  silver  Eagle,  for  example,  has 
been  issued  by  the  U.S.  Mint  at  prices 
ranging  from  $21  to  $23  apiece.  By  con¬ 
trast,  the  regular  silver  Eagle  could  have 
been  purchased  for  less  than  half  that 
amount. 

I  advise  against  purchasing  proof  bul¬ 
lion  coins  directly  from  the  mints  at  their 
issue  price.  The  gold  American  Eagles,  in 
particular,  tend  to  fall  significantly  below 
their  issue  price  in  the  resale  market  once 
the  official  ordering  period  is  over.  Thus  it 
makes  sense  to  wait  a  while  and  buy  them 
from  a  coin  dealer  after  the  initial  excite¬ 
ment  dies  down.  I  do  recommend  buying 
these  proofs  if  they  can  be  acquired 
for  reasonable  premiums — premiums  not 
much  higher  than  those  of  their  ordinary, 
nonproof  counterparts.  They’re  extremely 
attractive  and  desirable — at  the  right  price. 

Bullion-Related  Numismatic  Coins 

Just  as  some  bullion  coins  have  an 
overlay  of  numismatic  appeal,  certain 
numismatic  coins  have  bullion-related  as¬ 
pects.  Among  the  most  commonly  traded 
of  these  are  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles 
in  circulated  grades  such  as  very  fine  (VF), 
extrememly  fine  (XF)  and  about  uncircu¬ 
lated  (AU). 

In  one  sense,  these  really  are  bullion 
coins.  Their  value  fluctuates  in  direct 
proportion  to  the  value  of  the  gold  they 
contain  (96.75  percent  of  an  ounce).  On 
another  level,  though,  they  sometimes 
have  unusual  potential  as  collectibles.  At 
present,  you  can  obtain  VF  or  XF  exam¬ 
ples  of  certain  scarcer-date  double  eagles 
for  prices  not  much  higher  than  bullion 
levels.  In  my  opinion  these  are  incredible 
bargains,  tremendous  opportunities  for 
the  knowledgeable  buyer. 

At  this  writing,  gold  is  just  slightly 
above  $400  an  ounce  and  circulated  Saint- 
Gaudens  double  eagles  can  be  had  for 
about  $450.  These  are  numismatic  coins,

In  cases  where  the  premium  is  just  a  bit 
higher  than  15  percent,  a  buyer  gets  a 
bonus:  Although  the  price  is  still  very  close 
to  the  bullion  level,  the  coin  is  exempt 
from  Internal  Revenue  Service  reporting 
requirements. 

GOVERNMENT  REPORTING 

REQUIREMENTS 

Investors’  enthusiasm  for  bullion  coins 
has  been  dampened  somewhat  in  recent 
years  by  stringent  reporting  requirements 
imposed  during  the  early  to  mid-1980s. 
Most  pervasive  of  these  is  the  rule  requir¬ 
ing  coin  and  bullion  dealers  to  submit 
reports  to  the  IRS  whenever  they  purchase 
certain  forms  of  bullion,  including  bullion 
coins.  This  rule  is  subject  to  differing 
interpretations.  The  reports  must  be  trans¬ 
mitted  almost  immediately  by  magnetic 
media.  In  some  states  there  are  further 
local  regulations  governing  certain  bullion- 
related  transactions.  We  have  even  seen 
proposals  that  would  force  buyers  and 
sellers  of  precious  metals  to  submit  a  right 
thumbprint  as  part  of  their  proof  of 
identification. 

While  it  has  hurt  bullion  sales,  this  rash 
of  reporting  requirements  has  benefited 
the  rare  coin  market.  It  has  caused  many 
investors  to  shift  from  buying  gold  and 
other  precious  metals  to  buying  numis¬ 
matic  coins  instead.  These  are  not  subject 
to  the  IRS  reporting  rules  and  thus  provide 
far  greater  privacy. 

The  Industry  Council  for  Tangible 
Assets,  a  trade  association  based  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.,  has  done  extensive  research 
on  reporting  requirements.  ICTA  has  dis¬ 
tributed  the  following  policy  statement  to 
its  members. 

Summary  and  Explanation  of  the  IRS 
Broker  Reporting  Regulations  as  Applied 
to  Bullion  and  Coins 

•  Current  Requirements  (in  effect  since 
July  1,  1983) 

Any  purchase  by  a  dealer  from  a  non¬ 
corporate  customer/ seller  of  a  physical 
commodity  is  reportable  to  the  IRS  on 
Form  1099B.  Sales  by  a  dealer  to  a 
customer  are  not  reportable.  Any  type  of 
property  approved  by  the  CFTC  for  fu¬ 
tures  contract  trading  is  a  commodity 
subject  to  the  reporting  requirement.  Gold 
and  silver  bullion  remain  approved  by  the 
CFTC  and  thus  fall  within  the  broker 
reporting  requirement.  Dealers  are  requir¬ 
ed  to  send  copies  of  the  reporting  forms  for 
a  year  to  the  customer  by  the  end  of 
January  following  each  calendar  year,  and 
to  the  IRS  by  the  end  of  February  follow¬ 
ing  each  calendar  year.  The  IRS  takes  the 
position  that  any  person  or  firm  regularly 
engaged  in  selling  coins  or  bullion  to  the 
public  is  a  “dealer”  for  purposes  of  these 
rules. 

•  Current  Coverage  of  Specific  Kinds  of

become  covered  only  if  the  CFTC  has 
approved  futures  contract  trading  in  the 
coins.  In  December  1983  the  CFTC  ap¬ 
proved  such  trading  in  South  African 
Krugerrands,  Canadian  Maple  Leafs  and 
Mexican  one-ounce  coins.  Therefore,  at 
the  present  time  dealer  purchases  of  these 
coins  are  reportable  transactions  under 
the  regulation.  Further,  some  years  ago 
the  CFTC  approved  futures  trading  in 
bags  of  U.S.  silver  coins.  While  such 
futures  contracts  are  not  now  approved 
for  trading  because  more  than  three  years 
have  passed  since  trades  in  them  occurred, 
the  IRS  takes  the  position  that  all  dealer 
purchases  of  U.S.  silver  coins  are  report- 
able.  Under  the  existing  regulation  trans¬ 
actions  in  coins  (whether  or  not  “numis¬ 
matic”)  other  than  the  Krugerrand,  Maple 
Leaf,  Mexican  one-ounce  and  U.S.  silver 
coins  are  not  subject  to  reporting.  In  a 
press  release  dated  June  8,  1984,  the  IRS 
formally  announced  its  position  regarding 
transactions  in  particular  coins  as  describ¬ 
ed  above,  and  stated  that  the  reporting 
requirement  applies  to  the  purchase  of  any 
quantity  of  such  coins,  including  a  single 
coin. 

•  IRS  Clarification:  IRS  Private  Letter 
Ruling  Issued  on  October  4,  1984 

The  IRS  issued  a  private  letter  ruling  to 
a  coin  dealer  (made  public  on  January  30, 
1985)  in  which  it  ruled  that  transactions  in 
commodities  covered  by  the  outstanding 
broker  reporting  regulations  are  report- 
able  irrespective  of  the  quantity  sold,  and 
even  if  the  quantity  varies  from  the  quan¬ 
tity  approved  by  the  CFTC  for  futures 
contract  trading.  In  particular  the  IRS 
ruled  that  purchases  of  bullion  in  units  less 
than  the  amount  approved  for  CFTC 
trading  are  reportable. 

•  Magnetic  Tape  Reporting 

Dealers  are  generally  required  to  make 
the  reports  under  Section  6045  on  mag¬ 
netic  media  rather  than  on  Form  1099s. 
Alternatively,  the  IRS  may  permit  a  dealer 
to  file  Form  1099s  if  the  dealer  shows 
“undue  hardship”  on  an  application  filed 
with  the  appropriate  IRS  Center.  No 
generally  prescribed  form  is  used  for  this 
purpose,  which  may  be  done  by  letter,  nor 
is  there  any  official  guidance  as  to  what 
constitutes  “hardship.”  Further,  the  regu¬ 
lation  does  not  state  how  long  a  hardship 
exception  will  apply  once  it  is  granted.  The 
regulation  declares  that  hardship  applica¬ 
tions  by  existing  dealers  were  to  be  filed  by 
September  15,  1983,  while  a  person  who 
thereafter  becomes  a  dealer  must  file  a 
hardship  application  by  the  end  of  the 
second  month  in  which  he  becomes  a 
dealer  subject  to  the  reporting  rules. 
Further,  the  I RS  regulation  states  that  if  a 
timely  hardship  request  is  filed  by  a  dealer, 
the  magnetic  media  first  applies  to  him  for 
the  first  reporting  period  typically  a  year 

that  begins  after  the  hardship  request  is 
denied. 


•  Proposed  IRS  Regulations  Regarding 
Coins  and  Precious  Metals  Not  Yet  in 
Effect 

On  January  8,  1984,  the  IRS  published 
proposed  amendments  to  the  broker  re¬ 
porting  regulations.  These  proposals  are 
not  yet  in  effect.  The  amendments  seek  to 
clarify  the  applicability  of  the  reporting 
requirement  to  coins,  precious  metals  and 
other  types  of  physical  property.  Under 
the  proposed  regulations  property  that  in 
p<irt  is  made  up  of  a  reportable  commodity 
(such  as  gold  or  silver)  is  reportable  if  its 
sales  price  is  no  more  than  15  percent 
greater  than  the  value  of  the  commodity 
content.  For  example,  a  gold  coin  or  gold 
chain  that  sells  for  more  than  1 5  percent  of 
the  value  of  the  gold  content  is  not  a  com¬ 
modity  covered  by  the  regulations.  These 
proposed  regulations  remain  in  proposed 
form  and  will  not  become  effective  until 
published  by  the  IRS  in  final  form.  How¬ 
ever,  the  existing  rules  remain  fully  in 
effect  while  these  proposals  are  outstand¬ 
ing. 

•  ICTA  Arguments 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ments  described  in  item  5  above,  ICTA 
has  contended  in  its  submissions  to  the 
IRS  that:  (i)  Retail  dealers  who  only  buy 
for  their  own  inventory  cannot  be  made  to 
report  under  either  the  existing  or  the 
proposed  regulations;  (ii)  The  regulations 
cannot  fairly  be  enforced  until  some  ac¬ 
commodation  is  provided  to  relieve  the 
burden  imposed  on  small  businesses,  as 
required  by  law;  (iii)  An  exemption  for 
transactions  in  amounts  less  than  $10,000 
should  be  provided;  and  (iv)  Under  the 
existing  regulations  transactions  in  quan¬ 
tities  less  than  that  approved  for  CFTC 
trading  are  not  covered. 

ICTA  does  not  know  what  the  outcome 
of  these  various  arguments  will  be.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  to  expect  the  IRS 
to  agree  with  all  of  them.  Each  dealer  must 
consult  his  own  advisor  in  determining 
what  action  he  should  take  in  light  of  the 
information  outlined  above. 

Loopholes 

Proof  gold  American  Eagles  have  been 
used  by  investors  as  a  way  to  avoid  the 
IRS  reporting  requirements  governing 
bullion-related  items.  For  all  their  numis¬ 
matic  trappings,  these  coins  retain  a  strong 
link  with  bullion;  they  fluctuate  in  price 
directly  in  proportion  to  the  market  price 
of  gold.  Yet,  as  a  rule,  they  sell  for 
somewhat  more  than  a  15-percent  pre¬ 
mium;  thus,  many  have  interpreted  these 
trades  as  not  being  subject  to  the  reporting 
rules. 

When  knowledgeable  collectors  and  in¬ 
vestors  have  coins  they  want  to  trade  and 
are  seeking  highly  liquid  material  in  return, 
they  frequently  choose  proof  American 
Eagles  and  other  bullion  coins  selling  for  a

premium  of  15  percent  or  more.  Normal 
bullion  coins  would  be  subject  to  the 
1099-B  reporting  requirements  described 
elsewhere  in  this  chapter,  but  these  special 
collector  issues  often  are  not.  What’s  more, 
at  current  resale-market  levels  many  such 
coins — including  proof  American  Eagles 
—have  tremendous  upside  potential  and 
little  downside  risk. 

GOLD’S  SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND 

Some  market  analysts  attach  great  im¬ 
portance  to  changes  on  gold’s  supply  side. 
Newsletter  writers  who  frown  on  tangible 
assets  argue,  for  example,  that  the  price  of 
gold  is  governed  strictly  by  its  supply.  As 
more  gold  is  mined  and  refining  techniques 
improve,  demand  for  gold  will  lessen,  they 
maintain. 

I  take  strong  exception  to  this  view.  It’s 
my  contention  that  demand  for  gold, 
not  supply,  is  the  key  component  of  the 
equation.  And  all  signs  point  to  a  sharp 
growth  in  demand,  what  with  inflation 
looming  on  the  horizon  and  the  U.S. 
economy  clearly  in  trouble.  Demand  for 
gold  will  drive  up  its  price — and  no  matter 
how  much  more  gold  is  mined,  it’s  my 
belief  that  we  will  see  the  price  continue  to 
escalate.  In  simplest  terms,  the  value  of 
gold  really  doesn’t  change  at  all;  what 
changes  is  the  value  of  the  currencies 
people  use  to  buy  that  gold.  Gold  remains 
at  a  constant  value;  currencies  fluctuate. 

Demand  in  the  Far  East 

Demand  for  gold  is  strong  and  growing 
stronger  in  the  Far  East.  The  Japanese  and 
Taiwanese  have  tremendous  trade  sur¬ 
pluses  and  enormous  purchasing  power. 
Japanese  businessmen  love  to  buy  gold; 
they  view  it  as  a  status  symbol.  Some  even 
sprinkle  gold  dust  on  their  food  or  impress 
their  guests  by  wrapping  sushi  in  thin  gold 
leaf. 

According  to  the  December  5,  1988 
issue  of  the  AIC  Investment  Bulletin  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  American  Institute  Counsel¬ 
ors,  the  government  of  Taiwan  recently 
took  an  important  step  to  underscore  the 
importance  of  gold  in  that  nation:  In  July 
1988  it  abolished  the  5  percent  value- 
added  tax  on  gold  bullion  and  coins.  In  the 
eyes  of  the  Taiwanese  government,  gold  is 
not  a  consumption  item;  it’s  an  investment 
item,  and  consequently  it  should  not  be 
taxed. 

According  to  the  AIC  Investment  Bul¬ 
letin,  Japanese  and  Taiwanese  central 
banks  have  been  buying  large  amounts  of 
gold  in  the  United  States — partly  as  an 
artificial  means  of  improving  their  trade 
balance  but  partly  to  bolster  their  reserves, 
which  are  being  severely  depleted  by  con¬ 
tinued  depreciation  of  the  dollar.  In  fact, 
the  bulletin  says,  U.S.  officials  have  ex¬ 
pressed  great  concern  that  this  action  is 
inappropriate.  The  AIC  Investment  Bulle¬ 
tin  is  available  by  subscription  at  7  North 
Street,  Pittsfield,  MA  01201.

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COUNTERFEIT  BULLION  COINS 

People  tent  to  associate  counterfeiting 
more  with  numismatic  coins  than  with 
bullion  items.  But  bullion  coins,  too,  have 
attracted  their  share  of  attention  from 
.purveyors  of  the  counterfeiting  art. 

Many  bogus  bullion  coins  are  of  very 
low  quality;  they’re  porous  and  poorly 
crafted,  and  simple  common  sense  should 
be  enough  to  enable  most  people  to  spot 
them.  That’s  why  it’s  important  to  inspect 
all  bullion  coins  (and  numismatic  coins  as 
well)  closely  when  you  buy  them.  Some 
phony  coins  are  made  from  gold-coated 
lead,  in  which  case  specific-gravity  tests 
will  tell  the  investor  whether  the  coins  are 
genuine  or  fake. 

A  number  of  useful  tools  are  available 
to  assist  you  in  detecting  counterfeit  coins. 
For  example,  Fisch  Instruments  produces 
a  series  of  gauges  with  which  you  can 
quickly  check  the  weight  and  dimensions 
of  many  of  the  most  popular  bullion  and 
numismatic  coins.  These  are  available 
from  your  local  coin  dealer  or  precious 
metals  supplier.  Although  they  aren’t  fool¬ 
proof,  the  gauges  can  be  helpful  when  you 
can’t  find  an  expert  dealer  to  check  your 
coins.  The  cruder  counterfeits  are  readily 
identifiable  through  the  use  of  these 
instruments. 

Sources  of  Supply 

Counterfeit  bullion  coins  come  primar¬ 
ily  from  Saudi  Arabia,  Spain,  Italy,  Syria, 
India,  Kuwait,  Yugoslavia,  and  Morocco. 
In  many  cases  nationalism  serves  as  a 
powerful  shield  behind  which  the  counter¬ 
feiters  hide.  Governments  tend  to  guard 
their  power  jealously,  refusing  to  allow 
police  from  other  governments  to  cross 
their  borders.  Often  this  enables  profes¬ 
sional  counterfeiters  to  operate  safely  in 
one  country  while  copying  the  coins  of 
other  countries. 

It’s  altogether  possible  that  governments 
in  some  of  the  countries  where  counter¬ 
feiters  operate  aren’t  anxious  to  see  them 
caught,  for  a  nation  itself  stands  to  derive 
substantial  economic  benefit  from  the 
activity.  Let’s  say  it  costs  $20  to  make  a 
phony  one-ounce  bullion  gold  coin  and 
the  coin  is  then  sold  for  $300.  That  means 
there’s  a  $280  profit  coming  into  the 
nation  from  which  the  coin  is  exported. 
This  money  is  going  to  a  citizen  of  that 
country,  and  in  all  likelihood  much  of  it 
will  end  up  in  the  nation’s  economy.  In 
high-volume  operations,  such  profits  could 
even  improve  the  nation’s  balance  of 
payments. 

THE  LINK  BETWEEN  THE  COIN 
AND  BULLION  MARKETS 

Movements  in  the  prices  of  gold,  silver, 
and  platinum  clearly  have  a  direct  and 
immediate  impact  on  the  prices  of  bullion 
coins  containing  those  metals.  To  some 
extent  they  also  affect  the  prices  of  numis¬ 
matic  coins  with  high  bullion  content. 
Circulated  double  eagles  provide  a  good 
example  of  this.  So  do  rolls  and  bags  of

relatively  inexpensive  silver  coins  such  as 
Roosevelt  dimes  and  Washington  quarters 
from  the  late  1950s  and  early  1960s.  Even 
in  mint  condition,  these  sell  for  not  much 
more  than  bullion  value;  so  when  silver 
rises  or  falls  by  any  significant  amount,  the 
rolls  and  bags  do  likewise. 

In  theory,  fluctuations  in  gold  or  silver 
prices  should  have  little  or  no  bearing  on 
the  prices  of  scarcer  and  higher-priced 
coins  containing  those  metals.  Their  bul¬ 
lion  value  is  negligible,  after  all,  compared 
to  their  value  as  collectibles.  But  until  a 
few  years  ago,  a  clear  correlation  existed 
even  here.  Every  time  gold  and  silver 
would  go  up,  numismatic  coins  would 
follow  suit  within  about  two  months.  And 
every  time  precious  metals  would  go  down, 
numismatic  coins  would  do  likewise,  again 
after  a  short  period  of  time.  What  was 
going  on? 

Coin  dealers,  it  turned  out,  held  the  key. 
With  the  dawn  of  the  new  age  of  gold 
ownership,  many  coin  dealers  had  ex¬ 
panded  their  inventories  to  include  bullion 
and  bullion-type  coins.  Then,  when  pre¬ 
cious-metal  prices  soared  to  record  heights 
in  1979  and  1980,  and  millions  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  rushed  to  sell  their  gold  and  silver 
holdings,  coin  shops  became  a  natural 
outlet.  The  coin  dealers’  increased  pur¬ 
chasing  power — and  their  tendency  to 
spend  the  extra  money  on  rare  coins — 
clearly  played  a  major  role  in  driving  the 
prices  of  numismatic  coins  to  all-time 
record  highs  during  that  period.  When 
bullion  prices  began  to  decline,  the  dealers 
slowed  the  pace  of  their  rare-coin  pur¬ 
chases. 

Breaking  the  Pattern 

Lately  there  has  been  far  less  correlation 
between  price  movements  in  precious 
metals  and  activity  in  truly  rare  coins.  A 
psychological  link  still  exists;  both  belong 
to  the  family  of  tangible  assets.  But  for 
practical  purposes,  the  two  markets  now 
are  only  distant  cousins. 

The  stringent  reporting  requirements 
involving  bullion  coins  were  instrumental 
in  severing  the  bullion  market’s  linkage 
with  rare  coins.  More  and  more  people 
moved  away  from  bullion  into  numismatic 
coins,  and  this  in  turn  disrupted  the  tradi¬ 
tional  patterns.  Nowadays  there  are  occa¬ 
sions  when  rare  coins  rise  in  value  at  the 
very  same  time  that  bullion  market  prices 
are  headed  the  other  way. 

If  anything,  the  numismatic  market 
should  gain  even  greater  independence 
from  precious  metals  in  years  to  come. 
Major  institutional  funds  already  have 
entered  the  market,  and  more  entries  are 
on  the  horizon.  I  see  $20  million  sitting  in 
one  place  waiting  to  buy  rare  coins,  $50 
million  in  another  place,  and  $100  million 
in  still  another  place.  With  that  kind  of 
money  poised  for  investment  in  rare  coins, 
there  wouldn’t  be  much  impact  on  the  coin 
market  even  if  precious  metals  were  to 
crash. 


The  rare  coin  business  has  become  a 
major  industry  and  a  major  investment 
arena.  Annual  rare  coin  sales  now  total  $3 
billion  to  $5  billion,  and  tens  of  millions  of 
dollars  from  new  sources  are  being  poured 
into  the  market  every  year.  A  market  that 
substantial  is  strong  enough  to  weather 
any  foreseeable  storm  in  precious  metals. 

Capitalizing  on  Trends 

Even  though  the  bullion  and  rare  coin 
markets  have  gone  their  separate  ways, 
savvy  investors  have  hit  upon  a  method  to 
anticipate  precious  metals  trends  and  then 
use  these  insights  to  purchase  numismatic 
coins  advantageously. 

Several  considerations  are  involved. 
One  is  the  theory  that  any  sharp  decline  in 
the  price  of  gold  will  be  followed  within  a 
short  time  by  a  sharp  upturn.  Another  is 
the  fact  that  historically,  when  gold  has 
risen  sharply  in  value,  the  increase  has 
been  higher  percentagewise  for  widely 
traded  numismatic  gold  coins  (such  as  the 
Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle)  than  for  gold 
in  bullion  form. 

During  a  period  when  gold  is  declining 
in  price  by  a  significant  amount  (say,  $30 
to  $40  an  ounce),  certain  investors  and 
coin  dealers  will  sell  off  large  quantities  of 
their  gold  bullion  holdings — gold  Ameri¬ 
can  Eagles,  Maple  Leafs  and  so  on — and 
reinvest  the  proceeds  in  rare  U.S.  coins, 
particularly  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagles 
and  other  large  gold  coins.  If  all  goes  well, 
they  will  reap  sizable  profits  when  the  gold 
market  heads  back  up  with  double  eagles 
leading  the  surge. 

On  one  occasion  there  was  such  a  strong 
flow  of  investment  money  out  of  bullion 
and  into  double  eagles  that  the  numismatic 
coins  actually  rose  in  value  at  the  very  time 
the  bullion  market  was  plunging.  Under¬ 
standably,  this  caused  a  great  deal  of 
confusion  and  led  to  speculation  that  the 
numismatic  coins  were  being  manipulated; 
people  said  it  was  impossible  to  sustain 
such  an  increase  in  the  face  of  falling  prices 
for  bullion  gold.  And  it  was  sustained, 
because  so  many  big-money  dealers  and 
investors  were  selling  off  their  gold  bullion 
holdings  and  buying  rare  coins  instead. 

My  advice  to  investors  is  not  to  try  to 
capitalize  on  such  trends,  because  they’re 
unpredictable  phenomena.  We’ve  seen 
them  happen,  but  they’re  far  from  a  sure 
thing,  and  it’s  all  too  easy  to  get  burned. 
Volatility  can  be  the  investors'  best  friend, 
but  it  also  can  be  their  worst  enemy.  In  a 
volatile,  whipsaw  marketplace  with  fast, 
major  changes  in  valuations,  someone 
who  doesn't  understand  the  nuances  can 
lose  a  great  deal  of  money. 

I  provide  this  information  not  as  a 
blueprint  for  action,  but  rather  as  back¬ 
ground  knowledge.  It's  intended  as  an 
insight  into  what  may  he  going  on  if 
numismatic  gold  coins  are  going  up  in 
value  at  the  same  time  gold  bullion  is 
going  down.

honored  to  grade  these  coins,  but  in 
another  respect  it’s  sad  to  see  these  great 
coins  being  taken  out  of  their  original  case. 

“Yet,  that’s  what  the  market  dictates, 
and  that’s  what  the  investment  funds  are 
requiring.  They  want  insurance  and  they 
want  a  guarantee,  and  that’s  what  NGC 
provides.” 

Even  though  many  top-end  coins  have 
left  their  NGC  holders  for  PCGS  capsules, 
many  others  remain. 

For  instance,  Salzberg  said,  NGC  re¬ 
cently  graded  a  rare  1901-S  Barber  quarter 
as  MS-68.  Considering  NGC’s  widespread 
reputation  for  conservative  grading,  he 
said,  the  coin  is  worthy  of  “headline” 
status. 

“That’s  the  rarest  20th-century  silver 
coin  in  the  highest  possible  condition,”  he 
exclaimed. 

PCGS  has  taken  advantage  of  the  pres¬ 
tige  that  comes  with  encapsulating  famous 
coins,  and  has  taken  out  more  than  a  few 
full-page  ads  to  help  spread  the  word. 

“The  fact  that  PCGS  has  graded  the 
King  of  Siam  and  the  Amazonian  sets  is  a 
prestigious  thing,”  said  Patricia  Minassian, 
spokeswoman  for  PCGS. 

Did  PCGS  pay  for  the  privilege  of 
grading  these  coins,  or  make  some  kind  of 
deal  to  lure  the  coins  out  of  their  NGC 
holders? 

“No.  Absolutely  and  categorically  not,” 
Minassian  said.  “PCGS  would  never  en¬ 
gage  in  anything  of  that  nature.” 

To  the  question  of  whether  third-party 
grading  is  really  necessary  for  such  famous 
coins,  Minassian  joined  others  in  pointing 
to  current  market  conditions. 

“A  coin  of  that  stature  and  fame  doesn’t 
necessarily  need  to  be  graded.  However, 
there  is  a  tremendous  trend  toward  third- 
party  grading  of  all  investment  coins,”  she 
observed. 

“I’ve  heard  owners  of  some  prestigious 
collections  say  that  it’s  just  nice  to  know 
that  a  coin’s  grade  is  backed  up  by  the 
expert  opinion  of  a  third-party  grading 
service.” 

Mark  Borckardt,  manager  of  direct 
sales  for  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  of 
Wolfeboro,  New  Hampshire,  sees  both 
sides  of  the  issue. 

“The  people  who  buy  famous  coins  are 
usually  sophisticated  enough  that  they  can 
grade  the  coins  themselves,”  Borckardt 
noted.  “And  with  coins  like  these,  it  doesn’t 
really  matter  if  a  specimen  is  Proof-64  or 
-65. 

“Yet,  there  are  a  lot  of  Wall  Street  coin 
funds  in  the  works,  and  they  are  going  to 
want  the  coins  slabbed. 

“Therefore,  the  slabbing  of  famous  coins 
will  probably  continue  to  be  as  controver¬ 
sial  as  the  grades  placed  on  them,”  he 
concluded. 

All  of  which  leads  up  to  the  most 
important  topic  of  all — your  coins. 

Should  you  have  them  slabbed?  After

all,  if  the  King  of  Siam  proof  set  now 
requires  slabbing,  shouldn’t  your  coins 
enjoy  a  similar  advantage? 

The  answer,  once  again,  is  an  unequivo¬ 
cal  “maybe.” 

The  key  is  timing.  Do  you  plan  to  sell 
your  coins  immed  iately?  If  so,  by  all  means 
have  them  encapsulated  by  a  well-recog¬ 
nized  grading  service. 

After  all,  there’s  no  use  in  trying  to  swim 
against  a  tidal  wave,  and  the  Wall  Street 
funds  have  apparently  opened  the  flood¬ 
gates  of  demand  for  third-party  grading. 

Many  analysts  are  convinced  that  any¬ 
thing  in  a  slab  that  grades  over  MS-64  will 
rise  in  value  because  of  the  massive  buying 
power  of  these  investment  funds.  To  a 
more  limited  degree,  some  say,  lesser- 
grade  slabbed  coins  will  also  go  up  in 
value. 

Oh,  the  dealers  who  do  business  with 
the  Wall  Street  funds  might  buy  your 
unslabbed,  high-grade  coins  these  days. 
But,  for  their  own  protection,  they  will 
downgrade  their  grading  estimates  and, 
consequently,  you’ll  probably  get  stiffed 
on  the  price. 

If  you  don’t  plan  to  sell  right  now,  don’t 
hop  on  the  bandwagon  just  because  it’s  the 
“in”  thing  to  do.  The  Wall  Street  phenom¬ 
enon  could  be  long-term  and  it  could  be 
short-term.  But  all  you  can  count  on  right 
now  is  short-term. 

There  was  a  time,  you  may  recall,  when 
everyone  on  Wall  Street  thought  the  boom¬ 
ing  market  in  junk  bonds  would  last 
forever.  Now,  it  turns  out,  those  high-risk 
junk  bonds  are  starting  to  live  up  to  their 
name. 

The  coin  funds  and  their  encapsulated 
stock  may  look  very  solid  right  now.  But 
who’s  to  say  what  market  conditions  will 
be  in  five  or  ten  years? 

Who  knows?  Perhaps  the  Wall  Street 
partnerships  and  the  slabbed  super-grade 
glamour  coins  will  dominate  the  coin 
market  for  a  thousand  years.  On  the  other 
hand,  slabs  could  be  completely  passe'  five 
years  from  now.  Or  perhaps  a  new,  im¬ 
proved  slab  will  be  the  rage  among  coin 
investors. 

The  King  of  Siam  set  helped  the  numis¬ 
matists  of  1962  learn  much  about  history. 
Perhaps  we  should  take  a  lesson  from 
recent  events. 

At  this  point  in  numismatic  history, 
NGC  and  PCGS  can’t  seem  to  agree  on 
the  grades  of  some  of  the  most  famous 
coins  in  the  world.  That  sends  a  message 
that  there’s  something  inherently  elusive 
about  trying  to  assign  strict  grades  to 
coins,  or  trying  to  assign  strict  values  to 
grades. 

If  you’ve  got  to  sell  now,  then  you 
should  probably  have  your  coins  slabbed. 
But  if  you  plan  to  bide  your  time,  perhaps 
you  ought  to  wait  and  see  what  market 
conditions  are  like  in  the  future. 

That’s  probably  the  best  course  of  ac¬ 
tion,  whether  your  coins  are  famous 
around  the  world — or  just  around  your 
house.  @

knowledged  that  “the  grading  standards  as 
enumerated  in  the  book  were  and  are  not 
precise,  with  the  descriptions  lending  them¬ 
selves  to  different  interpretations.” 

Acknowledging  that  behind  every  grade 
was  a  price  for  a  coin,  the  ANA  board 
continued  that  “the  marketplace  composed 
of  collectors  and  dealers  has  tightened  its 
interpretation  in  recent  years  and  ANACS 
has  reflected  those  changes.” 

Next  came  the  controversial  statement 
that  merely  told  what  had  transpired: 
“Accordingly,  the  ANA  Grading  Service, 
endeavoring  to  keep  in  step  with  current 
market  interpretations  (rather  than  create 
interpretations  of  its  own),  has  in  recent 
times  graded  coins  more  conservatively 
than  in  the  past,  in  many  instances.” 

From  that  bombshell  came  the  obvious: 
“Hence,  it  may  be  the  situation  that  a  coin 
which  was  graded  MS-65  by  the  Grading 
Service  in  1981  or  1982,  for  example,  may, 
if  regraded  in  1985  or  1986,  merit  the 
current  interpretation  of  MS-63  or  less.” 

In  early  1 989,  after  much  soul-searching, 
ANACS  began  to  encapsulate  coins  in 
plastic — but  with  the  caveat  that  if  a  coin 
was  not  slabable  for  either  policy  reasons 
or  other  cause,  it  would  still  be  eligible  for 
a  photo  certificate. 

ANACS  was  created  as  an  impartial 
third-party  service,  and  none  of  its  graders 
are  permitted  to  be  dealers.  The  Profes¬ 
sional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  has  become 
part  of  a  joint  venture  designed  to  give 
consistency  and  credibility  to  the  ANACS 
cache. 

The  marriage  of  ANA/ PNG  and 
ANACS  is  considered  a  success  by  both 
organizations.  Shortly,  the  100,000th 
ANACS  cache  coin  will  be  encapsulated 
in  Colorado  Springs,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  listing  on  the  American  Numismatic 
Exchange  network — which  currently  lists 
PCGS  and  NGC  coins — will  follow 
shortly. 

At  its  root,  however,  ANACS  remains 
an  education  tool.  Its  graders  and  final- 
izers  earn  substantially  less  than  employ¬ 
ees  at  the  commercial  grading  services, 
whose  salaries  are  reportedly  into  six 
figures. 

ANACS  staffers  share  a  love  for  the 
hobby — a  hobby  that  has  now  been  trans¬ 
formed  into  an  industry — and  they  cer¬ 
tify,  authenticate  and  grade  with  tender 
loving  care. 

That  TLC  has  made  all  the  difference, 
and,  as  ANACS  now  reaches  maturity,  it 
seems  clear  that  it  has  been  brought  up 
the  right  way. 

Its  formative  years  portend  a  bright 
future,  where  exciting  new  technology 
may  change  the  way  coins  are  graded. 
That  technology,  however,  is  unlikely  to 
go  to  the  core  of  ANACS.  where  the 
educational  aspects  of  learning  how  to 
authenticate  and  grade  and  why  a  piece 
is  false  or  good  remain  more  important 
than  the  value  of  a  coin.
